Last night a squad of Newton po- 
lice, headed by Inspector Richard 
Goode, went to Nonantum, laid in wait 
outside a house, and quietly arrested 
12 alleged shoplifters as they ap- 
proached the place in automobiles.

For the past sev- 
eral months Inspector Goode and de- 
tectives of tlie Stores Mutual Protec- 
tive Association of Boston have been 
working on this case and secret in- 
dictments had been returned by the 
Middlesex County Grand Jury against 
those arrested, most of whom, it is 
claimed have criminal records.

Commissioner Chadwick Opens 

Bids For Two Public Buildings 

Detailed Figures Showing Cost of Proposed New School 
And Fire Department Headquarters 


The new Central Fire Alarm Sta- 
tion — soon to be built by the city on 
the vacant lot near the engine house, 
at Newton Centre, is a building some- 
what out of the ordinary run of city 
construction. Its purpose is to house 
and protect from interference, the 
City's fire alarm apparatus and add 
further security to the excellent fire 
protection long maintained by the 
Newton Fire Department under Chief 
Randle tt. 

In order to prevent any possible in- 
terruption to the proper receiving and 
sending of fire alarm service, the 
building is located as far as possible 
from surrounding buildings which 
might burn and endanger the fire- 
alarm service. The building Itself is 
of absolute fireproof construction — no 
rood or other combustible material 
vill be used in its construction — and 
all iron and steel used in the con- 
traction will be covered with a thick 
coating of masonry to protect it from 
any danger of damage by fire. 

Tlie building will be about 5"x60 — 
two stories in height — of brick with 
trimmings of contrasting stone, in 
general harmony with the principal 
buildings in Newton Centre Square. 
The main entrance is on Centre street, 
facing the Newton Centre playground. 
Rear entrance gives access from the 
station house on Willow street. The 
ground floor contains a wide entrance 
hall with stairs in the centre leading 
to the office and apparatus rooms on 
the upper floor. At tlie rear is a large 
room to contain the large battery out- 
fit which supplies the direct current 
operating the alarm system. Other 
rooms on this ground floor provide 
space for washing and filling the bat- 
tery jars, repairs and locker space. 
The Generator Room contains the 
means of charging the batteries, 
which is done in a manner similar to 
the familiar radio battery charges, 
but on a much larger scale Current 
supplied by the Edison Company op- 
erates a twin generator set. either of 
which may be used independent of the 
other. In case the Edison service 
should be interrupted there is an 
emergency set driven by a gas engine 
which can be used while the main 
charging sets are unavailable. In this 
room is located an emergency light- 


ing service. This equipment is con- 
nected to the wires lighting the build- 
ing. so that it automatically switches 
in at the slightest interruption of the 
ordinary service, and will maintain 
the lights for a period of house, 
switching itself out again as soon as 
the Edison service is renewed. The 
batteries furnishing this emergency 
lighting service are kept constantly 
at full charge by a charging device 
similar to that mentioned above — and 
familiar to all radio users. 

On the second floor over the battery 
room is the apparatus room — the cen- 
tral office of the city fire alarm sys- 
tem. H*-re in a large high room is to 
be set up the latest devices developed 
by tne C..inewell Company for fire 
alarm service. Men will be on duty 
in this room both day and night to 
receive and relay alarms and to keep 
the apparatus in perfect condition, 
ready for instant service The floors 
here will be of rubber, used both for 
its insulating qualities and to main- 
tain quiet. The balance of the up- 
p^r floor is used for offices and sleep- 
ing rooms for the- men in charge of 
the system Chief Randlett will have 
his headquarters in the building with 
a private office and a public office for 
the business connected with his du- 
ties as inspector of wires 

The building will be heated by 
steam piped over underground from a 
power plant located in the Fmgine 
House No fires of course will be al- 
lowed in the Fire Alarm Station. 

The architects. Kendall. Taylor & 
Company, the Gamewell Company, the 
N. E. Insurance Exchange. Chief Rand- 
lett and the Building Commissioner, 
have co-operated to make this Fire 
Station second to none in the State. 
The plans and equipment of other sta- 
tions have been studied and com- 
pared. and no feature likely to provide 
greater protection or more efficient 
service to the city has been neglected.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS

NEWTON SWAMPS 

BELMONT 26 TO 0 

Newton high opened the 1928 foot- 
ball season last Saturday on Chitlin 
field swamping Belmont high 20 to 0 
and ending a string of victories for 
Belmont high which was begun with 
the opening of the 1926 season. The 
orange and black first team did all the 
scoring but the second string players 
and even some of the third string men 
more than held their own against the 
opponents. Although Belmont was a 
far inferior team than Newton and 
the large score indicates such a fact 
Newton showed a powerful line and 
an even more powerful backtleld that 
should make it one of the contenders 
for the Suburban league title and 
possibly even higher honors this fall. 
There were many penalties imposed 
upon the orange and black the causes 
for which will soon be removed. Most 
of them were offside play and as the 
season progresses the eleven players 
will act more as a unit than they did 
Saturday. 

Belmont won the toss and elected 
to receive the ball. Daniel Harring- 
ton kicked off to Belmont’s 20-yard 
line and it was run back to the 25- 
yard line where Payne brought the 
runner down. Three plays netted nine 
yards and then the Newton line held 
to take the ball on downs. Gilligan 
and Pescosolido each made four yards 
on line plays and a pass from Gilli- 
gan to Duane netted 15 more and a 
tirst down. The hall was near the 
sideline and Gilligan was forced out- 
side on the next play. A pass from 
Gilligan to Pescosolido was good for 
8 yards and then Gilligan made it 
first down again through tackle. 
Duane was thrown for a two yard loss 
outside the field and Pescosolido got 
back this distance. On this play one 
of the Newton linesmen was holding 
and the tenni drew a 15-yard penalty. 
A pass from Gilligan to Payne got 
hack this distance and then Pescoso- 
lido gained three more. It was fourth 
down and still about ten yards to go 
so Gilligan dropped hack to his 25- 
yard line and essayed a field goal 
which went just outside the uprights. 

Belmont put the ball in play on 
their 20-yard line ahd on fourth down 
was forced to kick to Perry at mid- 
field. The Newton quarterback, aided 
by some good interference, reeled off 
a pretty broken field run of nearly 
35-yards before he was brought down 
from behind near the 15-yard line. 
Newton was not to be denied a score 
and Duane slipped through tackle, 
shook off a couple of tacklers and 
crossed the goal line. Gilligan’s try at 
goal was just outside. 

Harrington again kicked off to Bel- 
mont’s 20-yard line and it was re- 
turned to the 35-yard line. Belmont 
made a first down in two pluys. The 
next play netted four yards. Cham- 
berlain, Newton centre, stopped the 
next rush on the scrimmage line. The 
third play netted five yards and the 
next was shy of a first down by but 
six inches. It was Newton’s ball on 
their own 45-yard line. Gilligan made 
five yards and Duane one to end the 
quarter. 

Pescosolido made four yards on the 
first rush when play was resumed. 
Gilligan then punted to the corner 
of the field and Payne tackled the 
Belmont safety man in his tracks on 
the 5-yard line. Belmont made a first 
down in three plays. On the second 
play following the Belmont halfback 
was tackled so hard that the ball flew 
out of his arms right into the hands 
of Pescosolido, Newton fullback who 
was right in on top of the play. With- 
out being forced to break his stride 
the Newton back raced the twenty 
yards for the second score. Gilligan’s 
try at goal was successful. 

Harrington again kicked off for 
Newton and the Belmont hack was 
downed on his 30-yard stripe. Bel- 
mont drew a 5-yard offside penalty 
and then kicked to Andres, who had 
replaced Perry, on the Newton 35- 
yard line. Andres ran it hack to mid- 
field. Two plays were of no avail and 
two penalties forced Newton hack so 
that Gilligan kicked to the Belmont 
40-yard mark where the Belmont safe- 
ty man touched the ball after it hit 
the ground, making it a free ball. 
Harrington recovered it for Newton. 
Reilly, Duane and Andres made a first 
down. Gilligan gained a yard. A pass 
from Reilly to Andres was incom- 
plete but a pass from Duane to Gilli- 
gan was good for 20 yards. Reilly 
gained a yard, as did Andres and 
Furdon, the latter replacing Reilly to 
bring the ball to the two-yard line.

Tlie Aldermen on Monday night 
voted to authorize Chief Randlctt of 
the Fire Department to employ two 
temporary men for substitute work in 
tlie department. 

A petition has been received from 
Louis Young and others to regulate 
trucking on Grove street. The con- 
stant procession of heavy gravel trucks 
on t his street has been, for years, a 
source of annoyance to residents on 
it. 

Petitions received by the Board of 
Aldermen and referred to the Public 
Works Committee include — Boston 
Consolidated Gas Company, permit 
to lay main in Boylston street from 
Chestnut street to the Charles River;

It is seeking from the 
Board of Aldermen authority to use 
these poles to convey current from 
the Edison sub-station on Homer 
street to its tracks along Boylston 
street at Newton Highlands. 

Tlie Saco-Lowell Company has peti- 
tioned for a permit to engage in the 
gasoline business at Newton Upper 
Falls. From its tank at 156 Oak 
street, this concern wants the right to 
sell gasoline not only to its employ- 
ees, hut also to their relatives — and 
friends. 

The Waltham Express Company of 
Felton street, that city, seeks two ex- 
press licenses in Newton. 

Building permits continue to in- 
crease in numbers and estimated valu- 
ation. Commissioner Chadwick re- 
ports that 121 permits valued at $623,- 
1*15 were issued during September of 
which 38 valued $386,500 were for 
single dwellings.

The proposed new Grammar School 
for the ciaflin District, is to be lo 
cated on the west side of Cabot Park. 
Newtonville, and is hounded by Park 
view avenue on the east, Cabot street 
on the south and Bridges avenue on 
tlie west. It is a building of first 
class construction throughout, except 
the roof, which is of second class, 
frame construction. It has been plan- 
ned to accommodate twelve class 
rooms, an Auditorium. Kindergarten 
and Administration offices and sub- 
sidiary rooms. At each end of the 
building are steel stairs together with 
a separate outside stone staircase 
leading directly from the Kindergar- 
ten. 

The building is designed in the Tu- 
dor Gothic style and is to be built of 
dark red waterstruck brick, cast stone 
trimmings and a slated, piti h r I 
The ventilating tower carries out the 
spirit of the design and breaks the 
otherwise long roof line. The two 
main entrances are at each end of 
the building, purposely marked archi- 
tecturally in stone. These entrances 
open directly into the main stair wells 
connecting all floors and from which 
lead the corridors. 

The Basement, a full story height 
off the ground, contains the Audi- 
torium seating about 350 people with 
its small stage and dressing room 
and chair storage. Boys’ and Girls’ 
Play Rooms and Toilets with separate 
exits to the respective Play Yards at 
each end of the building. Store Rooms, 
Boiler Room. Coal Storage. Pump and 
Electric Rooms. The Boiler Room. 
Coal Pocket and Pump Room are the 
only rooms carried below grade and 
are suitably waterproofed in conse- 
quence. 

Six class rooms are located on each 
floor above the Ground Floor, with 
Boys’ and Girls’ Toilets at each end 
of the building. The Kindergarten 
Is on the first Class Room floor and 
has its own exit to the kindergarten 
play yard on the Cabot Park side of 
the building. Much thought has been 
given to this department in order to 
make school life as attractive as pos- 
sible to the younger pupils. The room 
is divided by a sliding partition so as 
to accommodate two classes, if neces- 
sary. At the end of the room is a 
fireplace and mantel with benches, 
bookcases, etc. On the stone bal- 
ustrade of the outside stairs is 
perched Humpty-Dumpty, dear to the 
hearts of all small children. 

The Administration quarters are on 
the second class room floor over the 
kindergarten and consist of the Prin- 
cipal's Office and Lobby, Teachers’ 
Room, Book Room, Clinic. Hall and 
Toilets.

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EDITORIAL 


One of the phnses of the presl 
dential campaign which we fail to un- 
derstand is the tendency of former 
stalwart Republicans towards Gover- 
nor Smith. If it is due to the issue 
of prohibition, we can appreciate that 
standpoint, although every thinking 
person realizes that Mr. Smith can do 
nothing towards changing the law and 
can only make matters worse by re- 
ducing the present insufficient amount 
of enforcement of that law. We can 
also understand the attitude of those 
Republicans if it is due to the mat- 
ter of religion, as we have little sym- 
pathy with those who are making it 
an issue. Rut outside of these two 
matters, there is still left one of the 
most vital of all issues, one which 
in our opinion over shadows all other 
and one which ought to appeal to all 
Republicans, namely the menace of 
Tammany. We fail to see why any 
Republican can aid and assist in plac- 
ing Tammany controlled judges on the 
Supreme court of the United States — 
can view with equanimity, the appoint- 
ment of Tammany heelers to impor- 
tant offices such as district attorneys 
and clerks of courts and consent to 
the extension of organized graft from 
New York city to the national capitol. 
Tammany in our opinion is the power 
behind Governor Smith’s candidacy 
and will be a potent factor in national 
affairs if he is elected as president. 

In authorizing an issue of bonds for 
$420.UIM» for new public buildings, pay- 
ment of which is spread over the next 
twenty years, the aldermen endorse 
the theory that the future should aid 
the present in providing necessary 
permanent improvements. The con- 
templated plan to raise existing water 
rates to pay for extension of the 
water plant is in direct contrast to 
this theory. Just why the aldermen 
make fish of one and flesh of the 
other is one of the conundrums of 
the day. Water users should let their 
aldermen know how they feel about 
this attempt to make them pay for 
the future. 

Tammany controlled judges on the 
Supreme court bench of the United 
States are possibilities if Governor 
Smith is elected president.

TO INCREASE WATER RATES

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 


The City of Newton has spent thou- 
sands of dollars for traffic signals to 
prevent automobile accidents at dan- 
gerous street Intersections. Most op- 
erators of cars co-operate by obeying 
the instructions either given by the 
lights in the signals or printed upon 
them. But many autoists ignore the 
signals. They neither slow down 
while driving by the intersections on 
primary streets, or stop before entering 
from secondary streets. When the new 
traffic regulations go into effect, passed 
with the sanction of State officials, the 
Newton police will be armed with 
authority to bring Into court those 
who do not obey the instructions or 
warnings given by the automatic traf- 
fic signals. And those who jeopardize 
the lives and safety of others by not 
heeding these signals will be brought 
into court. 

Recently a special commission was 
appointed by Governor Fuller to con- 
sider means and methods ot making 
the Charles River Busin more safe, 
suitable and attractive for recreation. 
Henry I. Harriman of Newton is chair- 
man of this commission. Next Thurs- 
day at 11 A. M. this commission will 
hold a public hearing at Room 370 in 
the State House. 

A certain member of the Newton po- 
lice force is a very laconic individual. 
He was engaged, not so long ago, per- 
forming traffic duty at one of the busi- 
est street intersections in this city. 
An autoist disregarded the policeman's 
signal (or misunderstood it) and the 
traffic cop proceeded to give the of- 
fender a deserved call-down. He had 
hardly started when a female seated 
in the rear seat of the automobile 
commenced to “bawl out” the police- 
man with rapidity and unusual acer- 
bity. The traffic cop paused in his 
reprimand to the operator of the car 
and asked him, "Is this woman your 
wife?” ‘‘Yes,’’ meekly admitted the 


man. "Drive on," replied the police- 
man. "you have troubles enough." 
And, as the car proceeded down the 
avenue, the lady In the rear seat could 
he heard tongue lashing her spouse. 

The Rev. Edgar E. Davidson of 
Newtonville, who died on Monday af- 
ter having resided in this city for 
50 years, was, in his younger days, a 
cricket enthusiast. Thirty years ago 
when a considerable number of Eng- 
lish people worked in the mills at 
Nonantum and resided in that village, 
Newton had a cricket team of more 
than ordinary merit; a team that cap- 
tured the championship of the Massa- 
chusetts Stale League at least one 
year. Mr. Davidson played on this 
team. 

The cricket grounds were on Water- 
town street. Nonantum, and the local 
club members gave freely of their 
time to keep the playing field in ex- 
cellent condition. The creases were 
kept ns velvety as any putting greens 
on present day golft links. One loyal 
rooter for the old Newton cricket 
team was John Keough, who devoted 
many hours in assisting to produce 
smooth bowling creases. 

The star bowlers for the Newton 
team were Hamblen and Billy Gard- 
ner. the latter a Watertown hoy. 
Hamblen used the orthodox English 
style in bowling, while Gardner lobbed 
the balls with a downward swing. The 
Newton wicket-keeper and one of the 
best hatters on the team was a big, 
jovial fellow named Tapper. The dean 
of the team was a man past middle- 
age named Collett. One day Collett, 
ordinarily not a strong batter, out- 
lasted all of Ids teammates and car- 
ried his bat over his shoulder when 
Ills side retired for a “not -out.” There 
may have been a prouder man in 
Massachusetts that day than Collette, 
but we doubt it. 

The cricket teams composed of Eng- 
lish born players ceased to exist in 
this vicinity years ago, with the ex- 
ception of the Needham team. In late 
years the game has been kept going 
in Greater Boston by teams composed 
of colored players, natives of the West 
Indies. On Saturday afternoons dtir- 
iir.' Ili>' summer games are played on 
the playground at North Brighton.

SCHOOL NOTES 


LEVI F. WARREN JUNIOR HIGH 

Nomination week for school and 
class officers has rolled around once 
more. 

The student government consists of 
a president. Girls’ and Boys’ vice-pres- 
ident. and a secretary. The duties of 
the president are to conduct assem- 
blies and student council meetings. 
The boys' and girls' vice presidents 
have charge of the safety patrols. The 
secretary keeps a written account of 
all that happens in student council. 
So far seven nomination papers have 
been taken out and returned for the 
office of president. There are four 
nominations for girls' vice president 
and three for boys’, and one for sec- 
retary. 

The class officers consist of a pres- 
ident and a secretary for each grade. 
The ninth grade members have nom- 
inated seven candidates for above of- 
ficers. The eighth grade members have 
fourteen and the seventh grades have 
seventeen. 

Athletics are also claiming the at- 
tention of Warren sport fans. Girls 
are out for dodge ball, and boys are 
now centering their interest in soccer. 

A most interesting feature of this 
year's gymnasium work is a competi- 
tion against squads representing col- 
ors. Each class is divided up into four 
squads. Each squad elects a leader 
and is represented by a color. All 
other classes are divided up this 
way, each representing the same col- 
or of the corresponding team in other 
classes. Each entire team elects a 
captain. The object of the inner-squad 
leaders is to get their squads out to 
the games. 

Thrift has become a habit in the 
Warren Junior High School. During 
the school year of 1927-1928 all the 
students were regular depositors in 
the Educational Thrift Service of 
banking, depositing over $4000. About 
75% of the students banked weekly. 

Thursday. September 27. was the 
first bank day of the present school 
year. 491 of the 666 students present, 
banked. Although thrift education 
was new to the seventh grades, they 
had 89%, the highest per cent of the 
three classes. 

Our thrift aim is not to bank large 
amounts but to acquire the habit of 
banking regularly. That is: Deposit 
something every week. 

This weekly thrift teaches the 
school citizens financial independence. 
Our goal, which we hope to reach 
soon, is 100%. 

Mayor Childs Speaker at Assembly 
This Week 

Mayor Childs began by telling the 
pupils that he thought the Warren 
Junior High was one of the busiest 
and happiest schools he had ever been 
in. He said that people going by the 
school always remarked, “What a fine 
building!” However, he always an- 
swered them that it was a fine build- 
ing. but that ' .vhat was in it was 
even finer — the teachers and stu- 
dents." 

"Every pupil in this school is an as- 
set to the City of Newton." declared 
Mr. Childs. "In fact, the biggest as- 
set the city has. It costs a lot for 
education, but if the* boys and girls 
are our biggest asset, why shouldn't 
we spend a large amount of money on 
them. We are trying to produce bet- 
ter citizens in our city. The purpose 
of education is not to learn the three 
R’s, but to ennoble and enrich per- 
sonality — and personality means you 
— the thing that makes you different 
from other people." 

Mayor Childs told how Mr. Alcott, 
father of Use Alcott, who wrote 
"Little Women. ' once visited the 
in h t< . He asked tin- 
children "\Vh> an* you here?” Of 
corn • . t hey gig g led, but one little 
girl said. "We're here to learn.” Mr 
Alcott asked "To learn what?" and 
one of the pupils answered, "To learn 
how to beha\e Mr. Childs said that 
that was really what the purpose of 
to teach t he 
students how to behave — how to act 
under all circumstances that might 
come up in their future life." In 
other words- -"school prepares you for 
the business of living." he said. 

Then he told the pupils that they 
need not wait until they were old 
men to be successful In life. He gave 
a list of the great men and women 
who were great when they were in 
their teens and early twenties. He 
gave as examples: Washington, who 
was Adjutant General ut nineteen; 
Napoleon, who was master of Prance 
in his twenties; Pitt, who wus prac- 
tically ruler of England at twenty- 
five; Stephenson, who invented the 
steam engine ut fifteen; Beethoven 
and Handel who were composers ut 
eighteen; Vanderbilt, who laid saved 
$9000 at twenty-two. "These names 
prove" said Mayor Childs, "that you 
don’t have to have white hair before 
you’re great. Work hard uud play 
hard and you will soon be someone 
worth while." 


Mr. Childs closed his little talk by 
telling us of a city who erected n 
beautiful monument to a soldier of 
the World War. On the monument 
were these simple words: "He played 
for four years on the scrub team. He 
never made the team but he never 
quit." 

"Work hard, play hard and never 
quit" was his final message to the 
students. 

The last part of the assembly was 
under the direction of Mr. Spaulding. 
Miss Phinney and Miss Elizabeth Gal- 
lagher entertained the student body 
with solos and duets on the harp.

with seventeen members. Mr. Mar- 
shall S. Rice was selected as leader. 
The class was connected with the 
Needham Circuit Meeting House, in 
what is now Wellesley. During that 
same year 1828 the Upper Falls Reli- 
gious Society and the Proprietors of 
the Upper Falls Meeting House was 
incorporated. 

Frequent Preaching Services were 
held. The class met regularly. 

In the year 1832 the class was or- 
ganized as a church by the Rev. A. 

D. Merrill. In December of that year 
the Unitarian Society offered their 
church for sale, and it was purchased 
by Mr. Marshnll S. Rice for the use of 
the newly organized Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. 

During the year 1834 the property 
was transferred to a Board of Trus- 
tees, Mr. Marshall S. Rice taking a 
note for $3,250 without interest. It 
was during this year that the church 
was enlarged by the addition of twen- 
ty pews. 

From the Methodist Society at New- 
ton Upper Falls the following 
churches were formed: Watertown 
Church 1838; Newton Lower Falls 
and Hlghlandville Church 1867; New- 
ton Centre Church 1877. < From Sou- 

venir History of New England Confer- 
ence.) 

Special tribute should be paid to 
Mr. Rice who mortgaged his home 
that he might take the note so the 
church might go on. Mr. Rice was 
also superintendent of the Sunday 
School for 48 years.

Many improvements have been 
made during recent years especially, 
during the time when Dr. Palladino 
was pastor, the men of the church 
went down cellar and dug making 
Parish Hall, the Ladles’ Parlor and 
Kitchen of the church a much needed 
addition. This was finished and dedi- 
cated in 1920. In 1925, the old hand 
pump organ was removed and a new 
Estey organ, electrically run, was put 
in while the whole church was re- 
decorated. Miss Louis Nutter re- 
placed Miss Hattie Sturtevant who 
had been organist for over 50 years, 
and has held that position ever since. 
Special dedication services were held 
Sept. 13, 1925, with Bishop William 

F. Anderson in attendance. During 
the past year the primary room has 
been enlarged, an addition has been 
put on the cloak room besides im- 
provements being made around the 
building. Even now, however, the 
church is too small for the work that 
is being done. One of the future 
prospects is the erecting of a com- 
munity house nearby for the activi- 
ties of the various organizations. 

Since 1S2S many societies and or- 
ganizations have been founded in con 
nection with the church. About the 
oldest of these is the Sunday School 
which has existed ever since the 
church was in its infancy. Today it 
has a membership of 489 with James 
E. Tally, as superintendent. There 
are departments for everyone from 
the youngest baby to the adult with 
the stay at home mothers included. 
Another older society is the Ladies’ 
Aid which was originally in the 1800's 
the Ladies’ Sewing Circle. This dis- 
banded and reorganized in 1902. Since 
then it has done much work, taking 
care of the improvements on the par- 
sonage being a major factor. Thirty- 
seven years ago the Women’s Foreign 
Missionary Society was formed. Mrs. 
O. E. Nutter was secretary the first 
year and has held that position ever 
since. In the I890’s the Christian En- 
deavor Socit ty was formed and car- 
ried on act i w work with the young 
people until 1 '>23 when it was changed 
to the Epworth League. This organ- 
ization has done much work among 
the young people. Kenneth Newcomb 
is now president. Three years ago 
the Women' Home Missionary So- 
ciety was formed. From this organ- 
ization the Children’s Mothers’ Jewels 
has been formed and the Queen Es- 
ther Society for girls 16 to 23. Ethel 
Roberts Is president of this. Mrs. 
Frank Redman is president of the 
Home Missionary Society and is do- 
ing noble work. Quite a few years 
ago the King's Heralds was organized 
by the Foreign Missionary Society. 
Besides the- societies there are two 
girls’ club- The Kum-a-Lac Club and 
the Vincent club which were organ- 
ized from Sunday School classes. 
Troop 14 Boy Scouts was started 
three years go and holds its meet- 
ings in Parish Hall. A volunteer 
choir was oi anized about five years 
ago, and under a trained leader, ren- 
ders special .elections each Sunday, 
Mrs. C. H. I. Ighton fills this position 
at present. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church is 
proud of its first hundred years and 
hopes in the next hundred years to 
accomplish as much as in the past 
by broadening out Into new fields 
helping to make a better community. 



REV. EDGAR E. DAVIDSON, D.D. 

Rev. Edgar E. Davidson, D. D., vet- 
eran Methodist minister and evnngc- 
list, died Monday at his home, 26 
Prescott street, Newtonville. He was 
seventy-five years old, and lmd been 
in poor health for the past two years.

Christian Science Lecture 


A Lecture, Entitled “Stepping-Stones In Christian Science”, by 
Prof. Hermann S. Hering, C. S. B., of Boston, member of 
the Board of Lectureship of The Mother Church, The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Mass., was 
given in First Church of Christ, Scientist, Newton, Mass., 
Monday and Tuesday Evenings, October 1st and 2nd, 
1928. 


A Christian Science Lecture by Pro- 
fessor Hermann S. Hering, C. S. B., 
was heard by two large audiences at 
the Christian Science Church at the 
corner of Walnut and Otis streets, 
Newtonville, on Monday and Tuesday 
evenings. The subject: "Stepping- 
Stones in Christian Science," with its 
presentation of the progressive devel- 
opment of an understanding and appli- 
cation of Christian Science, was closely 
followed by the audiences on the two 
successive evenings. 

Mr. Francis W. Davis of Waban, the 
First Reader of the Newton Church, 
introduced the lecturer Monday even- 
ing, and Mrs. Eva Stickney Johnson, 
the Second Reader, made the intro- 
duction Tuesday evening. Mr. Davis 
spoke as follows: 

Friends: 

Webster’s Dictionary defines "sci- 
ence” as the knowledge of principles 
or facts. 

As the knowledge of principles and 
facts about any particular subject is 
gathered, the science of that subject 
comes into being. Probably the most 
familiar science to all of us is mathe- 
matics. This and many other sciences 
developed through the years now are 
being taught in our various institu- 
tions of learning. In the development 
of these sciences, the process really has 
become a search for the truth. 

My own scientific training during 
my school years taught me the neces- 
sity of searching for the truth very 
thoroughly. It was natural, therefore, 
when I turned to Christian Science for 
a knowledge about God and man that 
this old habit of searching should as- 
sert itself. 

When I found that one of the prop- 
erly accredited lecturers on Christian 
Science had been a professor in one 
of our leading scientific institutions. I 
was most eager to hear him present 
the subject because I was familiar with 
his mode of thought. When I first 
heard him lecture, his logical presenta- 
tion of the principles and facts of 
Christian Science was so well given 
that it cleared away any doubts that 
lingered. I always have been most 
grateful to him. 

You will find in listening that, unlike 
other sciences, Christian Science is a 
science of Love. As such, the mere 
hearing and thinking about this lec- 
ture has the power to bring Love’s 
healing blessing to you in the measure 
that you need it. 

This same professor who helped me 
is the speaker of the evening, Profes- 
sor Hermann S. Hering, of Boston, a 
member of the Board of Lectureship of 
The -Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Massa- 
chusetts. The title of his lecture is 
"Stepping-Stones in Christian Science.” 
I now take great pleasure in introduc- 
ing Professor Hering to you. 

Professor Hering spoke as follows: 

We are all interested in the attain- 
ment of health and harmony. When 
wo wish to accomplish something, to 
attain an end or a desired goal, we 
first find the way and if we wish to 
be successful, we follow that way. 

"To those leaning on the sustain- 
ing infinite, today is big with bless- 
ings. Tbe wakeful shepherd beholds 
the first faint morning beams, ere 
cometh the full radiance of a risen 
day. So shone the pale star to the 
prophet-shepherds; yet it traversed 
the night, and came where, in cradled 
obscurity, lay the Bethlehem babe, the 
human herald of Christ, Truth, who 
would make plain to benighted un- 
derstanding the way of salvation 
through Christ Jesus, till across a 
night of error should dawn the morn- 
ing beams and shine the guiding star 
of being. The Wisemen were led to 
behold and to follow this daystar of 
divine Science, lighting the way to 
eternal harmony" (Science and 
Health, Pref. vii). 

This is the opening paragraph of 
the Preface to the Christian Science 
textbook, "Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures,” written by 
the Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, Mary Baker Eddy. 

Jesus, the human herald of Christ 
referred to, spoke of himself as the 
Way, and Mrs. Eddy calls him the 
Way-shower. She refers frequently 
to bis guiding finger posts that point 
the path to heaven, to the hills that 
must bo climbed, and to the obstacles 
which need to be overcome, thus in- 
dicating what the true way is that 
loads to present and final salvation. 

All who have had enough of the 
world’s tribulation, who long to 
emerge into a life of health, happi- 
ness. and genuine satisfaction, can 
now through Christian Science find 
the way which Jesus laid out, — a way 
which leads surely to spiritual eman- 
cipation and which is paved with 
stepping-stones that all must tread. 

Mrs. Eddy also says In tills Prefaco, 
"Ignorance of God is no longer the 
stepping-stone to faith” (Science and 
Health, Pref. vii). The dictionary de- 
fines stepping-stone as: "A stone af- 
fording a foot rest, as for crossing 
a stream, etc.; hence, that hy which 
one advances or riBos.” 

THE PATHWAY 

The portal to this pathway is the 
heavenly gate of understanding guard- 
ed by divine Truth, which shall not 
be shut at all by day nor by night, 
and whose passport is fidelity. 

Tlie Psalmist says, "Order my steps 
in they word: and let not any iniquity 


have dominion over me.” We find a 
similar prayer in the beautiful hymn 
(Poems, p. 14), written by Mrs. Eddy 
while she was pastor of what was 
then known as the “Church of Christ, 
Scientist,” in Boston, — 

"Shepherd, show me how to go 
O’er the hillside steep, 

How to gather, how to sow, — - 
How to feed Thy sheep; 

I will listen for Thy voice, 

Lest my footsteps stray; 

I will follow and rejoice 
All the rugged way.” 

Let us now proceed along this path, 
treading in thought as best we may 
in the brief space of a lecture, some 
of its spiritual stepping-stones, learn- 
ing how to climb where necessary, 
how to avoid the stumbling blocks, pit- 
falls, and byways, and how to keep 
faithfully to this highway of hope, 
guided by spiritual Truth which alone 
leads to the understanding of God. 

These stepping-stones are not the 
only ones that mark the upward path 
out of the waste places of material 
sense, nor are they necessarily found 
in the order here given, but they serve 
to show the guidance provided by di- 
vine Truth and Love in the passage 
of mankind out of mortality into the 
promised land of immortality and 
pear**. 

PERCEPTION 

As we begin to walk ulong this 
pathway, it will be a great help if 
we feel that Christian Science is right, 
true, and good. 

Perhaps we have read some of its 
writings, attended services, heard lec- 
tures. We may have friends who have 
been healed or benefited through its 
application, — who have been restored* 
from serious disease or incapacity to 
health, from a life of sorrow to one 
of joy, from failure to success. We 
may have heard from these friends 
that these changes are due to Chris- 
tian Science. We observe that there 
has been awakened in them a rever- 
ence for God, for His Son, Christ 
Jesus, and for the Bible, and that their 
mode of living has been improved. 
All of this makes us realize that Chris- 
tian Science must be good, for we re- 
call that Jesus tells us that a "tree 
is known by his fruit,” that good fruit 
cannot come from an evil tree. 

It is not difficult then to learn of 
the value and power of Christian 
Science and its promise to do for 
us what it has done for others, and if 
we are willing to take the steps our 
friends have begun to take, we are 
then ready to enter the pathway. 

GENUINENESS — A GUIDEPOST 

An important guidopost at the out- 
set is that which tells us whether we 
are seeking the aid of genuine Chris- 
tian Science or some one of its many 
counterfeits or imitations; for he who 
wants true Christian Science must be 
careful not to accept what is offered 
until quite sure that it is the Science 
presented by Mrs. Eddy in her writ- 
ings and practised by her loyal fol- 
lowers. 

Associated with this endeavor 
should be the certainty that the one 
to whom we apply for aid, the 
churches and lectures we attend, the 
literature we read, are all present- 
ing this genuine Christian Science. 
Many unjustly use the name Christian 
Science while they accept only a por- 
tion of Mrs. Eddy’s teachings and re- 
ject the remainder. Have they then 
any moral right to use that name, and 
should we not be cautious? 

HONESTY 

Having determined that we are par- 
taking of Christian Science in its 
purity, we need to see that honesty 
is one of the first stepping-stones 
along this path, not only an honest 
recognition of Christian Science, but 
also honesty of purpose in one’s ap- 
peal to it. 

A person with selfish motives, one 
who wishes to be healed of the effect 
of sin but not of sin itself, who looks 
for gratification of ambition or desire, 
or who in Scripture language is seek- 
ing the loaves and fishes instead of 
the Muster’s word, is not likely to 
receive healing nor to remain healed 
until this dishonest attitude is cor- 
rected. 

PRAISE, JOY, GRATITUDE 

Praise to God is another stepping 
stone of enduring value. To praise 
means to express audible approval 
and commendation, to extol, to laud, 
to glorify, to worship. Praise there- 
fore is never without words, and is 
the utterance of a sincere and gen- 
uine adoration and affection, which 
establishes a right and necessary at- 
titude towards God. 

Associated with praise is rejoicing, 
being filled with joy, manifesting glad- 
ness, triumph, cheer; not a state of 
lamentation, complaint, grieving. The 
Psalms repeatedly enjoin upon us the 
paramount need of rejoicing. 

Also associated with praise and joy 
is gratitude, which means thanksgiv- 
ing, good will toward one’s benefactor, 
appreciation of favors and benefits re- 
ceived, and the disposition to acknowl- 
edge them. 

Mrs. Eddy refers very pointedly to 
tlie value of gratitude. In the Psalms, 
Indeed throughout the Bible, tlie need 
for being grateful is stated. Experi- 
ence in the work of Christian Science 
healing shows that gratitude is vital 
and essential both on the part of tlie 
practitioner and of the patient. 


Jesus, when he multiplied the loaves 
and fishes, first gave thunks; at the 
tomb of Lazarus, who wus said to 
have been dead for four days, h* 1 gave 
thunks to God before raising him; 
at the last supper, when lie took tbe 
cup and brake the bread, he gave 
thanks, — in all these experiences 
knowing that Ills God and Father bad 
already answered before he asked 
Him. Daniel and the Apostles also 
expressed thanks to God in their 
prayers. 

Ingratitude on tlie other hand is a 
serious evil, which Mrs. Eddy refers 
to and comments upon very strongly 
in her writings. Shakespeare declares 
that "ingratitude is a marble-hearted 
fiend.” This mental attitude of un- 
gratefulness is often a decided hin- 
drance to healing, especially in so- 
called stubborn cases. Thanklessness, 
ill will toward one’s benefactor, un- 
willingness to acknowledge benefits 
received, are darkened states <>f 
thought which seem to hinder the 
healing light from entering conscious- 
ness. 

Praise, rejoicing, and gratitude, ly- 
ing close together in spiritual prog- 
ress, are very important stepping- 
stones. These qualities, being the 
recognition and acknowledgement of 
a superior and supreme Being as the 
one cause and source of all good, evi- 
dence an uplifted, hopeful, and ex- 
pectant thought which in consequence 
is more receptive of the healing Truth 
nnd Love. 

HUMILITY 

Another valuable stepping-stone is 
humility. Mrs. Eddy says in her 
“Miscellaneous Writings” (p. 1), "Hu- 
mility is the stepping-stone to a 
higher recognition of Deity.” 

The word "humility” means lowli- 
ness, meekness, modesty, submissive- 
ness. Humility is the gateway to 
moral courage, for moral courage is 
a spiritual quality attained only 
through submission to divine power. 
Only as we become willing to leave all 
for Christ, to give up the human for 
the divine, material boastfulness for 
spiritual meekness, can we reflect the 
light of impersonal Truth which alone 
gives us real strength. We cannot 
take effectively even our first steps 
without some measure of humility. 

OBEDIENCE 

A stepping-stone closely related to 
humility is obedience, which connotes 
compliance with law and duty, will- 
ing and due submission to authority. 
It means reverence, allegiance, loyalty, 
fidelity, devotion. Too often is license, 
disobedience to law, looked upon as 
freedom, whereas in fact it is sheer 
bondage. 

/Esebylus, the Greek poet, has writ- 
ten, “Obedience is the mother of suc- 
cess.” This is made evident when we 
see how success in mathematics can 
be attained only through strict obedi- 
ence to its rules and laws, and that 
the mathematician who has the great- 
est freedom in mathematical work and 
achievement is that one who is mogt 
obedient to mathematical truth. 

SACRIFICE 

Another closely related stepping- 
stone is sacrifice, in the sense that 
Jesus meant when he prayed, "Not my 
will, but thine, be done,” for we can- 
not be truly obedient and gain the 
divine sense unless we are willing to 
give up our fulse human sense and 
personal desires 

Sacrifice means a giving up, a re- 
linquishment or yielding, an offering 
to God. It does not necessarily mean 
destruction of one's right thoughts or 
desires, but laying them aside for 
possible betterment, that the divine 
may prevail. 

Mrs. Eddy in her writings frequently 
refers to the vital import of Jesus’ 
human sacrifices for the benefit of 
humanity. She emphasizes the great 
need for the sacrifice of cherished hu- 
man beliefs in order to attain spiritual 
understanding, and she adds that if 
this is our foremost desire we will 
relinquish for it our trust in every- 
thing else. She indicates that spirit- 
ual strength grows out of sacrifice, 
and again and again does she use the 
significant phrase, "Leave all for 
Christ," for Truth; in other words, 
give up the human to attain the di- 
vine. 

Self-immolation is the essential and 
ultimate sacrifice that we all must 
make. Truly then is self-sacrifice a- 
stepping-stone in the way to heaven, 
to harmony. 

RECOGNITION OF THE 

DISCOVERY 

We now reach a stepping-stone of 
preeminent value that many fall to 
see. This is the recognition that 
Christian Science is a discovery, a 
revelation, and not a human theory. 

The word “discover” means “to find 
and bring to the knowledge of the 
world;” hence, "to disclose or reveal 
something that exists.” Mrs. Eddy's 
work brought to light the deep truths 
of existence which had remained hid- 
den, namely the truth about God, man. 
and the universe, — indeed, the true 
nature of existence, — together with 
the spiritual basis on which Chris- 
tian healing was demonstrated by 
Christ Jesus and his followers. 

During and following the time of her 
own remarkable recovery from the 
effects of a supposedly fatal accident, 
it was revealed lo Mrs. Eddy’s up 
lifted thought that God is infinite 
Spirit. Mind, and that all existence is 
spiritual, not material; that man in 
God’s image and likeness is wholly 
spiritual, and not the corporeal mortal 
that he seems to be; that divine Mind, 
unfolding to the human consciousness, 
restores health and harmony, and that 
thereby Christian healing could be 
again restored to the world. She 
tested and proved the truth of her dis- 
covery by doing much marvelous heal- 
ing work, most of which was in 
stantuneous. Thus she not only made 
the discovery and received the reve- 
lation, she also demonstrated it. The 
revolution continued to unfold to her 
until she saw clearly the complete 
truth which she subsequently gave to 
mankind. 


MRS. EDDY’S LEADERSHIP 

Here naturally follows the stepping- 
stone of leadership, a stone that many 
attempt to avoid, or omit. The ques- 
tion of leadership is often looker] upon 
as a matter of volition, ambition, or 
policy, in Mrs. Eddy's • e, however, 
she became the natural and logical 
Leader of the Christian Scientists, be- 
cause, as the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science and as its first 
demonstrator and teacher, she po- 
sessed authoritative understanding, 
was inspired and led by God, and was 
thus the one to whom her followers 
normally looked for guidance. Chris- 
tian Scientists will therefore always 
regard Mrs. Eddy as their Leader, who 
through her writings is not only teach- 
ing them the revealed Truth, but also 
guiding them along the safe pathway 
heavenward, — a Leader whom they 
can trust, in whom they can have ab- 
solute confidence, and to whose coun- 
sel they can always turn for help. 
This attitude is similar in its degree 
to that held toward Christ Jesus, who, 
though no longer on earth nor In 
the flesh, remains forever a distinct 
individuality as our Master, our Sa- 
viour, our Way-shower. 

To understand and to demonstrate 
Christian Science rightly in its deep 
spiritual significance and purity, as 
well as its completeness, Mrs. Eddy 
must he seen as the one and only 
Leader of this movement. 

THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
CHURCH 

Another stepping-stone in our 
heavenward path is an understanding 
of the position of The Mother Church 
in the Christian Science movement, its 
Messianic meaning and purpose; in 
other words, the divine part that it 
plays in the redemptive mission of 
Christian Science. 

Mrs. Eddy related her regret that 
her discovery of the Science of Chris- 
tian healing and her spiritual interpre- 
tation of the Bible were not welcome 
in the orthodox churches, and that 
ttyis compelled her to form a church 
of her own. The Boston church which 
she founded in 1879 was later re- 
organized as The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and became The 
Mother Church, the central church of 
the denomination. The local Chris- 
tian Science churches and societies 
throughout the world, are branches of 
The Mother Church, when duly au- 
thorized. 

The By-Laws of this church were 
all prepared by Mrs. Eddy with great 
care as they were needed, and are 
contained in the Manual of The 
Mother Church. The form of govern- 
ment thus instituted by Mrs. Eddy 
has been proved to be the most satis- 
factory and the safest method pos- 
sible for The Mother Church and its 
branches. It is clearly to be seen, 
then, that The Mother Church is still 
governed by Mrs. Eddy through her 
By-Laws in the Manual, and for this 
reason is the church in which the 
Christian Science movement is safely 
and permanently anchored. 

TEACHINGS OF CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE 

The stepping-stones of greatest 
magnitude in our journey are the 
teachings of Christian Science. These 
teachings are clearly set forth in the 
textbook entitled. "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures,” writ- 
ten by Mary Baker Eddy. This book 
was first published in 1S75, nine years 
after her discovery. The other writ- 
ings of Mrs. Eddy are amplifications 
and elucidations of these teachings 
in the textbook and are a great aid 
and inspiration to thoughtful students. 
The teachings of Christian Science 
may therefore be learned through 
these books, especially with the help 
of the two Concordances to her writ- 
ings. 

DEFINITION OF GOD 

The whole of Christian Science 
teaching is based upon God. Mrs. Ed- 
dy opens class teaching as given in 
the chapter, "Recapitulation," of her 
textbook, with the question. “What is 
God?" to which her answer is. “God 
is incorporeal, divine, supreme, infi- 
nite Mind. Spirit. Soul, Principle. Life. 
Truth, Love” (Science and Health, p. 
465). 

She also declares that these terms 
are synonymous, that "they refer to 
one absolute God," and that "they are 
also intended to express the nature, 
essence, and wholeness of Deity.” 
While these seven terms, or names, 
for God describe the whole nature of 
God, yet each one has a characteristic, 
distinctive meaning, bringing out 
some special and essential quality of 
Deity. Individually every name in- 
cludes all the others, and so each 
one expresses the wholeness of God. 
When we study these terms in their 
infinite sense, we obtain a wonder 
fully enlarged and comprehensive con 
cept of God, increasing daily with the 
growth of our understanding. 

RECOGNITION OF REAL MAN 

Since man, according to the Scrip- 
tures, is the image and likeness of 
God, we can know this real man only 
as we know God aright. The Scrip- 
tural definition of man has been mis- 
understood by the human mind, which 
knows only the material man as con- 
ceived of through the physical senses 
and which delares this man to be the 
divine image, a divine product, as 
Eve assorted at the birth of Gain. ”1 
have gotten a man from the Lord." 
This human mind then tries to \is 
ualize a God of such character as would 
resemble this human man; in other

words, to make God manlike, instead 
of to make man Godlike. 

Mrs. Eddy has made It possible to 
discern the Godlike man. because it 
was revealed to her that God is in- 
finite Spirit and that man is His ex- 
pression.. Consequently, we can know 
the man of God’s creating Instead of 
believing the corporeal human being 
to be this man. The real man is there- 
fore not material, but spiritual, a dl 
vine idea or reflection. 

When thinking of the spiritual, in- 
corporeal nature of man. we shall 
find it helpful to consider the seven 
synonyms for man which Mrs. Eddy 
uses, and to study their meanings, 
both in the dictionary, and in her I 
writings with the aid of the Con- 
cordances. These synonyms are idea, 
image ( likeness, expression, manifes- 
tation, reflection, representative We I 
take a great step onward when we be | 
gin to se^ this spiritual, incorporeal i 
nature of man. 

CHRIST JESUS 

An elevated stepping-stone along 
the pathway is a right comprehension 
of Christ Jesus, our Lord. The teach- 
ings of Christian Science have re- 
moved from the old theological teach- 
ings concerning the Master the errors 
which prevented mortals from seeing 
him as their practical Exemplar and 
everyday Way-shower. This change 
has made it possible to understand his 
dual nature, the humanity of the man 
Jesus, and the divinity of the idea 
Christ, which was his spiritual con- 
sciousness, the actual reflection and 
manifestation of God. 

Although his wondrous birth set 
him apart from other mortals in a 
degree, yet his life in the flesh 
showed us the way to overcome the 
flesh and all evil. 

It is a help to note that he did his 
healing work in order to call atten- 
tion to divine power as evidence of 
the supremacy of Spirit, and thus to 
awaken a right belief and faith in 
God. and to show that the God of 
Truth and Love is always "a very 
present help in trouble,” — evidence 
sorely needed in this materialistic and 
distracted age. 

Christian Science reveals Jesus as 
a true and practical human Wav- 
shower who marked out the way along 
which we can and must travel in our 
passage heavenward, and shows that 
the healing work is a divinely natural 
result of a right understanding of his 
teaching regarding God and the di- 
vine mode of living. 

REALITY AND INFINITY 

We come now to consider another 
stepping-stone of fundamental impor- 
tance. This stone is the understand- 
ing of infinity, without which spiritual 
reality, the nature of God and His 
ideas, in other words, the truth about 
all things, cannot be grasped. 

We have seen that the revealed 
definition of God includes infinity as a 
fundamental nature of Deity, and any- 
one who has read Mrs. Eddy’s writ- 
ings has undoubtedly observed that she 
uses this word “infinity” as a basic, 
qualifying term for reality. As reality 
is necessarily all. and therefore in- 
finite, it is possible to understand or 
to grasp the nature of the real only as 
the proper conception of infinity is 
gained. 

The etymological meaning of the 
word "infinity" is "not finite.” The 
word “finite” means “having an end." 
Infinity therefore means without end. 
and thus without beginning, without 
limitation or boundary in any direc- 
tion. without physical dimensions, 
without restriction as to size, space, 
quantity, quality, degree, and so on. 

It follows then that divine Truth and 
all that is absolutely true must be in- 
finite or must partake of the nature j 
of infinity. 

Infinity also means unchangeable- 
ness. and consequent indestructibility. 

It is evident too that whatever is in- 
finite is everywhere, for Truth by its J 
very nnture is omnipresent. 

Let us then endeavor to turn from 
the finite in every direction and strive i 
to attain an unlimited, infinite sense j 
of existence as reality, and thereby | 
see that whatever is finite and de- ■ 
structible is not real. We shall ob- ; 
tain a truer sense of being and en- 
vironment when we thus lift thought I 
from the finite to the infinite. 

BASIS OF DEMONSTRATION 

In the working out of human prob- i 
lems in any line of experience, it is 
necessary to start from a basis which ! 
includes the truth of the subject, its I 
underlying rules and scientific rela- 1 
tions. Consequently in the healing of 
disease or in the amelioration of in- | 
harmonious business or social condi- 
tions through Christian Science, we | 
naturally start from the basis of the | 
true God and the true niau to know ! 
the divine reality and the operation ! 
of divine Principle. We do not start 
from the basis of matter, physical ! 
science, human will, mental sugges- : 
t ion or any form of hypnotism. This | 
definitely differentiates Christian 
Science healing from all forms of so- ! 
called mental healing and is a step- j 
ping-stone of marked importance. 

Mrs. Eddy was once usked whether ! 
it was right to refer to oneself “as an ! 
immortal idea of the one divine Mind" 
l Miscellany, p. 241). The question 
was whether it was right to do this i 
« 

Mrs. Eddy replied: "You arc scien- 
tifically correct in your statement 
about yourself. You can never demon- 
strati 1 spirituality until you declare 
yourself to be immortal and under 
stand that you are so Christian 
Science is absolute: it is neither be 
hind the point of perfection nor ad- 
vancing towards it; it is at this point 
and must be practised therefrom. Uu 
less you fully perceive that you are 
the child of God, hence perfect, you 
have no Principle to demonstrate and 
no rule for its demonstration By this 
I do not mean that mortals are the 
children of God. far from it In prac- 
tising Christian Science you must 
slate its Principle correctly, or you 
forfeit your ability to demonstrate it” 
(Miscellany, p. 242) - 


On this metaphysical basis of the 
true God and the true man, we should 
and can recognize all disease as In- 
harmony, as claims or false demands 
mad*.* upon us for belief, and conse- 
quently find that we can separate 
these discordant beliefs from our- 
selves, see them as no part of us, "un- 
see” them, as Mrs. Eddy says, and 
thus be healed of them. When we 
lose our belief in them, because of 
the consciousness of Truth, they dis- 
appear, for the life or existence of 
an error is th*- human belief in ft: 
when the belief ceases, its seeming 
existence ceases. The natural har- 
mony of either the human system or 
of business or social relations is re- 
stored when the pressure or strain of 
false belief is removed by Truth, much 
as a rubber ball, distorted in shape 
by tightly closing the hand, resumes 
its normal proportions when released 
SENSE TESTIMONY— A 
STUMBLING-BLOCK 

An almost universal stumbling-block 
in this spiritual pathway is the ques- 
tion of the unreality of sin. disease, 
and death, of all human misery, — in- 
deed of the whole of material exist- 
ence. By this is not meant that any- 
thing good and harmonious is unreal, 
but only that the finite material sense 
is so. 

The ideas of Infinite divine Truth 
alone are truly real, and are spiritual, 
indestructible, harmonious. Conse- 
quently material, destructible, dis- 
cordant things, and all that is finite, 
have only a seeming existence outside 
the realm of reality or infinity. So 
they are merely false states of con- 
sciousness. erroneous beliefs of the 
carnal mind, the testimony of cor- 
poreal sense, which St. Paul said "is 
enmity against God” and which Je3us 
called "a liar and the father of it.” 

It is helpful to recognize the fact 
that not one of the physical senses 
testifies to absolute Truth. Truth is 
not perceived through the physical 
senses, but solely through understand- 
ing. For example, we cannot see the 
mathematical truth in the multiplica- 
tion table through the sense of sight 
or by merely looking at it. but solely 
through mathematical understanding. 
This shows how important it is not to 
give undue value to impressions re- 
ceived through these senses. 

Two of Mrs. Eddy's early discov- 
eries were (1) the mental nature of 
all existence, and (2) the unreality 
of the material sense of existence. 
She solved the riddle of the universe 
when she saw these points from the 
basis of the reality of infinite Mind 
and its infinite expression. 

Professor Ostwald’s discovery of the 
kinetic nature of matter, that is. mat- 
ter a? a form of energy, and Profes- 
sor Einstein’s discovery of the rela- 
tivity of material phenomena, corro- 
borated from a human standpoint Mrs. 
Eddy’s spiritual discovery, since they | 
disclose the insubstantial nature of 
material existence. 

TRUTH CORRECTS ERROR 

The next stepping-stone is to see 
and understand that Christian Science ; 
healing is accomplished when divine } 
Truth corrects human error. Human j 
misery is healed scientifically by 
knowing divine Truth, becoming con- j 
scious of its presence and then recog- ■ 
nizing human discord as illusion or J 
error, thereby displacing it in con- j 
sciousness with Truth. Just as the j 
application of mathematical truth cor- j 
reets an error in computation, so di- j 
vine Truth corrects specific human j 
error when brought to bear upon it: ] 
for Truth has the inherent power to ! 
assert and establish itself, because it j 
is already and always omnipresent ' 
and omnipotent. From this standpoint 
it will be seen that there is no dif- 
ference in value or effect between one ! 
error of belief and another, between j 
one disease and another: in other | 
words, between a large cipher and a I 
small one. a green one and a red l 
one. an old one and a new one: they 
are all ciphers. The seeming differ- ; 
ence is only the human belief about j 
it. and here again is exemplified i 
Jesus’ immortal statement. “Ye shall ! 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free." 

OVERCOMING ANIMAL 
MAGNETISM 

Here we come to a stepping-stone ; 
that Mrs. Eddy considered very im- , 
portant. a stone which many fail to ; 
see or try to avoid, and one that is 
quite often wrongly regarded as a i 
stumbling-block Mrs Eddy learned. | 
when introducing Christian Science, 
that as she taught and applied the ! 
truth about God and man. and the 
healing power of the divine Mind, j 
there was aroused a great deal of | 
opposition to the reappearing of this • 
spiritual light of the early Christian ! 
era. She not only experienced open 
opposition, but silent hatred, hateful i 
thinking, and much malice, with delib- ! 
erate intentional effort to injure her. 
her students, and her Church. Jesus, j 
speaking of his similar experiences, 
said. "They hated me without a 

Mrs. Eddy has declared that she 
was divinely led to call this evil ma- 
terial nature or quality "animal mag- 
netism.” a term that was already in 
use. In Genesis this evil is called the 
serpent ; in the Apocalypse, the drag- 
on. the malicious form of animal 
magnetism. This name is a logical 
and descriptive one. since all material 
existence is based upon animal at- 
traction of some sort. It is there- 
fore the fundamental error to be fairly 
faced and denied. OVOrCOUie as -I false 
claim, since it is the nature and 
cause of all material existence and 
discord, is the exact opposite of Chris- 
tian Science, and is its enemy Mrs 
Eddy calls this overcoming “handling ” 
To "handle" any error means to take 
it up as a serpeut and remove its 
sting, its claim of power, thereby 
making it harmless. Error is handled 
when the claim of its reality is mas- 
tered: the belief that it is real, de- 
stroyed. 

OVERCOMING FEAR 

One of the evils and dangers dark 


| ening our pathway, which Is often un- 
recognized and unacknowledged, but 
which needs to be overcom**, is fear. 
Mrs. Eddy directa especial attention 
to fear and Its bad effects, saying In 
substance that, when fear is wholly 
destroyed, the healing is accomplished. 

Fear is the belief in a power apart 
from God, — indeed greater than God. 
Hence to fear is little short of sin. 
We are never afraid of infinite Truth. 
Life, and Love, of infinite good. There 
fore we are never afraid of reality, but 
of a supposed something outside of 
the realm of reality. Consequently 
fear is always about something that 
has no actual existence, and the state 
of fear is always induced by what is 
unreal. This thought, however, can- 
not be realized except as God's pres- 
ence. power, and supremacy are 
known. 

The Scriptures tell us. "Perfect love 
casteth out fear.” The destruction of 
fear through Love follows the fact 
that fear, being the absence of Love, 
is a negative condition, while Love is 
the infinite presence; also that fear 
fundamentally is ignorance of God’s 
presence and power, which ignorance, 
the divine intelligence. Love, en- 
lightens and removes. 

It is to be regretted that in addi- 
tion to inherited or latent fear many 
of the educational methods of to- 
day tend to increase this already 
heavy load by impressing upon the 
conscious thought of children and 
adults, fear of everything around them. 
These methods outline, through med- 
ical instruction and in other ways, dan- 
gers and evil contingencies that make 
living problematical and disease and 
death seemingly the only certainties. 
All of this is the exact opposite of the 
teaching of Christ Jesus and his 
method of dealing with disease and 
evil, for it must be admitted that his 
method minimizes fear rather than 
magnifies it. and that his results prove 
his method to be the most efficacious 
one that the world has ever known 
Human conditions should be regulated 
by wisdom, never by fear. 

HEALING OF SIN AND DISEASE 
To journey successfully along the 
pathway to health and harmony, the 
distinction between the healing of 
disease and the healing of sin must 
be clearly made. This is very plain 
in Mrs. Eddy’s teachings and writ- 
ings. 

• The difference briefly is this Sin 
involves desire and gratification, 
while disease does not. In other 
words, sinners want to hold on to sin. 
while the sick want to let go of dis- 
ease. Therefore, to heal sin or the 
indulgence of any error, it is neces- 
sary first to see the sin as sin. to ad- 
mit and acknowledge it to be evil, 
and then to forsake and destroy it as 
a false claim: whereas, in the case 
of sickness, unless caused by sin. it 
is necessary only to see the unreality 
of disease in order to destroy it. 

It is important to see the scientific 
point that to admit we are sick makes 
the sickness harder to heal, while to 
admit we have done wrong aids in 
rectifying the error and in bringing 
about a right healing. The pathway 
out of sin seems narrow to those who 
are unwilling to tread it. To some 
it seems impossibly narrow and steep, 
and they believe they cannot "make 
the grade." but to those who are in 
earnest its narrowness is seen to be 
a guiding protection. 

FAITH 

A stepping-stone that must not be 
overlooked is that of faith, which 
means confidence, trust, expectancy. 

Christian Science healing is not 
faith healing in the ordinary sense 
of the word, yet it results from that 
fuller faith which is understanding, 
that absolute confidence in the power 
and presence of God. in the immutable 
and unfailing nature of divine good, 
which, as we journey on. supplies the 
assurance and conviction that divine 
Truth is ever operative as well as 
ever present. 

As we come to understand Christian 
Science, we shall have increasing 
faith that the application of its Truth 
and the operation of its laws will cor- 
rect any error in human affairs Lack 
of faith is due to lack of understand- 
ing. and because Christian Science 
now makes it possible to know and 
understand divine Truth, we can have 
the confident, expectant faith in God’s 
power that we need. 

In the vicissitudes that seem to 
come to all of us. when storms may 
make our journey along the path diffi- 
cult or dangerous, a right faith in 
God. an absolute trust in HU ’ vln* 
care and guidance, inspires fearless 
confidence and is always a strong de- 
fense. a safe rock to which to cling 

PROTECTION 

While walking and climbing the 
rugged pathway upou the stepping- 
stones of Truth, passing the mile- 
stones of Spirit, gaining clearer 
glimpses of the heavenly horizon, ex- 
periencing higher joys and uit rtain- 
tng more exalted motives, we are en- 
couraged by the wonderful goal al- 
ways before us ami are strengthened 
in all times of weariness We shall 
encounter storms of error and the 
enemies of righteousness will oppose 
our progress and attempt to reverse 
our gains, but the Love that pro- 
vides the "pillar of cloud” by day. and 
the "pillar of fire" by night, will also 
provide the necessary protection 
"from the snare of the fowler." from 
"the pestilence that walketh iu dark- 
ness, and "the destruction that wust- 
eth at noonday," as the Psalmist says. 
He continues, "There shall no evil 
befall thee, neither shall any plague 
come nigh thy dwelling For In* shall 
give his angels charge over thee, to 
keep thee in all thy ways.” That is 
t<» say. when we dwell, as he declures. 

’ iu the secret place of the most High.” 
in divine Truth, it is then that we 
"shall abide under the shadow of the 
Almighty," the protection of divine 
Love.

"The vital matter concerning us at 
the present time is, who shall be our 
law makers. It is our plain duty to 
see that the best men and women of 
both parties are nominated and 
elected, for they will be the law-mak- 
ers of the land.”

And take the helmet of 
salvation, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God: praying al- 
ways with all prayer and supplication 
in the Spirit, and watching thereunto 
with all perseverance and supplication 
for all saints.” Here the term "all 
saints” refers to all Christian believ- 
ers, whom the great Apostle calls "the 
faithful in Christ Jesus." 

Putting on the whole armor of God 
is knowing what God is in His infinite 
fullness and allness. knowing what 
real Mind is, what Spirit, Soul, Prin- 
ciple, Life, Truth, and Love really are 
in their infinite presence and perfec- 
tion, as already referred to. With 
this spiritual knowing our thoughts 
will be, in Mrs. Eddy’s words, "an Im- 
pervious armor;" and she further says, 
"clad therewith you are completely 
shielded from the attacks of error of 
every sort" (Miscellany, p. 210). Just 
as darkness cannot enter a room filled 
with light, so the darkness of error 
cannot enter a consciousness filled 
with the light of Truth. Herein lies 
our protection. 

A diligent study of the enumerated 
elements of this "whole armour,” es- 
pecially with the use of the two Con- 
cordances to Mrs. Eddy’s writings,, 
will yield much enlightenment on this 
important and timely subject of pro- 
tection. 

ATTAINMENT 

These stepping-stones in t he divine 
pathway to heaven, to God’s kingdom, 
which His love provides and His day- 
star illumines, where His "still small 
voice” is ever saying "this is the way. 
walk ye in it." "Lo, I am with you al- 
way,” — these stepping-stones can be 
successfully traversed only with the 
footsteps of devotion to Truth and of 
a great sacrifice and overcoming of 
material things.

The de- 
sire for spiritual light and strength, 
for wisdom and understanding that en- 
ables us to affirm confidently what is 
real and deny scientifically what is 
unreal, and thereby to see our true 
relation to God through Christ, is 
prayer.

ROTARY CLUB 


Mr. Ralph Patch of tho E. L. Patch 
Co. of Stonelmm, was flu* guest ami 
speaker Monday noon at tho lunch- 
eon of the Newton Rotary Club. 

Mr. Patch took as IiIh subject tho 
Romance of Cod Liver Oil and out 
of that seemingly dull matter made 
nil interesting talk. He said that 
cod liver oil had been used as a med- 
icine for 256 years and while some 
physicians doubted its value, research 
work had shown that it was rich with 
vitamins A and B. The laboratory 
work of the concerns in the business 
was shown in picture and the camera 
also showed the work of catching the 
fish. Mr. Patch stated that it was a 
day’s work for one man to put out 3 
miles of line, to which 3 foot leaders 
were attached every 20 inches, and 
after putting it out to go over it 
again and find 6000 pounds of fish on 
the hooks. Catching the fish in a 
net and by beam trawlers was also 
explained. Mr. Patch pointed out the 
necessity of having fresh livers and 
methods to prevent oxidization. In 
former years It took 3 days to pro- 
duce the oil, now It Is done in 3 
hours.

column, who have Journeyed over the 
same delightful region, that I feel I 
cannot contribute anything especially 
new and interesting concerning the 
quaint and picturesque features of the 
only walled city in North America. 

One bit of city regulations 1 ob- 
served greatly Impressed me. it was 
the marking and licensing of horse- 
drawn vehicles. Each wagon was 
identified so completely that there 
could he no misunderstanding, and 
each horse wore suspended from its 
collar a license tag duly numbered. 
Now then here was Quebec enforcing 
a law which has been sought unsuc 
cessfully year after year by earnest 
citizens of Massachusetts. They file 
a bill in the General Court, present 
strong arguments before the Commit 
tee on Legal Affairs and wait. Occa- 
sionally the measure is reported fa- 
vorably — more often adversely. What 
ever the committee’s report the so- 
called "friends of the farmer" get busy 
and the bill is "killed" as a compli- 
ment to the agriculturalists. It is 
branded as "useless legislation" and 
"only putting an additional expense 
on the poor man." 

Well, Quebec officials told me it 
would be quite impossible to handle 
traffic without such a regulation. 
They could not understand why it was 
not in operation in this State. I didn’t 
enlighten them on any of the things 
I knew regarding some Massachusetts 
politicians. I suspected their opin- 
ion was none too high as it was. 


Now that the State conventions of 
the Democratic and Republican pat- 
ties have been held and adjourned 
the voters have nothing else to do, 
providing they are registered, but sit 
back and watch, or turn on the ra- 
dio and listen. There is no objection 
to wading through the political news 
in the daily press, but that is not an 
obligation and whoever does so must 
hold himself and no one else respon- 
sible for whatever mental suffering 
he is forced to endure. 

This is the period of the campaign 
when both sides are most uncertain of 
results. So-called strategists have 
laid aside whatever strategy they ever 
possessed and are completely panic- 
stricken, although trying to conceal 
it. Each time one National headquar- 
ters puts out a statement it is eagerly 
disowned at the other. Expert pub- 
licity experts are sent for and asked 
their opinion of the voters’ probable 
reaction and then called upon to ad- 
vise how it should he answered. I 
have been permitted the privilege of 
observing the consternation that pre- 
vails in these places at this period in 
a National campaign and I can assure 
you that the strain is very great for 
all concerned. It, however, represents 
the American way of doing things and 
who wouldn’t be an American? 

We still have four holidays left. Of 
these, Christinas and Thanksgiving 
are bound to call for a rearrangement 
of whatever plans we have, for they 
are not to be missed. Now the next 
holiday, Columbus Day, October 12, 
comes on Friday. Our new holiday, 
November 11, falls on a Sunday which 
means it will he celebrated on the 
next day. Here there are two holi- 
days falling at the end of the week 
-which end does not matter. Now 
I leave it to any inveterate week-end- 
ers what this suggests. Here are 
practically two more short vacations 
within the next thirty-seven days. The 
weather ought to he propit itous for 
such as enjoy any outdoor sports. Per- 
sonally, I trust that the new holiday 
at teast will receive some more at- 
tention than that. It is to he the 10th 
anniversary of the signing of the arm 
istice and is an occasion of tremend- 
ous significance. I am confident that 
our young veterans are going to make 
the observance a fitting one and can 
easily imagine how dear to their 
hearts t lie exercises on that day will 
he. It is, to my mind, the duty, there 
fore, of all the rest of us to make 
every effort to assist them — at least 
by our presence. I should deplore the 
planning of any celebration not super- 
vised or at least approved by the vet- 
erans. It will be the one opportunity 
to acknowledge a debt to these men 
and women of the World War that 
can never lie paid in full. 

I think there’s nothing that fur- 
nishes more material for excitement 
of a mild nature than the convention 
photograph. By that I mean the pic- 
ture that was taken when all the 
members of that National organization 
you belong to gathered for their an- 
nual meeting. You remember how a 
notice was sent out that a photograph 
would be taken at certain time in 
fronfc of the convention headquarters. 
You must recall how much standing 
around there was while the photog- 
rapher decided who should stand in 
the front center and who were tall 
enough to form a background. I never 
could understand how they do it, but 
I leave it to convention photographers 
to weary their customers in a remark- 
ably short span of time. Then comes 
a proof brought to your hotel and with 
an explanation that the work lmd to 
be rushed for tin- newspapers but the 
picture that you will receive through 
the mail when you get home will boi

Of 175 Acres Of Land On Nobscot Mt. 

Mr. Horace W. Orr Presents Memorial To His Wife To 
Norumbega District Council 


The skies were blue; the sun bright 
and warm; Ihe woods in the first flush 
of the wonderful hues of autumn on 
Sunday afternoon, October 1th, when 
the Dedication of the Nobscot Reserva- 
tion of the Newton Boy Scouts was 
dedicated. The ceremonies were held 
in a natural amphitheatre, on the 
Council nrea which will soon come to 
he known among the Scouts and of- 
ficers as “Chippanooyonk,” which is 
real Indian-ese for “where the Tribes 
assemble,” with the audience and 
Scouts seated on the leafy bank, in the 
chequered shade made by the sun- 
light trickling through the leaves of 
the many trees around. 

Behind the flag pole were seated 
the Eagle Scout Circle, the Executive 
Board, Officers and special guests and 
speakers and the Drum and Bugle 
Corps under Junior Drum Major, Al- 
fred K. Brown, Jr., a Scout of Troop 
10. Waban. 

Staff Files in to Music 

The staff, under President Halliday 
was formed in single file, as appropri- 
ate to such an occasion in the woods, 
walked Into the Council ring, and 
were saluted by four ruffles from the 
Drum and Bugle Corps, which then 
played one or two pieces. Immediate- 
ly as they were in place, the Scouts of 
Norumbega Council, about 400 strong, 
with their Troop Leaders, filed silent- 
ly into position. It was most impres- 
sive, for there was scarcely a sound 
from the Scouts and the audience. 

When all were in place, the group 
was led in singing the first verse of 
America by Mr. Ralph Whitman, Exec- 
utive of Algonquin Council of Boy 
Scouts, in whose territory the Reser- 
vation lies. 

Commissioner Woodbridge took 
charge of the Color ceremony and the 
American and Council Colors were 
raised smartly to the peak and brok- 
en to the light afternoon breeze by 
Chief Eagle Evan Collins of the Eagle 
Circle, with two Eagle Scouts stand- 
ing guard. As the colors rose, the 
clear, ringing notes of “To The Colors” 
sounded from Eagle Scout Emmons 
Brown’s bugle. 

Then President Halliday stepped 
forward and gave a warm welcome to 
the guests and Scouts, with their 
loaders, assembled. He told briefly 
of tho great scope of Scouting, with 
its international features and then 
more particularly of the work of Nor- 
umbega Council during the past year 
and a half. 

immediately after the color cere- 
mony, the Flying Eagle Tribe of Lone 
Scouts, from the New England Pea- 
body Home for Crippled Children, un- 
der Chief James Cobb, was introduced 
and given a rousing applause and 


cheer by Scouts and audience. They 
had been the guests of Troop 4, High- 
lands, at their cabin for lunch and bad 
been driven around the Reservation 
in an old farm wagon, afterwards and 
saw the ceremony from that post of 
vantage. 

At the conclusion of his talk, he 
introduced Mr. Harvey N. Fairbank, 
Chairman of tho Board of Selectmen 
of Sudbury, who extended a warm wel- 
come to the Council and Scouts from 
Sudbury, assuring them always of 
Sudbury’s interest and readiness to 
co-operate. 

Then Mr. James Luby, Town Coun- 
sel of Framingham, brought greetings 
from his town and told the Scouts 
some of the Indian history and one of 
the old Indian land marks near the 
Reservation. 

Mr. Ralph Whitman brought cordial 
greetings from the Algonquin Coun- 
cil. 

Mayor Edwin O. Childs was then 
presented to the group and he gave a 
very inspiring address on true success 
and complimented Mr. Orr most high- 
ly on the splendid thing he was doing 
in making such a Reservation possible 
for the boys of Newton and expressed 
(be wish that all boys might have a 
liko chance. 

He was followed by a brief program 
from the Drum and Bugle Corps, 
which, as it has since its consolidation 
last year, has done excellent work. 

Indians Bring Greetings 

As the last notes of the music died 
away the Scout executive, L. A. Bruce, 
Jr., stepped forth and spoke of the Nip- 
muc Indians who used to roam and 
hunt and camp all over tho country 
about, even upon the present Reser- 
vation of the Scouts. As he said, “The 
Spirit of the Nipmucs brings us greet- 
ing,” down the hill slowly came Chief 
Cisco, Princess Sarah Cisco, her aunt 
and little niece, clad in their native 
Indian costumes. 

As they advanced silently into the 
circle, the eye of every person was 
on them and the thrill that went 
through the crowd was almost a phy- 
sical wave. This part of the program 
had been kept a secret, so but few' 
knew of it. Princess Cisco stepped to- 
ward the south and, raising her hands, 
said, “First, we grout the Great Spir- 
it.” and then turned towards the points 
of the compass and greeted the gods 
reigning in each. She brought greet 
ing from her ancestors, the Nipmuc 
Indians, who used to roam the land, 
and told of them, their life and his- 
tory, their persecution by the white 
man, and how they w’ere at present re 
duced to small numbers on a small 
Reservation in Grafton, Mass., and otb-

By Purse Snatchers 

.Another Woman Held Up On 
Waltham Street 


Tiie cowardly purse-snatchers who 
have been preying on women in 
Greater Boston the past couple of 
weeks, paid another visit to West 
Newton last Friday night and again 
selected Waltham street as the scene 
of their hold-up. As in the former 
case the "brave” highwaymen travel- 
ing in an auto approached a lone 
woman, one of the pair jumped out, 
grabbed her handbag, leaped back into 
the car, and with his heroic comrade 
drove off. The victim was Miss Gwen- 
dolyn Dunn of Llewellyn road, West 
Newton. Similar robberies were com- 
mitted in nearby cities on the same 
night. In the robbery at West New- 
ton t lie preceding week the purse 
snatchers obtained $40; fortunately 
for Miss Dunn her purse contained 
but $1 in change when she was robbed. 

The 12 East Boston shoplifters ar- 
rested in Nonantum last Thursday 
night were arraigned in the Superior 
Court at Cambridge on Saturday. 
Each was released on $5000 bail, 
rather than $10,000 as originally set. 
Attorney O’Brien for the prisoners 
argued that they had been lured into 
Newton by a scheme of the Store De- 
tectives Mutual Association and that 
they should be tried in Suffolk County 
where they reside and where the al- 
leged thefts were claimed to have 
been committed.

Mather Class Opened 
With Good Attendance 

Modern Views of Ancient Problems 

To Be Discussed During October 

Last Sunday, at the Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club House, the Mather 
Class held the first meeting of the 
season. 

The leader. Prof. Kirtley F. Mather, 
of Harvard University, outlined the 
plan of the year’s activities. 

Sunday morning, at 9:50, the Class 
will meet at the Woman’s Club House. 
Everybody, of college age or over, is 
welcome. 

Owing to the fact that some, who 
would like to come, are prevented by 
Sunday morning engagements, like 
teaching in some Sunday School, it is 
planned to bold one meeting a month 
on Sunday evening, a Round Table, 
the Sunday after the first Wednesday, 
but none in October. 

There will be a social once a month, 
the third Wednesday evening, each 
month. 

A strong inducement to prompt at- 
tendance will be the special music 
by talented artists who will, it is 
planned, be present twice a month, 
and oftener if possible. This music 
will be the first tiling on the program. 

A monthly bulletin, in mimeograph, 
will be published. This will furnish 
all possible information about every- 
thing connected with the class. 

The general subject for discussion 
during October will be “Modern Views 
of Ancient Problems.” 

Last Sunday’s special topic was 
“Tiie Old Testament God of Fear.” 

These age-old problems have been 
in tiie experience of the race for gen- 
erations, but come to us anew. How- 
ever. when we consider them, we have 
to take the historical method and as- 
certain bow the peonJe of old have at- 
tempted to solve them, in order to 
lie in a position ourselves to profit 
by their experience when we attempt 
to solve the same problems. 

What is the relationship of God 
to man? What sort of a God is it 
in whom people can put confidence? 
Is there a God? 

Tiie primitive idea of Jews and 
Gentiles was that He was a God of 
Fear. 

To bo sure, even in early times, the 
Jews thought of Jehovah as a God of 
Love to tiie extent that lie smiled on 
them and turned His Wrath on their 
enemies. That was a limited and 
strictly personal conception of God 
as the particular, private property of 
Israel. 

The principal idea was that man 
cringed before God and was afraid 
of His wrath. 

In Noah's time t lie idea was that 
man bad become so wicked that God. 
having found His » xp •timtuit a fail 
ure, determined to blot man off the 
earth. 

In the Ten Commandments we find 
a jealous God, punishing the cliil 
dren for the sins of the fathers. 

The gloomy prophets, Joel and 
Zeplianiah, say that all the eartli will 
be consumed by tiie tire of God’s 
fury.

Hoover Workshop Opened In Newton 
By Large Group Of Prominent Women 

Attractive Headquarters at 241 Washington Street Now 
Ready For Business 


The Newton Hoover Headquarters 
at 241 Washington street, Newton Cor- 
ner, was filled to capacity at its for- 
mal opening last Wednesday morning. 
Promptly at 11 o’clock Mrs. Lorenz F. 
Mother, chairman of the Newton Wom- 
en’s Committee for Hoover, gave a 
brief address of welcome and intro- 
duced Sara Cone Bryant Borst, whose 
campaign song, "Hoover, We’re for 
You,” led by the sister of the author, 
was sung with enthusiasm by all 
present. 

Mrs. Emma Fall Schofield. Assistant 
Attorney General of the Common- 
wealth, told in vital and dramatic 
fashion the story of Hoover's life, 
quoting with emphasis Will Irwin’s 
statement that Hoover is not just a 
candidate, but an opportunity. She 
said that Hoover has made a success 
of every job he has undertaken, has 
brought great prosperity to the coun- 
try. and. above all. stands for a pros- 
perity that is righteous. 

Mrs. James J. Storrow, chairman for 
Massachusetts of Better Homes in 
America, outlined the work being car- 
ried on by Better Homes in 5000 cities 
and towns, and described the two oc- 
casions on which she had met Hoover. 
She spoke of the very human quality 
of the man. and of the affection in 
which he is held by all who have 
worked with him. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Tilton, noted worker 
for law enforcement, considered Hoo- 
ver a world hero, big enough to have 
been supported by one coalition party.

Newton high opened its 192S Subur- 
ban league season last Saturday on 
Russell Field. Cambridge, with a 14 
to 0 victory over the Cambridge Latin 
eleven. Forward passes played a 
prominent part in the victory.

Payne was on the 
goal line when he took the oval out of 
the air. Harlow came breaking 
through the line to block Gilligan's 
try at goal before the ball was passed 
from centre and Newton was award- 
ed the point. The second score came 
midway of the fourth period. Harring- 
ton had blocked a Cambridge kick on 
the 25-yard line. Two first downs In 
six plays brought the ball to the 
three yard line from where Perry 
went over.

EVERETT GAME

Despite the fact that Everett looked 
Impressive in its 58 to 0 route of

MATHER CLASS 

(Continued from Page 11) 

A hurricane wipes out the product 
of many months’ work. Earthquakes 
and storms disrupt »man made nctivt 
lies, and God ts considered responsi- 
ble. Primitive man had a hard time 
to exist, lor the forces of nature were 
implacable, and he did not know how 
to control his environment. He de- 
pended on the weather for his crops, 
and on fish for part of his food. He 
was perpetually on the verge of starv- 
ation. and disease was forever on his 
trail. Quito naturally lit* attributed 
to nature, or God. a special malevo- 
lence toward himself. 

However, in the long run, the for- 
tunate people, who escaped the ills 
that human flesh is heir to, lived and 
the others died and were no more, 
accordingly, public opinion came to 
be made by those who had good luck 
and survived. The others were dead 
and didn’t count. Their nature came 
to he considered benevolent, and a 
happier form of religion quite nat- 
urally evolved. 

Moses said that God frightened peo- 
ple into behaving themselves. That 
idea is not dead yet. You still hear 
people say that you can improve folks 
by scaring them into being good. The 
modern idea is that a God of fear is 
unsatisfactory. Fear reacts psycho- 
logically to the detriment of man. It 
is bad for both man’s physical struc- 
ture and bis mental structure as well. 
People realize the inadequacy of the 
old notion of a God of fear. They 
see that, when you balance the good 
things against the evil things, the 
good predominates. Now people are 
not frightened into behaving them- 
selves. God does not strike a man 
dead if ho tells a lie, and people don’t 
believe He is going to do so. Too 
many liars have got away with it. 

The inflexibility of natural law is 
coming to be realized. Modern 
science is fully as stern as any an- 
cient religion in regard to the things 
that determine life and death and 
good and evil. The sins of the fathers 
are visited on the children, and there 
is no escape. It is an iron clad, ines- 
capable natural law, not subject to 
the caprice of a Jehovah. Man ought 
to be afraid of the consequences of 
his own misdeeds, since escape is im- 
possible. It is curious how the hu- 
man mind thinks round in circles. We 
left Calvin’s predestination long ago, 
and now have come right back to the 
place where we started, by the route 
of the inflexibility of natural law. 

As to the question of forgiveness of 
sins, can the consequences of any mis- 
takes be made right? 

Pain has its ministry, it contrib- 
utes to our actual welfare. We can 
have no complete knowledge of good 
unless it is gained in part through 
tears. We need the consciousness of 
sorrow in our lives. Furthermore, 
there are and must be painful inci- 
dents in every life. 

The natural world *has no moral 
significance except as it recognizes a 
God of Law. The old idea attributed 
every wrong to God. That is foolish. 
If a boulder rolled down hill and 
crushed a man. that was supposed to 
prove that God had a malevolent feel- 
ing toward that man. We know that 
it was due to the law of gravity, which 
is necessary to our continued exist- 
ence on this earth. To be sure, that 
law, here and there, now and then, 
is bad for some people. 

What we need i* knowledge of the 
causes of unhappiness. Then, in co- 
operation with the laws of nature, and 
not trying to fight them, we can profit- 
ably proceed to build a happier world. 
The world puts heavy responsibilities 
on us. Worry won’t help. Nature 
gives us no real basis for fear, how- 
ever, if we will but cooperate with na- 
ture’s administration. 

After Prof. Mather finished, the 
meeting was thrown open for dis- 
cussion.

WILL ALLOWED 

The will of Miss Clara 11. Briggs of 
Newton, which provides that all of her 
letters, photographs and a portrait of 
her grandfather, Francis Harrington, 
shall lie burned by her executor has 
been allowed In tin* Middlesex probate 
court by Judge Charles N. Harris. 

Allowance of the will was opposed 
by Winthrop Briggs of 18 Bennington 
street, Newton, a brother of the testa- 
trix who is named as residuary lega- 
tee. Mr. Briggs appeared without 
counsel, and argued his own case. 

“I would rather have my right hand 
cut off.” he told the court, "before I 
would consent to allow the portrait of 
my ancestor to be burned.!’ lie 
charged in open court that his sister 
was of unsound mind and that undue 
influence was exercised on iter, but 
lie did not say by whom. Mr. Briggs 
produced no witnesses. 

In the course of his argument Mr. 
Briggs said that there was one clause 
in the will containing instructions 
which lie characterized as absurd as 
that in which Miss Briggs ordered the 
burning of the portrait of her grand- 
father. 

The court decided to allow the Bos- 
ton Safe Deposit Company, named as 
executor of t lie will, to prove t lie docu- 
ment. and two witnesses testified that 
Miss Briggs, in their opinion, was of 
sound mind when the will was made. 

"Well, this isn't final, is it?” in- 
quired Mr. Briggs at tills point. The 
court replied: “Well, you can appeal 
my finding.” 

The will provides that portraits of 
Jeremiah and Samuel Briggs, ances- 
tors of tlie testatrix, and $3000 shall 
be given the East India Marine So- 
ciety of Salem, and that the residue 
of the estate, tlie value of which is 
not shown, shall be held In trust for 
her brother Winthrop for life. On 
his death one quarter of tlie estate is 
to go to the Boston Children’s Hos- 
pital. a quarter to Massachusetts In- 
stitue of Technology, a quarter to tlie 
Massachusetts General Hospital, an 
eighth to the Boston Art Museum, 
and an eighth to the Peabody Home 
for Crippled Children.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

W By L. D. fl. BKNTLRY 


“Not ho good." That seems to be 
the more frequent reply when the 
question Is asked, “What do you think 
of the new system of handling the 
mnils in Newton?” I myself learned 
from personal experience that it re 
qulred a postcard some four days to 
get from Falmouth, Massachusetts, to 
Newton. This was around Labor Day 
I thought, however, that the delay was 
one of those unusual cases caused per 
haps by the rush of summer business 
at the Cape Cod resort where nat 
tirally the facilities are not so ex 
tensive. 

Behold, however, a test case. On 
Saturday, September 29, a resident 
of Newton, while visiting in Osterville, 
mailed two postcards. Each was prop- 
erly, accurately and fully addressed. 
Furthermore, each was stamped. One 
was addressed to a person in Medford 
the other to one in Newton. What 
happened? The Medford recipient got 
her card Monday afternoon Oct. 1. It 
bore the postmark "Osterville, Oct. 
1.” The Newton resident got his 
card Wednesday afternoon, Oct. 3, al 
though it also was stamped “Oster- 
vllle, Oct. 1.” 

Now then what have the residents 
of Medford done that they should be 
so favored, and what have Newton 
people done that they should receive 
such poor service? Or should not the 
residents of Medford and of Newton 
be served alike? I know the man 
who made the test and I know that 
he doesn’t do things In a slipshod way. 
He wanted to learn for himself and 
he found out. 

There may be a satisfactory explan- 
ation and if there is this column will 
be glad to print it as a matter of 
justice. On the other hand. I am 
ready to hear from those who have 
nctual proof of slow delivery of first 
class matter. Newton was promised 
a better service under the new sys- 
tem. The agreement, as I recall, in- 
cluded assurance that if the new 
scheme was not a success the post- 
ofilce authorities would restore the 
old system. Let us find out where 
we stand and have that to which we 
are entitled- -the best. 


I started to begin this paragraph 
with, “We stood on the Plains of Ab- 
raham." It would hnve been a true 
statement but it might have proved a 
misleading one, giving the reader tho 
impression that 1 was about to in- 
dulge in a rhapsody. Well, the fact 
remains that we did stand on the 
Plains of Abraham and that standing 
there at the same time were other 
American visitors to Quebec. All were 
listening to t lie "lecture” of a soldier 
who eloquently described t ho ancient 
fortifications and the battles and other 
things that had taken place on this 
historic ground. 

One of the group to which my 
friend and I had attached ourselves 
was a spirited American girl. She 
was good-looking and attractive and. 
as it proved, quick-witted. 

The snappy little British soldier was 
doing his stuff in good style. I could 
see him throw his chest out when he 
came to a small cannon. "Tills will 
ho of particular interest to Ameri- 
cans," said he in measured tones, "as 
it was captured by the British Army 
at the Battle of Bunker Hill." 

I felt the thrust and I have no doubt 
the others “took it on the chin" as I 
did. The pretty Yankee girl was there 
with a comeback, however. She 
smiled sweetly at the soldier as she 
said, "You may have the cannon, kid. 
but we’ve still got the hill.” 

Now I do not wish to disparage 
Tommy Atkins. He is a fine follow 
and his record for bravery proves 
his courage and patriotism My 
friend and I were strolling in the 
vicinity of the summit of the hill. It 
was about nine o’clock at night. A 
soldier stood near a fruit stand. We 
saw him slip an orange off the pile. 

Said I, "That soldier helped him- 
self to an orange." 

“I don’t know why they should,” 
my companion replied, “they get six 
dollars a week.” 


Frequently the construction of a 
new business block is referred to as 
a “welcome" addition to the business 
section. It Is evidence that the com- 
munity is growing and along lines 
that meet public approval I have 
not yet heard anybody use the word 
“welcome” in referring to the block 
now in process of construction at the 
corner of Centre and Elmwood streets, 
Newton. Perhaps tho fact that so 
many other words have been used in 
describing the structure no one has 
thought to say "welcome." Yet It is 
no doubt true that tho building will 
not only he desirable but that its oc 
cupants and the business which they 
conduct will prove an important de 
velopment in the commercial life of 
the city. 

The distressing point Is. however, 
that the building overflows, if one may 
use the word, far beyond the bound- 
aries of the fifty-year-old Eliot Block 
that preceded it In other words, peo- 
ple are going to lose the use of much 
of the sidewalk that all these years 
has been available to pedestrians. A 
new buildiug, under such circum- 
stances, cannot expect, or rather its 
owners and builders cannot expect 
that a public holiday will bo declared 
when the structure is finished, par- 
ticularly as there will he a lack of 
symetry in the sidewalk lines. 

It Isn’t fair to criticise those same 
people for the city’s failure to make 
a substantial widening of the corner 
of Elmwood street. That is a matter 
of regret for which the authorlthe 
at City Hall are alone answerable 
The extended and overflowing build 
ing lines may be just and fair as fni 
as ownership is concerned hut it 
seems to me a source of some doubt 
as the general expressions of glee t< 
he uttered by the people of N’ewtor 
Corner when tho sign goes up “open 
for business." 

A friend of mine bus sent me from 
England a dipping from T P.'s Week 
ly containing an article by an emi 
nent journalist. Hannon SwufTer 1 
is culled, "Learning Journalism; 
Work, Work. Work." Although 1 hav» 
no desire to quote shop tit length I 
think tills hit will he of interest t» 
Americans whether they are engaged 


In nawspaftar work or merely in news- 
paper reading. Says Mr. Swaffer: 

"Provincial Journalism In those days 
had many drawbacks, but believe me, 
you cannot learn journalism at Oxford 
or Cambridge. I have cleaned rollers, 
helped to set typo, pulled proofs on 
an old Eagle press, folded papers, 
packed parcels. I have done every- 
thing. The Ink is in my blood. 

"I look tolerantly, today, at young 
men who come down from a univers- 
ity and think they can start journal- 
ism in dramatic, criticism and hook 
reviewing, which, believe me, any fool 
can do. They do not know the powers 
of a coroner, the routine of a board 
of guardians or how to ’approach’ the 
police; nor do they understand that 
the most difficult job in journalism Is 
tracking down a criminal, or finding, 
late at night, the address of some 
old woman whose grandson has just 
b< en murdered by Afrldls on some In- 
dian frontier. 

"Before, on the Daily Mirror, we 
found the photograph of Le Neve that 
caught Crippen, after Scotland Yard 
had failed, it took us weeks of work; 
before we beat the police by proving 
that Murray, the Eastbourne mur- 
derer, was Money of Southfields, there 
were days and days of sleepless 
nights.” 

After all, as far as I have been able 
to discover from Mr. Swaffer’s article 
the newspaper profession is about the 
same on either side of the ocean. 


"As long as you have seen fit to 
razz the motorists," writes E. O. T., 
"I wish you would take a polite wal- 
lop at the drivers who stop their 
cars suddenly at such points as to 
cause a tying-up and a doubling-up of 
traffic. It may be that they don’t 
know any better or It may he they 
have wives who are the bosses and 
keep them terrorized. Anyway there 
is altogether too much of this bring- 
ing a car to a stop and making the 
fellow behind and the one behind him 
and so on jam on the brakes. Go to 
it, Lev.” 


Another correspondent suggests 
that I urge people to register. As far 
as I have been able to observe I am 
the only person of my acquaintance 
who is not engaged in getting people 
to put their names on the voting lists 
as they should. I am in favor of as 
much urging as can be done. What 
makes me tired is tho individual who 
comes around after the time has ex- 
pired and says, "I’d like to vote but 
I’m not registered." 

“Why aren’t you?” comes the query. 

“Well. I meant to and I had it on 
my mind, but when I got around to 
it — well, it was too late.” 

You see by the frequent use of the 
word "well” that the man had good 
intentions which, however, don’t help 
a candidate or a party.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the week ending September 
29th there were 112 patients in the 
hospital. Of these 45 paid as much 
or more than cost of care. 41 paid less 
than cost of care and 26, including 
babies were treated free. Eleven ba 
hies were born. 5 girls and 6 boys 
One hundred and eleven patients were 
treated by the out-patient department 
and 6 In the eye clinic. Thirteen acci- 
dent cases were treated in the Operat 
ing Room. Two social service calls 
were made to the homes and 4 pa 
tients were transferred by the social 
service car. 

On Monday, October first, the School 
of Nursing Committee began its regu- 
lar monthly meetings for the year 
The loss of the faithful service of 
Mrs. Ellery Peabody was very deep- 
ly regretted. She had been a member 
of the committee until the day of her 
dc;>. th from 1906 when the Hospital, 
uniting with the District Nursing A 
sociation. assumed the supervision of 
the bedside care of the patients in 
their homes. 

The Out-Patient clinics closed dur 
ing the summer opened the first of 
October. Last year over 6000 visits 
were made to these clinics. 

Miss Mary M. Riddle. R.N.. Super 
intendent of the Newton Hospital, and 
Superintendent of the School of Nurs 
Ing. from 1904 to January 1922, has 
written a history of the Boston City 
Hospital School of Nursing of whirl; 
school she is a graduate. 

Eight boxes of beautiful apples were 
presented to the hospital by a good 
friend. This means delicious baked 
apples for all the patients. 

Of the thirteen accident cases 
treated during the week ten were the 
results of automobile accidents. Nine 
of these were men, one was treated 
for fractured ribs, one for an abrasion 
of the forehead, one for a fractured 
wrist, one for a laceration of the 
scalp, one for a fractured nose, one 
for an abrasion of the nose, one for a 
fractured shoulder, one for a lacera- 
tion over the right eye and another 
for a laceration of the scalp. One 
child, a girl, was treated for a frac- 
tured pelvis received when she was 
knocked down by an automobile. An- 
other girl was treated for a fractured 
wrist received when she fell while 
playing. One boy was admitted who 
ha i a fractured arm the result of a | 
fall while in the school gymnasium - 
A man was treated for splinter under | 
his nail. 

During the month of September r>"7 j 
patients were admitted to the hospital 
and 344 discharged. The daily aver- j 
ag- was 117.63. the largest number 
for any twenty-four hours being 134 
and the smallest 105. Fifty habits 
were born. 409 patients treated in the 
out-patient department and 6 in the 
eye clinic. Two hundred and sixty- 
nine patients were treated in the Op- 
erating Room, of which number 7" 
were accident cases. Forty calls were 
made by the Social Service Depart- 
ment.

Of The World

nue, Newton Centre, a senior at New- 
ton II tell School, editorial editor of 
tlio Newtonlte, is tho winner of tho 
$100 essay contest sponsored by New- 
ton Connell, K. of C., In commemora- 
tion of Columbus Day. The essay 
contest was open to the high school 
students of Newton attending Newton 
High and Church of Our Lady High 
schools. Mr. Collins will be present- 
ed with the first prize $50, at the meet- 
ing of Newton Council, Election Night, 
Nov. 6. at Elks Hall. Mayor Edwin 
O. Childs has been Invited to present 
the awards. In uddition to his In- 
terest in the drama and English activ- 
ities at Newton High, Mr. Collins 
has attained high honors In scholas- 
tic standing and his interests have 
won his high standing in the Roy 
Scouts wherein he is a chief eagle 
scout. . , . 

Miss Anna M. Kerr, 15 Alden place, 
West Newton, a junior at Newton 
High School won second prize, $L»; 
George Fitzgihbons, 245 Webster 
street, West Newton, a junior at 
Church of Our lady High School was 
awarded third prize, $15; and Ed- 
ward Gough, 137 Bridge street, New- 
ton, a junior at Church of Our Lady 
High School won fourth prize. $10- 

The judges of the essay contest 
were George H. Tracy, member of the 
Newton School Committee, former 
Superintendent of Schools at Dan- 
bury, Ct., Mr. Edward Douglas, S. 
English Department, Boston College, 
Miss Constance E. Blackstock, Eng- 
lish Department, Lasell Seminary, 
Auburndale. . .. 

Chairman Tracy in speaking of the 
success of the essay contest and edu- 
cational interests of the Knights of 
Columbus in fostering such contests 
says, “I think the contest holds great 
possibilities. The prizes which are of- 
fered are especially liberal ones. They 
should be much sought after, and I 
hope that you will make the contest a 
yearly event. The papers submitted 
this year showed careful thought on 
the part of the contestants. The sub- 
ject matter was well handled. The 
material was well organized. Most of 
the papers showed originality of ex- 
pression and the effects of careful 
preparation. I think the contest is 
especially valuable from the stand- 
point both of the pupils and the 
schools. Personally, I would like to 
see a great many more contestants. 
I am sure that if the value of the 
prizes is sufficiently understood, and 
the importance of the contest is prop- 
erly appreciated, the number of con- 
testants will materially increase.

greatly appreciate the opportunity of 
having been of service in connection 
with the contest.” 

The subject for the contest, “The 
relative place of Columbus among the 
explorers of the world” was selected 
by Supreme Director and State Dep- 
uty John Pi. Swift. The Committee 
in charge of the contest was Charles 
15. Coyne, D.G.K., Chairman; Atty. 
James P. Gallagher, John Hurney, Ed- 
ward Gildea, Grand Knight John Mon- 
aghnn. 

The winning essay written by Mr. 
Collins was: 

“Many of the world’s great explor- 
ers rivalled Christopher Columbus in 
transient fame; none have ever ap- 
proached the Genoese in pure cour- 
age, indomitable idealism, persistent 
effort or enduring glory. 

Born In 1451, this wool-coinber’i 
son was thrust into a world ripe for 
discoveries. The efforts of Prince 
Henry, the navigator, had stimulated 
the discovery of Madeira, and later 
the rounding of Cape of Good Hope 
was to result in a westward passage 
to India. Europe was seeking a new 
and shorter route to the riches of the 
Orient, hut always eastward. The 
Great Atlantic was a riddle yet un- 
solved, a threat undared. No mariner 
had ventured westward beyond the 
Canary Islands and the Azores. Per- 
haps there was no farther side to this 
sea. Its vast unexplored expanse was 
still an abiding mystery the impass- 
able barrier which from the begin- 
ning of time had set a check to each 
westward-sweeping impulse of civil! 
zation. 

“Columbus alone had the vision 
which through skill and courage, per- 
haps never equalled, discovered a con- 
tinent, and laid the hearth-stone of 
each New World home. But before he 
was to fulfill this vision he was to 
know heart-breaking, scornful years, 
when he travelled wearily, unceasing- 
ly, from court to court, in quest « f per- 
sonal backing. When finally the Court 
of Spain had provided him with an 
expedition and the three tiny ships 
were headed westward, Columbus was 
to know endless days of discourage- 
ment, of vain straining of eyes for 
sight of land, days of storm and mu- 
tiny. A weaker man would have suc- 
cumbed; a less patient man would 
have abandoned the quest. Only Col- 
umbus with his Intrepid courage, his 
inspired vision and dauntless resourc- 
es, could have succeeded. 

“What figure in the history of ex- 
ploration can equal this record of ac- 
complishment? Prince Henry, the 
Navigator, although a devoted patron 
of exploration, was responsible for ex- 
peditions which were content with 
discoveries westward to the Canary 
Islands and the Azores, and the coast 
wise exploration of Africa. Cortez, 
whose passion for arms was to carry 
him to Mexico; Balboa, who as a con- 
quistador was to cross Panama; De 
Soto, who was to discover the Missis-

Newton Welcomes 

Herbert Hoover 

Much Interest Created By Arrival 
Of Rep. Candidate 


In the Superior Court at Cambridge 
on Wednesday Frank Gorgone of Lex- 
ington street, West Newton, in whose 
building occurred the terrific explo- 
sion and fire on January 30 which 
killed six persons, including Gor- 
gone’s wife and two of his children, 
was placed on probation. He retract- 
ed a former plea of not guilty on the 
charge of manslaughter and gave evi- 
dence for the prosecution. Joseph La- 
”ava of Waltham was found guilty and 
given three to five years in State 
' risen. Salvatore Lando of Waltham 
was found not guilty after Gorgone 
had testified that he was not implica- 
ted in the ownership and operation of 
the huge still which caused the ex- 
plosion. Salvatore Tomassi, another 
defendant, is at large. The fourth 
partner in tho fatal moonshine project, 
Salvatore LaCava, a brother of Joseph, 
was one of the victims of the ex- 
plosion. The other two victims were 
iijonard Jackson, inspector of the 
Newton Health Department, who had 
just entered the building in the course 
of his duty, and Thomas Gorgone, 
brother-in-law of Frank Gorgone. 

Gorgone testified that Tomassi, the 
wo LaCavas and himself had agreed 
to install the big still and vats In the 
cellar of his building, and had calcula- 
ted that in three months they could 
make enough money by distilling a 
huge amount of moonshine to retire 
from the venture. The first day the 
still was operated was the day of the 
fatal explosion. According to the 
testimony of Walter Widger, expert on 
explosives, high steam pressure had 
caused the still to hurst enough to 
release a large volume of alcholic 
fumes Into the cellar and when the 
atmosphere In the cellar became suf- 
ficiently impregnated with these fumes 
a second and terrifllc explosion oc- 
curred. The building immediately 
hurst into intense flames and col- 
lapsed almost at once. 

Salvatore LaCava was killed in the 
cellar as he was engaged in operating 
the still. Inspector Jackson, Gor- 
gone’s wife, children and brother-in- 
law were trapped In the grocery store 
on the first floor of the building. 
Gorgone was upstairs in his apart- 
ment and was pulled through a 
window from the collapsing building 
by two employees of tho Newton 
Street Department who happened to 
be collecting ashes nearby. In escap- 
inging he rescued his Infant son but 
before he was pulled from the ruins 
he was so severely burned on his 
hands, arms and face that he was for 
weeks in a critical condition at the 
Newton Hospital. He will always 
bear frightful scars. Judge Dubuque, 
in placing Gorgone on probation, 
stated that he thought the man had 
been sufficiently punished. 

Gorgone had been arrested several 
times before the explosion occurred 
for committing violations of the liquor 
laws. For these offences he had been 
sentenced on three occasions to 
terms in jail hut never did so. 


Newton had a real thrill on Mon- 
day morning when Mr. Herbert Hoo- 
ver. Republican candidate for presi- 
dent, was our guest for a half hour. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hoover and their 
party of 60 reached Newtonville at 
11:15 o’clock and were greeted by 
Governor and Mrs. Fuller, Mayor 
Childs and members of the Hoover 
committee. The local committee had 
decorated the stairway leading from 
the platform to the street as well as 
the fence along the railroad embank- 
ment, and had supplied the vast crowd 
which gathered to greet Mr. Hoover 
with small American flags. An hour 
before the train arrived, persons and 
automobiles arrived to obtain favor- 
able positions and a thousand chil- 
dren from the F. A. Day Junior High 
School and the Claflin grade school 
were also present. The crowd filled 
Washington street from Newtonville 
square to Harvard street and automo- 
biles were parked all the way from 
Newtonville to Newton Corner. After 
greeting tho officials Mrs. Hoover was 
presented with a handsome bouquet 
of roses by little Jean Cullen, the 
daughter of Mr. E. Fred Cullen, of the 
Hoover committee. Mr. Hoover’s ap- 
pearance on the street was the signal 
for cheers and applause and the wav- 
ing of flags as his automobile drove 
slowly through the crowd. People 
were gathered on Washington street 
all the way to Newton Corner, where 
there was another huge crowd, and 
the waving <»i' flags. 

The police arrangements were in 
charge of Chief Burke and Lieutenant 
Seaver and were carried out to the 
letter.

Aldermen Vote To Increase Water 

Rates After Spirited Discussion 

Alderman Bail Criticised For Entering Employ Of Cleaning 
Company Doing Work For City 


The Board of Aldermen at its meet- 
ing on Monday night voted to increase 
the rates charged for water In New- 
ton. The minimum meter rate was 
increased from $9 to $10. the rate per 
100 cubic feet from 20 cents to 25 
cents and the wholesale rate for us- 
rs taking more than 1000 cubic feet 
a day was raised from 8 cents per 
100 cubic feet to 12 cents per hun- 
dred cubic feet. 

Alderman Baker, chairman of the 
Claims and Rules Committee, report- 
ing that this committee had approved 
f the proposed increase, reviewed 
the history of the Water Department 
since it was established in the early 
"s of the last century. He showed 
how expenses have been increasing 
and told of a present deficit of $117.- 
000, which includes $30,000 in uncol- 
lected bills and $22,000 occasioned by 
a shortage in the supplies account 
because of nonexistence of supplies 
vhich have been carried as assets on 
recent inventories of the department. 
He advocated wiping out this large 
deficit by sufficiently Increasing the 
rates so that the revenue for the 
coming year will be large enough to 
accomplish this thing. The proposed 
increases in the rates, according to 
Mr. Baker, should bring about $70,000 
in increased revenue. He dissented 
from the report of the majority of the 
Claims and Rules Committee and sue- 
gested that the rate be raised to 28 
cents per hundred cubic feet rather 
than to 25 cents. 

Alderman Gallagher agreed with 
Mr. Baker that the increase should 
he to 28 cents instead of 25 cents and 
he also favored making the minimum 
charge $11 rather than $10. He de- 
precated the arguments which had 
been advanced against the higher min- 
imum rate because it would he a hard- 
ship on poor people. He asserted that 
while the trouble was being experi- 
enced a year or two ago with the 
sediment in the city water, he had 
observed more poor families than 
wealthy families in the city using 
spring water from carboys. He re- 
viewed the work which has been done 
in improving the water supply of 
the city during the past few years 
and told of the enormous Ware River 
and Swift River projects of the Met- 
ropolitan systems, which he claimed 
st $77 

portion of which cost must be paid 
by Newton because of the probability 
that the local water-supply will not be 
sufficient and Newton will be forced 
•o take water from the Metropolitan 
system. He predicted that Greater 
Boston water users will soon have 
to pay three times as much for water 
as they now pay. 

Alderman Powers reminded the pre- 
vious speaker of the assertions made 
by the Special Committee on Water 


during the past two years that the 
new well at the water reservation In 
Needham. and the increased supply 
obtained by pumping water from 'he 
Charles River into a valley on the 
reservation will so add to Newton's 
own water supply that it will not be 
necessary to get water from the Met- 
ropolitan system. He argued against 
raising the rates to 28 cents to enable 
the whole deficit being wiped out this 
coming year, especially since the $30.- 
000 in uncollected bills and the $22,- 

000 deficit in the supplies account 
have been accumulating for years. 

Alderman Temperly said that the 
rate- should be increased enough to 
enable the Water Department to run 
without incurring a deficit but they 
should not be so increased as to pay 
for the installation of the larger mains 
from current revenue He contended 
that the cost of installing these mains 
should be met by issuing bonds just 
as the public service companies meet 
the costs of increasing their plants 
by bond issues. 

Alderman Noone inquired if New- 
ton is furnishing water to persons 
and corporations outside the city lim- 
its. Alderman Bail answered that a 
few places across the Charles River 
on the Weston side are being sup- 
plied. According to Alderman Baker 
this practice is contrary to the ordi- 
nances of the city. 

Alderman Heathcote objected to the 
rates being increased without further 
investieation. He lauded Water Com- 
missioner Whitney for the devotion 
to duty he has shown during his long 
I term of service. He asserted that 
j after all the money which has been 
' expended on the water reservation 
during the past several years to in- 
crease the supply, this result has not 
been achieved and the supply is no 
greater than before. H 
charged by 6ther cities in this State 
to show that the rates charged by 
Newton are at present higher. Mr. 
Heathcote contended that much of the 
expense charged to the Water De- 
partment such as the new 20-inch 
main and new hydrants. should be 
charged aeainst the Fire Department 
for added fire protection. He called 
attention to the fact that until this 
year the Water Department furnished 
large amounts of water to other city 
departments without reimbursement, 
thus adding to the deficits. 

According to Mr. Heathcote the ex- 
penses of conducting the Water De- 
partment have seemingly increased 
since the special committees were ap- 
pointed a few years ago. He asked

allow further unnecessary expenses 

; in the conduct of the department. He 
| criticised Alderman Bail, chairman of 
I the special committee for becoming 
J associated with the National Water

EVERETT HOLDS 

INCHES FROM GOAL 

Everett, by a magnificent stand 
Inches from their goal line in the dos- 
ing minutes of the Newton-Everett 
game last Friday afternoon at Everett, 
sent the orange and black outfit down 
to its first defeat of the season in a 
torrid game. The final score was Ever- 
ett 12. Newton 9. The game was just 
as torrid as the weather and the exces- 
sive heat took a great deal out of both 
teams with the Everett players looking 
I even more wilted than Newton’s. As a 
game Everett deserved to win. One of 
its touchdowns was earned after a 
march half the length of the field 
while the other was the direct result 
of a Newton tumble. On the other 
hand Newton’s lone touchdown came 
as the direct result of a tumble and 
it was kept from the goal a second 
time by Everett’s stand. Except for 
this final effort the Newton line out- 
played the Gildea forwards, more part- 
cularly defensively. Offensively fumb- 
ling of the ball by the backfield con- 
tributed greatly to the defeat. 

First Quarter 

Harrington kicked off to Ward on 
Everett’s 25-yard line where the latter 
fumbled but recovered in time to 
prevent Scheinfain from dropping on 
the ball. Baldwin went outside on a 
one yard gain. Ward attempted to 
go through tackle but was nailed by 
Harrington who tackled so hard that 
the ball bounced out of Ward’s arms. 
Again Carl Pescosolido, Newton’s 
speedy fullback was “Johnny-on-the- 
spot" as he was in the Belmont game, 
took the oval on the fly and raced 
30 yards for a touchdown. It began 
to look as though the jinx Everett 
had held over Newton had lost its 
hold. It was Newton’s first break in 
an Everett game in five years. The 
Everett line was overanxious on the 
try for the point and being offside 
the officials awarded Newton the 
point. But the Everett team refused 
to crack. Pagliucia kicked off to 
Perry on the latter’s 20-yard line, who 
ran it back 15 yards. On the first play 
the Everett left tackle was offside and 
Everett drew a five-yard penalty. Gil- 
ligan made two yards and Perry was 
shy on a first down by six inches. Gil- 
ligan fumbled on the next play and 
Captain Digby of Everett recovered on 
Newton’s 45-yard mark. Jack Gard- 
iner, playing left tackle for Newton, 
stopped two plays for no gain with 
smashing tackles of Ward and Har- 
kins but a pass from Harkins to Ward 
was completed for twenty yards and a 
first down. Pagliucia could not gain 
on the first play but on the next Har- 
kins picked up five yards. In two more 
plays Pagliucia picked up another first 
down. Three more plays netted an- 
other first down on Newton’s three 
yard line. Captain Digby, noted for 
liis line plunging ability, came back in- 
to the backfield but could not pene- 
trate the Newton line. Harkins did 
however and went over for a touch- 
down. Harkins’ pass for the point was 
incompleted and Newton was still lead- 
ing 7 to G. The rest of t lie period was 
a punting duel between Gilligan for 
Newton and Harkins of Everett with 
the ball in Everett’s position, at mid- 
field, third down six yards to go, as 
the whistle blew. 

Second Quarter 

A forward pass was incompleted and 
Harkins kicked to Perry on the New- 
ton 20-yard line where Borden 
dropped Perry in his tracks with a 
smashing tackle. Gilligan immediate- 
ly kicked back to Harkins on Ever- 
ett’s 45-yard stripe and the Everett 
safety man ran the ball hack 15 yards. 
Colltns took Ward’s place in the Ever- 
ett backfield and Duane tossed him 
for a 12-yard loss on an attempted end 
run. A forward pass was incomplete 
and Harkins kicked. Half of the Ever- 
ett line was waiting for Perry as he 
signalled a fair catch on his 10-yard 
line. Gilligan immediately kicked 
back out of danger. Newton was pen- 
alized for holding and the hall was put 
in play on the Newton 35-yard line. 
Three plays, one of which was an in- 
completed pass, netted but five yards 
and then Harrington threw Harkins 
for a loss on fourth down to give New- 
ton the ball on its 38-yard line. Duane 
could make no headway and then Gil- 
ligan tossed a pass to Payne which 
Collins intercepted at midfield. Three 
plays, the final a pass from Harkins 
to Ward for 15 yards, gave Everett a 
first down on Newton’s 30-yard stripe. 
Pagliucia made three yards through 
the line. On the next play Duane in- 
terfered with the receiver of a for- 
ward pass and Everett was given 
the ball at the point the foul was 
committed, at Newton’s 15-yard line. 
Digby again came hack Into the back- 
fleld but in three line plunges picked 
up but five yards so that Pagliucia had 
to try a field goal which did not go 
ten feet in the air. Newton put the 
ball in play on the 20-yard line and 
after two plays Gilligan kicked to 
midfield. Time out was called to al- 
low one of the players to be treated 
for a minor Injury and Pagliucia, un- 
noticed, slipped over to the Everett 
sideline and played the "dead man" 
stunt. Harkins lobbed the ball over 
to him hut Duane nailed him on the 
30-yard line. Had the pass been fast 
and low Everett would have lmd an- 
other touchdown then and there. Two 
more passes were incompleted and 
Harkins kicked outside on the 15-yard 
line. Gilligan Immediately kicked 
hack to midfield. Pagliucia, Harkins 
and Baldwin made a first down. Pug- 
liucia and Baldwin were stopped for 
no gnln and a pass from Harkins to 
his right end was for 12 yards and a 
first down on Newton’s 20-yard line 
as the whistle blew to end the half 
with Newton still one point ahead, 

7 to 6 

Third Quarter 

Harrington kicked off to Everett’s 
20-yard line and Harkins ran It back 
to the to yard stripe. Two plays and 
Harkins kicked to Perry who made a 
fair catch on his 30-yurd line us half 
tin* Everett line was wuiting for him. 


On the first piny Gilligan tried to go 
through tackle but there was no hole 
and he came over the top of the pile. 
The ball shot out of his arms right 
Into those of "Sonny” Baldwin, Ever- 
ett’s halfback, who had a clear field 
for a touchdown. Chamberlain 
blocked the try for goal and Everett 
was lending 12 to 7. Everett kicked 
off to Newton and Gilligan immediate- 
ly punted back. Everett was offside 
on the play but Newton refused the 
penalty and the ball was Everett’s at 
midfield. Everett could not gain and 
Harkins kicked to Perry, who again 
had to signal a fair catch or take a 
tackle that might have caused a fum- 
ble. on his 20-yard mark. Two plays 
gained but little and Gilligan kicked 
back to midfield. Ward and Pagliucia 
made first down in two plays. Digby 
went back into the hack gfield once 
again but to no avail and again Har- 
kins had to kick to Perry on his 15- 
vard line. Gilligan kicked hack to 
midfield where Harkins fumbled and 
Payne recovered for Newton on New- 
ton's 40-yard line. A pass from Duane 
to Payne was incomplete and Pescoso- 
lido was stopped so Gilligan kicked 
outside on Everett’s 30-yard line. Ever- 
ett was offside but Newton refused 
the penalty and surrended the ball on 
the Everett 30-yard mark. Harkins 
kicked hack to Perry on the Everett 
side at midfield. Perry made a yard 
and on the next play Pescosolido 
fumbled and Everett recovered on its 
46-yartl line to end the period. 

Fourth Quarter 

Everett made but five yards in two 
plays and Markins kicked to Perry on 
his 25-yard line. The distance to the 
goal was 75 yards but it did not look 
too far and the orange and black set 
sail. Pescosolido slid off tackle for 
nine yards and Duane picked up a 
first down. Pescosolido could not gain 
and Gilligan tossed a long pass to 
Scheinfain, who gathered the ball in 
with one arm for a 32-yard gain and a 
first down on Everett’s 35-yard line. 
More than half the distance was now 
covered. Duane went through tackle 
for eight yards and a short pass from 
Duane to Gilligan, which the latter 
dived for and caught just off the 
ground was good for three yards more 
and another first down. Pescosolido 
went around the end for eight yards 
and Duane crashed the line for three 
more and another first down on the 
12-yard line. Duane made two yards, 
Gilligan three and Pescosolido six on 
an end run to the two yard line. In 
three plays Gilligan planted the hall 
three inches from the last white line 
as the Newton stands were calling 
for a touchdown and the Everett 
supporters were imploring their team 
to hold them. The latter won out as 
Pescosolido tried to get through 
tackle but could not get over. Evt r- 
ett sent in a substitute to tell the 
team to take a safety although penal- 
ized half the distance to the goal line 
for talking before a play had been 
run off. Pagliucia was thrown for the 
safety lmt Everett was still ahead 
12 to 9. Everett punted from their 
20-yard line and Perry ran the hall 
back 15 yards to the Everett side of 
midfield. Gilligan fumbled and Ever- 
ett recovered. Two plays netted 
eight yards and the game ended.

Most of the Everett players 
ire of the big rangy type that would 
gladden the heart of any schoolboy 
football coach. One comment was 
overheard that the Everett line looked 
larger than the line Springfield used 
against Harvard in their game a week 
earlier. 

Outweighed but not outfought gives 
the Newton line much credit as it 
was not outplayed except on the goal 
line in the dosing minutes of the 
game when Everett gave all they had 
in turning back the orange and black 
attack after it had rolled along for 
4% yards. 

Newton’s fumbles were in a large 
measure responsible for the defeat 
although It seemed that Everett was 
lying in wait for most all the plays. 

The Everett fumble in the first 
minute of play which "Pesky” grabbed 
and converted into a touchdown was 
the first break the orange and black 
lias bad in five Everett games and 
it looked as though the worm had 
turned but it must have turned right 
around again. 

Everett marched half the length 
of the field for Its touchdown near 
the end of the first period after re- 
covering a Newton fumble at mid- 
field. Had there been much further* 
to go the Everett attack would have 
been halted as Newton wus stopping 
most everything. 

The heat apparently took more out 
of Everett than it did out of New- 
ton as they were pretty well wilted 
after the goal line stand.

SPIES WATCH 

NEWTON PRACTICE 

Spies of a rival league team watched 
the Newton high school eleven prac- 
tice Inst week from a point of van- 
tage on Hull street near the foot of 
Beaumont avenue, overlooking (’Inf- 
ill! Field. Thursday morning it was 
reported to Coach Sullivan that Wed- 
nesday afternoon during the practice 
session of the eleven a ear had been 
parked on Hull street and that one 
of Its occupants had been using field 
glasses. Thursday afternoon as the 
eleven was running through signal 
drill the Newton mentor saw a car 
on Hull street that made him think 
the spies had returned. He sent one 
of the assistant managers on a round- 
about trip which would bring the lat- 
ter past the car with instructions to 
note the registration number of the 
machine if anyone in it was using 
field glasses. The lad did as he was 
told and later Coach Sullivan pro- 
ceeded to the police station where he 
discovered the car was registered in 
the name of a rival league coach. 
The Newton authorities and coaches 
have refused to comment on the af- 
fair. 

Inasmuch as there is no Suburban 
league ruling prohibiting such tactics 
nothing can he done about the mat- 
ter by the league officials although 
it unquestionably is about the most 
unsportsmanlike trick that any high 
school ever stooped to perform or 
that any other high school ever had 
practiced upon it. Newton welcomes 
its rivals at any of its games and 
many times has offered passes to op- 
posing coaches. When a school coach 
uses such unquestionable methods to 
“scout" its opponents it is time that 
that coach be barred. If this cannot 
be done then it is time that the school 
employing such coaching methods 
should be dropped from the schedule, 
regardless of consequencs. If the 
Suburban league school whose coach 
resorted to such tactics or allowed 
t lie use of his car for the purpose 
does not take steps to censure him 
and prevent any repetition of the 
affair at any time against any other 
of its opponents, Newton should with- 
draw from the Suburban league. 
Surely Newton is big enough to stand 
on its own and not subject itself to 
such unsportsmanlike methods.

The Mather CIuhh mt;t at its ac- 
customed lime last. Sunday morning 
at the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
House. 

The subject was: “The New Testa- 
ment God of Love." 

Prof. Mather asked Itcv. E. Carroll 
Condict to offer prayer. This was 
the last service In which Mr. Condict 
was to participate before leaving for 
tlie long Journey to Burma, where he 
will be a Baptist missionary. 

Prof. Mather began by taking up 
the historical development of the Idea 
of a God of Love. 

In early times Jehovah was a loving 
God as far as caring for His chosen 
people was concerned. 

A beautiful phase of the belief In 
a God of Love is shown in the twenty- 
third Psalm. 

As time passed, we find that it was 
not altogether a question of birth or 
inheritance or name. If you wore un- 
lucky enough to he born outside tho 
group, It was still possible to over- 
come this handicap and enter the cir- 
cle of the chosen people. In Psalm 
145 we find that God loves all who 
look to Him. 

The Idea appears to have prevailed 
that the loving nature of the admin- 
istration was measured by the physi- 
cal well-being of tlie people affected. 
Apostates* starved and the favored 
people lacked nothing that they 
needed. 

Gradually tlie belief that God actu- 
ally loves all men grew more and 
more pronounced, but it did not blos- 
som forth in definite form and lay 
hold on tlie minds and hearts of men 
until the coming of Jesus crystallized 
tlie idea in John 3:16: “For God so 
loved the world, that He gave His 
only begotten Son,” etc. 

John and Paul, with their high in- 
tellects and complete scholastic back- 
grounds brought out tlie final climax 
that God is Love. 

Through the Middle Ages there was 
an idea that all things physical would 
pass away and leave only the love of 
God. 

The modern poet Bornherger, about 
1900, puts tho idea of today thus: 
"There’s a part of the sun in an ap- 
ple. 

There's a part of the moon in a 
rose: 

There’s part of the flaming Pleiades 

In every leaf that grows. 

Out of tlie vast comes nearness: 

For tlie God whose love we sing 
Lends a little of His Heaven 

To every living thing.” 

As man progresses in ideas, lie dis- 
covers something about the adminis- 
tration of the universe and considers 
that God lias revealed it to him. It 
is all the same thing, like two sides 
of the same shield. 

When people believed that they 
were under the direct care and imme- 
diate control of an administrative offi- 
cial, It was natural for the fortunate 
ones to think that special provisions 
were being made for them. 

Modern, successful men are prone 
to call themselves self-made and take 
all the credit, but primitive people 
were more modest. They were too 
near the brink of disaster all the time, 
so they attributed any specially good 
fortune that came their way to the 
beneficent care of a kindly God and 
hoped It would continue. 

Although good luck and bad luck 
are about equal in amount, the for- 
tunate folks prevail in the long run. 
They are usually more energetic and 
forceful anyway, and possess just the 
needed excess of ability not only to 
succeed hut to carry weight in the 
councils of the race. Jehovah was 
kind to them and probably would 
treat others the same if they had the 
right attitude toward Him. 

A God of Love would he expected 
to act like a God of Fear toward those 
who disobeyed or displeased Him. If 
the sheep were run oft by wolves, God 
sent that calamity as a punishment 
for some sin the owner had com- 
mitted. A volcano or earthquake de- 
stroys a city. That is a punishment 
for the sinful people in the city. 
They are all dead and therefore can- 
not be around to defend themselves. 
So we find Sodom and Gomorrah 
wiped out. The people who readied 
the conclusion that those places were 
sinful were the inhabitants of rival 
cities which had not been destroyed. 
These folks explained what hap- 
pened. The dead people of Sodom 
had no voice in the post-calamity 
council. 

If God is Love, then man must love 
his fellow man. The only reason for 
self-sacrificing service to others is tlie 
idea that God is Love. Aside from 
that, you would have nothing, except, 
of course, the care of one's own chil- 
dren, which is no better than the 
lower animals. 

Jesus lived and died as though tho 
full explanation of life can only he 
given in terms of love. If He “has 
shown us the Father,” the Father 
must he the God of Love. 

Tlie basic assumption of the Chris- 
tian religion is that what Jesus 
showed by His life is the true con- 
ception of God. 

Two ideas come out of this: 

1. Jesus truly displays divine 
qualities. 

2. The second is philosophical 
rather than theological. Tho universe 
looks like the “handiwork” of a bene- 
ficent administration. 

To ho sure, some men do their best 
and come to grief. Wars and pesti- 
lences continue. How can we recon- 
cile the existing and continuing order 
of tilings with the thought that God 
is all-powerful, all-wise, aud ail lov- 
ing? 

Job had tills problem. He was not 
sinful and refused to believe that lie 
had sinned. You cannot measure the 
love of God for you by counting your 
hank deposit. The sum total of the 
qualities of the universe are favor- 
able to man if lie is actuated by a 
certain class of motives. 

God is all-powerful in that He lias 
all tlie power there is to do every- 
thing that cun he done. 

Tlie purpose of the universe is not 
t hat we should he nimble to do any- 
thing amiss, but that we he free to 
choose to do right or wrong. Man is 
free to sin and make mistakes or to

Miller succeeded Mr. Smith in 
1921-22, and taxes were reduced from 
19l l , to 166 , . expenditures, from 17 5 
to 168 ; and debts from 108 to 104%. 
For the next six years. Gov. Smith 
was again in office aud in 1928. taxes 
increased from 166 to 282 7. expendi- 
tures from 168 to 297% and debts 
from 104 to 149% . With an unlimited 
pocket book, aud with figures like 
those above, it is easy for any gov- 
ernor to make u splendid record of 
accomplishments.

In the excitement occasioned by a 
hard campaign for the state and na- 
tional ticket let ns not forgot that 
there is an important referendum on 
the ballot at the same election. The 
opening of Sunday to professional 
sports is to be voted on at that time 
and unless the Christian people of 
this state wake up and pet to work, 
there is ample room for the belief 
that we are headed for what is known 
ns the ••Continental'' Sunday. Some 
yenrs ago. while a member of the 
Legislature, we voted against the bill 
allowing Sunday sports without ad- 
mission fee, knowing full well that 
if that bill became a law, it would 
be but the opening wedge for a com- 
mercialized Sunday. That opinion is 
now being confirmed by the success- 
ful effoits to place the matter on the 
ballot for a popular vote. 

We commend the following words 
of Mr. George R. Nutter a prominent 
lawyer of Boston, to those Republi- 
cans who are planning to vote for 
Mr. Smith on the issue of Prohibi- 
tion: 

“If ever prohibition becomes a 
clean-cut issue I do not purpose to 
enlist under the Tammany banner. 
There is nothing in the history of 
Tammany that shows any desire to 
solve this evil.— on the contrary, the 
saloon has always played its part. 
Do we gather grapes from thistles? 

“For these reasons, it seems to me 
foolish to be caught by this kind of 
bait: there can be nothing more fool- 
ish than to vote ‘in protest’ as it is 
called, without considering what that 
protest may produce.” 

The facts of the story in our 
Sports column relative to attempts to 
obtain the High school football plays 
by spying on their practice sessions 
should be carefully investigated by 
the High School authorities and if 
sufficient evidence is obtained New- 
ton High should withdraw at once 
from the Suburban League. Under- 
handed methods are always objection- 
able and especially so when used in 
connection with under graduate sports 
as they give the rising generation a 
wrong idea of true sportsmanship. 

While we have no doubt whatever 
of the honesty and integrity of Aider- 
man Henry W. Bail, we are sorry that 
any member of the city government 
should lay himself open to suspicion 
that his actions as an alderman were 
affected by his business relations, or 
possibly it should be said the other 
way, that his business relations were 
due to his actions as an alderman. 
Newton is not accustomed to situa- 
tions of this sort and we hope it will 
not become popular. 

With such an able and likeable can- 
didate for the United States Senate 
as Loring Young, we cannot believe 
he will be cut by members of the Re- 
publican party, even for such a 
smooth campaigner as Senator David 
I. Walsh. Mr. Walsh has won in the 
past because he has not had the most 
effective opponents. Now he is facing 
a real battle and if Republicans stick 
to their ticket, he can be defeated. 
Prepare to vote for Loring Young. 

It is a noticeable fact that hood- 
lumism which has manifested itself 
in the destruction of property at the 
Hoover headquarters in this city and 
the stealing of plates from automo- 
biles is only manifested towards Re- 
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publicans and Hoover emblems. We 
have not heard of any hoodlumism in 
or about the Smith Headquarters. Re- 
publicans who are thinking about vot- 
ing for Mr. Smith should ponder these 
undoubted facts.

Mains Cleaning Company, the concern 
which has been engaged in cleaning 
the water mains in this city. 

Alderman Gallagher asked Mr. 
Heathcote if he knew of the amounts 
of water supplied by the cities whose 
rates he quoted and he received a 
negative answer. Mr. Gallagher con- 
tended that users of water in these 
cities received less water per dollar 
than do residents of Newton and that 
the rates in some cases are higher 
than Newton’s. He chided Mr. Heath- 
cote for not knowing what he was 
talking about and criticised him for 
attacking Alderman Bail's employ- 
ment by the National Water Mains 
Cleaning Company. According to Mr. 
Gallagher, Alderman Bail had not 
made any contract to work for this 
concern until all negotiations between 
it and the city of Newton had been 
concluded. He stated that Mr. Bail 
would not, at anytime receive any 
compensation for work done by the 
concern for the City of Newton. 

Alderman Bail took the floor to de- 
fend himself against the criticism of 
Alderman Heathcote. He asserted 
that before he had entered into the 
contract with the National Water 
Mains Cleaning Company to solicit 
business for it in New England, he 
had consulted with the Mayor. City 
Solicitor and members of the Board 
of Aldermen and had been assured 
by these officials that it would be 
proper for him to become associated 
with the company. According to the 
terms of his contract he is to receive 
no commission for work done in New- 
ton or in any other town or city where 
the company already had done work. 
He had not become associated with 
the concern until May 1st of this 
year. 

The Board then voted on the mat- 
ter of increasing the rates and all the 
members with the exception of Aider- 
man Heathcote voted in favor.

Columbus will remain as the out- 
standing figure through the ages be- 
cause of his unparalelled genius and 
vision, the holy motives which in- 
spired his explorations, and the cour- 
age, patience, and skill as a naviga- 
tor, which made possible the discov- 
ery of the new world.”

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


News Items 

During the week ending October 
13th there were in the hospital 111 
patients of whom 32 paid as much or 
more than cost of care, 51 paid less 
than cost of care and 25 (including 
babies) were treated free. S babies 
were born. 95 patients were treated 
by the out-patient department and 8 
in the eye clinic. 16 accident cases 
were cared for in the Operating Room. 
9 Calls were made by the social serv- 
ice worker and 9 patients were trans- 
ferred by the social service car. 

Miss Mary M. Roberts, R.N., Editor 
of the American Journal of Nursing, 
was recently a guest at the Newton 
Hospital. This magazine has a sub- 
scription of over 25,000. 

On Wednesday afternoon, October 
17, the trustees held a special meet- 
ing at the hospital and in the evening 
the Executive Committee held the 
regular monthly meeting. 

The hospital is receiving gifts of 
apples which are much appreciated. 

On Columbus Day the father of one 
of the children in the Elizabeth Den- 
nison ward gave to the Superintendent 
five dollars to buy ice cream for the 
children. The first celebration was 
that very afternoon. 

A few days ago the hospital re- 
ceived from Mr. and Mrs. F. B. Ban- 
croft a box of beautiful red roses for 
the patients in the open ward. As no 
address was given the superintendent 
could not thank them but she hopes 
they will realize the pleasure which 
their gift gave. 

Of the accidents treated during the 
week eight were automobile accidents, 
five of them men, one with a fractured 
skull, one with a lacerated scalp, one 
with multiple lacerations of the face 
and mouth, one with lacerations of the 
back of the hand and one with lacera- 
ted fingers. Two were women, one 
with abrasions of the nose and one 
with a lacerated thumb. The other 
patient injured by an automobile was 
a boy who received a strained -back. 
Of tlie other cases treated five were 
men, one being treated for amputated 
fingers caused by a machine, one for 
acute alcholism, one for a sprained 
shoulder the result of a fall, one for 
a lacerated hand caused by a broken 
milk bottle and one for lacerated 
finger caused by a knife. Two women 
were cared for, one with a fractured 
arm and the other with a foreign 
body in her eye. Two boys were also 
treated, one for a foreign body in his 
eye and one for lacerated fingers 
caused by a broken bottle. 


Twenty-five new members were ad- 
mitted to the Young People’s Forum 
of Waban at the initiation held Fri- 
day evening in the vestry of the 
Union Church in Waban. The candi- 
dates, besides being thoroughly 
soaked, were led to the dens of vari- 
ous ghosts, witches, etc., and then 
they performed stunts before the old 
members. First they were required 
to pick a penny up with their mouths 
from the bottom of a basin filled 
with water. Then, with their faces 
still wet, they searched for a penny 
in a pile of flour. After their faces 
were covered with a thick paste, from 
the water and flour combination, they 
danced, sang, recited poetry, etc., as 
directed by the older members. 

Following this, Mr. Rufus P. Cush- 
man, one of the councillors, led the 
group in an “indoor track meet.” 
First there was a “football game.” 
Part of tlie floor was marked off like 
a football field, and the contestants 
tried to blow an egg-shell across their 
opponent’s goal line. Other races and 
games followed, until the meet was 
finally ended by a cheer competition, 
in which the teams each tried to give 
tlie best cheer and sing the best song. 
Prizes, jokes, were given to the mem- 
bers of the winning team, and refresh- 
ments were served. 

The committee in charge of the ini- 
tiation was composed of Edith 
Wheater, Elizabeth Snow, W. Frank- 
lin Baxter, Gilbert Adams and W. 
Bradford Gove. 

Samuel Douglas was the leader of 
the meeting Sunday, when the topic 
was, “How can we know what is 
right and what is wrong?” After 
some discussion, tlie Forum came to a 
clinch over the question, “Is it enough 
to follow our conscience? Is our con- 
science all we have to help us de- 
cide wliat is right and what is 
wrong?” 

Mr. Sydney White, one of the coun- 
cillors. brought the meeting to the end 
with tlie following suggestions, “Fol- 
low your conscience, hut if there is 
any doubt exists in your mind, pro- 
priety is a good substitute.” “Don’t 
lean on conscience alone,” commented 
Rev. Joseph (’. MacDonald, rector of 
the Union Church, "but let Jesus 
Christ and His Life be your guide.” 

This season has started off with an 
unprecedented number of people at- 
tending the meetings. There were 
some forty-five young people at the 
Forum last Sunday.

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ALDERMEN MEET 


A familiar petition opened the doc- 
ket at the meeting of the Hoard of 
Alderni a hint Monday night. For 
tlie fourth (or liftli) time within t ho 
pant couple of years ('ashman & Gina- 
lierg petitioned for a permit to con- 
d ut* i :i gasoline tilling station at 2285 
Washington street, Lower Mills. The 
previous petitions hud been turned 
down each time hy the vote of the 
Hoard although the last petition was 
approved hy a majority of the Li- 
censes Committee. Apparently the pe- 
titioners desire to make another at- 
tempt while they have a Franchise 
and Licenses Committee which has 
shown a favorable disposition towards 
them. 

No persons appeared to object to the 
following petitions Saco-Lowell 
Shops, for a permit to conduct a gaso- 
line station at Linden and Chestnut 
streets, Upper Falls; Johanna McDon- 
ald. permit for 2 car garage at 78 
Gardner street, Newton; Amelia Rock- 
well,. permit to keep and store 250 gal- 
lons ‘or gasoline for private use at 
Studio road, Auhurndale; Albln Ken- 
jeski, permit for 4 car garage at 690 
drove street, Lower Falls. 

No objectors appeared against the 
petitions of the Edison and Telephone 
companies for pole locations on these 
streets Rockland, High, and Elm. 
Neither did objectors appear to the 
laying out and acceptance of the fol- 
lowing streets under the General Law 

Arnold. Atholstane. Cedric and Esta- 
hrook roads and Homestead street. 
When the hearings on t lie petitions for 
contraction of sewers were announced, 
the only protest came from a resident 
on Washington avenue, a new street 
in West Newton. The other streets 
where sewers are desired included 
Herkshire. Walnut Hill and Woodcllff 
roads, Fairfield, Milo and Noble 
streets, noetlioven uveiiue unci C/iulRle 
terrace. # 

The Franchise and Licenses Com- 
mittee approved, and the Hoard 
granted the following petitions Eu- 
R pnc Conroy, 87 Derby street, public 
weigher: William Mason. 38 High 
Street. 3 car garage; permits to use 
radios with Common Victualler’s li- 
censes to Andrew Schwer, 811 Wash- 
ington street, Joseph Ameildola, 102 
Watertown street. 

The Franchises and Licenses Com- 
mittee reported favorably on the pe- 
tition of Joseph P. Switzer for a pub- 
lic garage and gasoline station at 441 
Watertown street, Nonnntum. Alder- 
man Heathcote requested that action 
nu this petition be deferred until the 
November meeting to allow him more 
time to investigate it. He called at- 
tention to other petitions presented in 
former years for garages and filling 
stations, which after being granted 
resulted in the filling stations being 
erected, but no garages. He advocated 
that Mr. Switzer be compelled to fur- 
nish a bond to assure the building of 
the garage. Chairman Hawkins of the 
Licenses Committee explained that the 
option of Mr. Switzer <>n the property 
expires this month, so that action on 
this matter could not he delayed. He 
stated that the petitioner possesses 
sufficient character to assume the car- 
rying out of his promises and ho in- 
vited Mr. Heathcote to meet with the 
Licenses Committee at its recess con- 
ference and examine the plans of the 
proposed garage and station. Aldei- 
man Heathcote conferred with the 
committee during the recess, Mr. Swit- 
zer agreed to have the garage prac- 
tically completed before being granted 
a tilling station permit, and the Board 
voted to grant him the desired per- 
mits under this condition. 

On the recommendation of the Li- 
censes Committee the Hoard voted to 
grant a permit to Vincent Squires to 
move a house from 14 Stone avenue to 
19 Lawrence avenue, Chestnut Hill. 
The house was the property of Jack 
Slmrkev, the pugilist, or as Gene Tun- 
ney would have it. “a professional 
boxer.” Like Mr. Tunney, and unlike 
many in his profession. Mr. Sharkey, 
or Mr. Cukoshay (as he was Chris- 
tened i is a clean living, shrewd, young 
mail. He d‘ l not squander the large 
returns he has received the past few 
years for trading wallops with other 
exponents of tin* manly art. After 
his bouts the past year or so with 
Jack Dempsey and Tom Heeney, Mr. 
Sharkey felt so prosperous that he de- 
cided to replace the attractive little 
home of his at Chestnut Hill by a 
larger and better constructed resi- 
dence. 

The former residence of Mr. Shar- 
key was sold, contingent upon a per- 
mit being granted for its moving, to a 
person owning property on Lawrence 
road. When the matter of granting 
the permit for the moving of the house 
came before the Licenses Committee, 
Wlnthrop Hammond of Lee road, 
whose property is located near the 
site where it is proposed to move the 
house, entered strenuous objections, 
lie predicted that the building will 
block the heavy traffic on Beacon 
street for several days, rather than 3 
hours as clnimed hy the petitioner, and 
he also predicted that the house will 
collapse in the process of moving. Al- 
derman Temperley was sufficiently in- 
fluenced hy the possibility of traffic be- 
ing delayed, to reserve ills rights. He, 
and tlie other members of the com- 
mittee were assured that no trees will 
be damaged by the moving of tlie 
house. After investigating, Mr. Tem- 
perley concluded that the house will not 
block traffic on Heacon street for a 
period much longer than specified by 
tlie petitioner. Alderman Pratt was 
apprehensive t ha t it will, but the other 
members of (lie Hoard did not concur 
with him and voted to grant a permit 
to move the building. It will be inter- 
esting to observe whether, or not Mr. 
Hammond’s predictions will come 
true.

set-back line on Normandy road, Au- 
hurndab'. Maloney was injured when 
his enr was hit by the automobile 
which killed a young woman on Wnl 
nut street, Nowtonvlllo, several 
months ago. Messenger’s automobile 
skidded on slippery tar on Temple 
street, West Newton and was dam- 
aged. Romagnoil wanted a waiver so 
he can face a new house on Auburn 
street, but the Zoning Laws forbid 
such a waiver being granted when a 
lot is large enough to render such a 
waiver unnecessary. Claims approved 
by the Claims and Rules Committee 
Included those or Mary E. Sloan for 
injuries occasioned by a defective side 
walk, Thomas J. Burke for Injuries re 
ceived in tlie performance of ills duty 
as a policeman, $30 additional on the 
Forsythe & Smith claim for land dam 
ages occasioned by the widening of 
Auburn and Grove streets. The 
Finance Committee turned down a re 
quest from the Health Department for 
$40 additional salary for the Sanitary 
Inspector in that department. 

The Hoard voted to authorize chang- 
ing the polling places for Precincts 1 
and 2 in Ward 2. Newtonville. 

A long debate took place on the 
matter of increasing the water rates.

Odorous Onion Liked 

by All World Races 

Onions seem to he almost ns old as 
tlie hills. They are mentioned In the 
Bllile as one of the things longed for 
by tlie Israelites in the wilderness and 
complained about to Moses. Hcrodo 
fus says that in his time there was 
on inscription on the Great Pyramid 
stating tiie sum expended for onions, 
radishes, and garlic, which had boon 
consumed by tlie laborers during its 
erection, as 1,000 tulents. Ancient pic- 
tures show priests holding onions In 
their hands at tlie altar. 

Early explorers, Including Colum 
bus, brought onion seed to the New 
world. New Englunders were raising 
them as early as 1034, and General 
Sullivan, in 1770, In his raid against 
tlie Indians in central New York, de- 
stroyed many onion fields belonging 
to the savages. Nineteen states now 
produce large commercial crops of 
onions. Texas scents up the whole 
Gulf of Mexico and the enstern side 
of the Atlnntic with her onion-laden 
vessels bound for New York. — Peter 
R. Sterling in National Republic 
Magazine. 


Weather Has Little 

Influence on Tides 

Contrary to popular belief, especial 
ly that long cherished by many sea 
men, tides do not exert any influence 
on the weather, according to mete- 
orologists of tlie weather bureau, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

As a matter of fact, close observ- 
ers have discovered that certain ex 
treme weather conditions altect tlie 
tides to some extent. Tides ebb and 
How at every point on the coast with 
clocklike regularity. Nevertheless, tlie 
weather continues to he fair or foul, 
irrespective of those tides. On tlie 
other timid, conditions of very low 
barometric pressure and very strong 
winds from favorable directloi.^ cause 
either unusually low or unusually 
high tides, us the case may be. This 
is tlie Iniluence of the weather on tin? 
tides, and tlie weather is not the re- 
sult of any tidal iniluence. 

Even when there is, as raeteorolog 
ists understand, a very insignificant 
outflow of air from u region into 
which tlie tide is rislug, or a corre 
spending Inflow of uir as the tide sub 
sides, tliis does not constitute u sig 
nilicant feature of the weather.

Obscurity and fame exist side by 
Jde on Mount Robson, 12,072 feet, 
highest peak In tlie Canndlnn Rockies. 
The mountain Itself It widely known 
for Its splendor, for the impression 
of towering height which It gives, ns 
it stands nt the (tend of ‘.he Grand 
Forks valley. But the origin of Its 
name and the manner of its naming 
have rested long In the shadows. 

Tlie legend carne down from u tribe 
of the Slmswnp Indians, who In tlie 
early Nienteenth century hud worked 
their way from the west coast into the 
mountains. They bad a small encamp 
merit on the banks of the Fraser. 

Long ago, they sny, when white 
men were seldom seen In the moun- 
tains, n party of these strangers came 
in over Yellowhead pass from the East 
and camped close to the river with 
tlie mountain high above them. Their 
horses were poor and thin. They had 
traveled far. 

The newcomers sat long Into the 
twilight, made silent hy the closeness 
of this mighty column of Ice and rock 
that readied into the skies. Never be- 
fore, they declared, had they come 
upon anything to compare with it. 

In the morning they gathered their 
horses and prepared to shoe those 
that need*! it. A blacksmith was In 
tlie party. As he grasped n hind foot 
the horse reared and kicked. The 
blacksmith took the blow in his head 
ami died. His name was Robson. 

Early records of the Hudson’s Raj 
company state that there landed In 
Hudson bay, close to the end of tlie 
Eighteenth century, one “Joseph Rob 
son. blacksmith.”

Greenland , Long Ago , 

Colonized by Danes 

Greenland wus originally colonized 
by Scandinavians, about the year 1UUU, 
but tlie colony dwindled and became 
extinct shortly before 15UU, owing 
chiefly to tlie inroads of tlie Eskimo 
Tlie existing Danish colony was es- 
tablished iu 1721. The aborigines, says 
tlie Smithsonian institution, are all 
uf Eskimo stock aud number altogeth- 
er about 11.U0U, Including a very large 
proportion of mixed bloods, who, as a 
rule, adhere to Eskimo customs unu 
language. 

Tliis number seems to be consider- 
ably higher than in 1721, but the dif-

The principal portions of the building 
remaining are the gatehouse, now used 
ns a dwelling house; Caesar’s tower, 
the only portion built by Geoffrey de 
Clinton now extant, with massive walls 
10 feet thick ; the Merwyn’s tower of 
Scott’s “Kenilworth”; the great hall, 
built by John of Gaunt, with windows 
of very beautiful design, and tlie 
Leicester buildings, which are in a 
very ruinous condition.

Sunday Games in Times 

of “Good Queen Bess ” 

In the Elizabethan age of English 
history not tlie mildest of games, en- 
tertainments or "shows” could be giv- 
en on Sunday without a special permit 
—and from the queen In person. We 
read that on April 2G, 15G9, one “John 
Seconton, poulterer, having four small 
children, and fallen into decay,” was 
given a permit hy good Queen Bess 
“to have and use some plays und 
games, at or upon several Sundays, 
for his better relief, comfort and sus- 
tetitntion.” 

Tlie games to be permitted under 
the direction of tills Elizabethan pro- 
moter included "the shooting with the 
standard, the shooting with ‘he broad- 
arrow tlie shooting at the Turk, the 
leaping for men, the wrestling, the 
throwing of the sledge, and the pitch- 
ing of the bar.” 

Queen Bess advised the authorities 
to attend the games with “four or 
five good, substantial men” to keep 
the peace and prevent disorder. 


Singing Crickets 

One of the most curious things to 
he seen in Japan, alike in the houses 
of Gch and poor, is a small cage of 
bamboo fibers In which are housed 
singing crickets. The male only has 
tlie “voice.” which can hardly be called 
a singing voice because the sounds 
emitted are much more metallic than 
those which ordinarily proceed from 
the throat of a bird. The westerner 
who hears these sounds for the first 
time starts up under the impression 
that he is hearing an electric call bell. 
In order to execute his song, the crick- 
et goes through a very amusing per- 
formance.

Newtonians, meet "Jack” J. liar 
man, Jr., Newton Centre’s lfi year old 
wizard. “Jack" despite his youthful 
ago. is the supreme champion of all 
the "Handy Andys" in this vicinity, 
and is without doubt one of the clever- 
est young chaps in Greater Boston, 
when it comes to performing manual 
magic with the half-score digits which 
nature has endowed him. 

Before we tell you all about the lat- 
est clever things which "Jack" has 
created, it is well, perhaps, that you 
should know that he is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John J. Harman, Sr., of 1:2 
Glen A’ood avenue, and is a senior at 
Newton High. 

"Jack" has been very busy of late 
building a reproduction on a greatly 
reduced scale, of tho famous airship 
"Bremen." Experts say that "Jack's" 
miniature "Bremen" is a perfect copy 
of the famous Atlantic hopper. 

An idea of the tremendous amount 
of work put into the model is gained 
when one is informed that there are 
approximately 1,000 separate and dis 
tinct pieces which compose the plane 
— consisting of tissue and rice paper, 
cardboard, twine, wood of different 
kinds, including bamboo and balsa, 
piano wire, rubber, isinglass and other 
what-nots, including glue. 

The model was made from a blue- 
print. It has a 36-incli spread, and is 
21 inches long. It is lacquered iu sil- 
ver, and its name “Bremen” and li- 
cense number 7-11-13 is painted in 
black. Despite its numerous parts, 
the airship is a veritable feather- 
weight. tipping the Harman scales at 
7 ounces to the dot. 

The model is propelled by means of 
a strong rubber band, 20 feet long, 
double strength. One end is hooked 
onto the propeller, the other to a 
stick held in the hand. The rubber 
is twisted around and around, is then 
released from the propeller and the 
stick as suddenly as possible and 
away sails the “Bremen” on its now 
famous “around Glenwood Ridge ave- 
nue flight." The plane, after shooting 
approximately 1,000 feet into the air. 
can sail a distance of about 1,500 feet, 
straight as an "Al" Smith crow can 
stagger. 

Jack Harman’s abilities are not all 
limited to airplane making. One of 
the best students in Newton High 
School, he is grasping the subjects of 
his course with a thorough understand- 
ing. He is a senior, and next fall in- 
tends to enter the Mass. Institute of 
Technology, where he will concentrate 
on draftsmanship. He is a first-class 
scout of Troop 5, Newton Centre, and 
was a member of the Four-Square 
Club, which passed out about three 
years ago. Several sailing ship mod- 
els he lias made have won him prizes 
in various boy scout ingenuity and 
craftsmanship contests, not only in 
Massachusetts, but in other New Eng- 
land States as well. Recently he com- 
pleted a large reading table for his 
mother and father, and followed this 
up with a good-sized bookcase. 

This summer, he spent his vacation 
with his mother and "dad” in the city 
of gunpowder, murder and noise — Chi- 
cago-driving his parents over iu the 
Harman gas chariot. They found 
things so quiet and tame there, how- 
ever. that after a couple of weeks 
they came back to Newton Centre, 
where things are more lively. Jack 
is a snappy chauffeur, and on the way 
back, drove the gasoline gulper from 
"Chi,” a distance of 1.200 miles from 
here, in three days and a half.

Man’s habitat is on the ground, 
not in the air, and, despite till the 
ballyhoo about airplanes supplanting 
travel by land and water vehicles, tho 
great majority of people will continue 
to use boats, trains and automobiles.

The Boston papers recently con- 
tained the news of the death 
at West Hampstead, New Hampshire, 
of Mrs. Sarah George who was 107 
years old. supposed to ho the oldest 
woman in that State. She was sur- 
vived by two children, Charles 
George and Miss Annie George, the 
latter a retired school teacher. 

From 1SS3 until 1895 a Miss Annie 
George taught at the Bigelow School 
under Henry Chapin Sawin. During 
our last year at the Bigelow School 
Miss George taught (or endeavored to 
teach) the writer. In addition to teach- 
ing us readin’, ’riting and ’rithmetic, 
Miss George had the task that year 
of attempting to teach t he pupils in 
her class algebra and Latin. That 
year, the School Committee, against 
the good judgment of George I. Al- 
drich, one of the most capable super- 
inendents of schools this city ever 
had, introduced these subjects in- 
to the grammar schools. Mr. Aldrich 
had, introduced these subjects la- 
in tho Sth and 9th grades of the gram- 
mar schools had not anticipated be- 
ing called upon to teacli these subjects 
and were not qualified, especially in 
Latin, to do so. But. the school com- 
mittee insisted and we kids started 
to learn Latin and algebra. 

Tho unfortunate teachers had to 
plug on Latin and algebra during their 
summer vacation that year, had to 
take private lessons in these subjects 
and then became, in many instances 
nervous wrecks trying to impart the 
knowledge they had obtained through 
intensive study to the youngsters in 
their classes. We got along fairly 
well with the Latin — but t lie algebra. 
The following year Miss George, to- 
gether with a number of other New- 
ton teachers resigned. Perhaps they 
thought that, they might he called 
upon to teach Sanscrit and calculus 
had they remained. Miss George, who 
was a competent teacher, obtained a 
position in the Boston schools. 


Tho other day we reminded a resi- 
dent of Newton, who resides not a 
great distance from Centre street, of 
an incident which occurred when we 
both were pupils of Miss George. One 
afternoon ho and the writer were or- 
dered to stay after school by that 
teacher. Our deportment had not been 
had, but wo had flunked on some les- 
son and had to remain after tho ses- 
sion closed at 4 p. m. to study. It 
was a beautiful day in early Spring 
and our fellow pupil had an engage- 
ment with Leslie Baker. Leslie had a 
brand new Kodak which ho was to 
use for the first time on that day. 
Few kids possessed Kodaks in those 
days and our fellow pupil, who was 
Leslie’s buddy, was quite concerned 
when he was told by Miss George that 
he must remain after school. He 
pleaded unuvailingly to have the pun- 
ishment postponed until some other 
day. At 4:15 p. m. Leslie started to 
chirrup out in the school yard to ac- 
quaint his comrade with the fact that 
he was waiting patiently. The party 
of the second part again pleaded with 
Miss George to be allowed to depart 
"because of a very important engage- 
ment,” but th*- teacher absolutely re- 
fused to allow him to go. Personally, 
we felt like handing him a wallop as 
wo could observe that Miss George 
was becoming riled over his Insist- 
ency and would perhaps make both of 
us remain longer. Outside, Leslie's 
signals become more frequent and 
louder. Finally, at 4:30 p. in., after 
a final ami futile appeal, our fellow 
student informed Miss George that he 
must go, could not and would not 
remain any longer. Suiting his ac- 
tions to his words he strode down 
tlie aisle: lie was a big boy and had 
the seat at the rear of the aisle. Miss 
George started to attempt to stop him, 
hut decided that he looked too deter- 
mined and sidestepped as he breezed 
by her. Henry Chapin Sawin, the 
master of the school heard tho rum- 
pus and rush'd up the hack stairs 
from the first floor of the building just 
in time to observe t ho departing 
youth flee down the front stairs. Our 
friend was suspended from school for 
a week. But, Hie weather remained 
excellent and it gave him ample time 
time to experiment with the Kodak. 

Wo have hoard complaints made by 
persons in tills city of a couple of 
instances where teachers in public 
schools of Newton have allowed their 
enthusiasm to exceed propriety in t lie 
present political campaign. We liavo 
been told that a couple of touchers 
supplied their pupils with pins hear- 
ing tho name of the candidate who 
happens to b<> other than the caudi- 
date favored by tho parents of some 
of tiie children thus supplied. Iu New- 
ton, as in other plac es, teachers, par- 
ticularly public school teachers, 
should lie compelled to refrain from 
partisan political activity. 

We have noticed recently, on a 
couple of cloudy evenings, thut (lie 
street lights in Newton are not turned 
on when darkness falls. The city has 
a 'outrun with tie* Edison Company 
which provides that the electric street 
lights s ha 1 1 ho turned on at a certain 
time, according to the season of the 
year. It would seem that the time 
of lighting (lie streets is bused on the 
assumption thut tho weather is fair 
: always. Provision should he made 
for turning on the < uncut earlier on 


cloudy days. The streets should not 
he unilluminated for oven 5 or 10 
minutes after darkness falls. 

There Is a city ordinance which 
forbids automobiles being parked 
within 10 feet of the start of the 
curve of curbing at street intersec- 
tions. This ordinance should be en- 
forced particularly at tho points 
where the blind bridges over the B. 
A- A. tracks about Washington street. 
It is a daily occurrence to have some 
autoist park ids car within 10 feet 
of the intersection of Centre avenue 
at the parking area on Washington 
street. A line should bo painted on 
Washington street to doflne the limit 
of the parking space. 


About midnight on Saturday last 
we approached tho corner of Wash- 
ington and Adams streets and ob- 
served an automobile stopped on tho 
street with a man, taking off, so it 
seemed, the spare tire. As we ar- 
rived alongside the car wo recog- 
nized the autoist who was in trouble 
as a well known citizen of Newton, 
it was not tire trouble which had 
stopped his progress home at mid- 
night. It was complete shortage of 
gasoline. He had been so active cam- 
paigning for Al Smith during the day 
that he had allowed t ho gasoline sup- 
ply in his car to become exhausted 
without noticing it. At that hour of 
the night the gasoline stations had 
closed so the w.k.c. resorted to the 
expedient of walking to a filling sta- 
tion about a third of a mile distant, 
taking a large can used to pour water 
in radiators, draining the hose on 
three pumps, obtaining nbout a quart 
of gasoline therefrom and then re- 
turning to his stalled car. Then he 
found that he could not pour the gaso- 
line from the 8 quart can into the 
opening on his gasoline tank, so, when 
we came upon him he was pouring 
the quart of gasoline, by degrees, 
from the S quart can into an empty 
l'j ounce tobacco tin and then empty- 
ing it into the tank. One quart of 
gasoline emptied into the large tank 
at the rear of the car availed noth- 
ing. The automobile would not start. 
We suggested that if some gasoline 
were put into the vacuum tank the 
motor might start, so we contributed 
another quart of gasoline for this pur- 
pose and the w.k.c. managed to drive 
his car home. 


We have called attention several 
times in the GRAPHIC to the reek- 
h ss driving of automobiles on Pearl 
street, Newton, that narrow, much 
travelled highway from Newton Cor- 
ner to Nonantum, with many danger- 
ous intersections. We have suggested 
that a police trap he operated on this 
street to catch the speeders and thus 
prevent added accidents to the many 
serious ones which have already oc- 
curred on Pearl street. Another very 
serious accident occurred there on 
Tuesday. We again suggest a police 
trap on Pearl street.

To one bored to extinction by the 
ot dinary table d'hote it was a pleas- 
nnt change.

To Prevent Steel Rusting 

Coautchouc oil is said to have proved 
efficient in preventing rust on steel 
and to have been adopted by tlie Ger- 
man army. It only requires to be 
spread with a piece of flannel. In a 
very thin layer, over the metallic sur- 
face and allowed to dry up. Such a 
coating will afford security against ail 
atmospheric Influences and will not 
show any cracks under tlie microscope 
after a year’s standing. To remove it 
the article has simply to be treated 
with coautchouc oil again and washed 
after 12 to 24 hours. 


Devastating Plagues 

The grout plague of London, which 
killed more than half the Inhabitants 
who did not llee tlie city, was by no 
means the worst outbreak thut Inis 
been so recorded. The plague called 
"black death” devastated Europe tor 
50 years in tlie Fourteenth century, 
destroying two-thirds to three-fourths 
of tlie population of large territories 
and one-fourth of Jill the people, or 
about 20,000,000 persons.

OUR SCHOOLS 


To The Editor: 

Without questioning the ethics of 
making but a small lncrense in tho 
tax rate and an unexpected addition 
to the assessments, the fact remains 
that the usually apathetic taxpayers 
are considerably exercised this au- 
tumn. Schools are tlie greatest item 
of cost in tlie city government. A 
fine educational Hystem is desirable, 
but in tills crisis school efficiency 
ought to be strictly examined. As a 
public school teacher 1 have long been 
distressed by the universal inefficiency 
and waste in schools. I have often 
made the remark that if the public 
only realized conditions, they would 
not he tolerated. 

Here I can state only in a general 
way some of the most crying faults: 

1. There is an unwholesome spirit 
of emulation among school officials to 
make a fine surface appearance. It 
results in a vicious circle. * 

2. There is a definite effort on the 
part of school officials to stultify 
courses for political reasons. Tills Is 
a well considered statement. 

3. The regrettublo attitude of the 
public toward disciplinary matters. 
Schools should be democratic (for tho 
benefit of the majority), not aristo- 
cratic (for tlie vicious tenth). 

4. The failure of parents to realize 
that a diploma means nothing in it- 
self. A diploma is only as good as 
the school that issues it. 

Even as a small boy a quarter of 
a century ago in tlie Bigelow School 
I was impressed by wasto in time 
and money. This is said with all 
respect to the memory of that great 
teacher, Principal H. Chapin Sawin. 
Teachers often say that because of 
outside interests students nowadays 
generally do not study as well as they 
did twenty years ago when I was in 
Newton High School. I do not agree. 

in my work as a high school de- 
partment head, in one school I gained 
the grudging consent of my superiors 
to consolidate courses, increase the 
efficiency of my department and avoid 
replacing a teacher who left, a yearly 
savings of $1500. In another school 
I saved over $5000— on a wholly un- 
necessary item of equipment. The 
school committee would liavo en- 
dorsed the recommendation of the su- 
perintendent because they did not 
know. I received a letter of appre- 
ciation from them. 

Thousands of dollars could and 
should be saved in the Newton 
schools. They ought to be operated 
not only more economically but moro 
efficiently and reduce taxes.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

W By La D. G. BRNTLWT AV 


There is just a touch of pathos in 
the pnssing of this year’s garden. O. 
I know there will he another one 
next year and that no doubt it will 
be larger and more beautiful. Yet 
a house garden has a part in peo- 
ple's lives just ns much as some cir- 
cumstance of vital importance. 1 
know that some care nothing for 
plants or flowers. Either the wife 
does not want the responsibility or 
feels that the presence of potted 
plants means bits of ground or tiny 
pebbles on the floor and rugs. It may 
be the husband lias no use for flowt ra. 
Some homes that I remember as a 
boy were inviting in the extreme for 
the very fact that there were potted 
plants on the window sills in winter 
and a rare collection of blooms all 
about the place in the summer. 

An old gentleman once told me that 
if ever 1 wandered over a country 
road and wanted a drink of water to 
stop at the house where there were 
plants in the windows. “They are 
real home folks there.” he said, "and 
they’ll be good to travelers." How 
often have I thought of those words 
ns I have driven through a country 
town or past an isolated farmhouse 
where the tender hand of a plant- 
lover has brought forth geranium, 
petunia, fuchsia and other familiar 
old-fashioned plants. 

As a boy I can remember my grand- 
mother’s garden. There were grow- 
ing things there that I haven’t seen 
since, or at least imagine that I 
haven’t. It may be that there is 
still clinging to my memory the youth- 
ful conviction that nobody on earth 
was quite as wonderful and resource- 
ful as my grandmother in producing 
rare things such as gorgeous flowers, 
gooseberry tarts and raspberry turn- 
overs. I can almost breathe the scent 
of the heliotrope — my favorite of all. 
The portulaea fascinated me and I 
was always puzzled that it grew so 
close to the ground. 

So many of us remember gardens 
and some remember those to whom 
the gardens were a joy and delight. 
How often does some loyal soul de- 
vote time, patience and care to a bed 
of flowers simply because the one 
who has passed beyond loved them? 
Gardens grow not only flowers but 
thoughts and these blossom and be- 
come cherished and fragrant mem- 
ories. 


As an amateur pedestrian I have 
had considerable experience with the 
sidewalks of Newton. I think I could 
almost write a song. “North side. 
South side.” etc., but it would be 
scorned as an imitation and some peo- 
ple might be mean enough to say that 
I was improperly using an otherwise 
unbiased column of the Graphic to 
boost a certain candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States. 

There are many who have followed 
my footsteps or whose footsteps I 
have followed and I am sure they 
are going to agree with me as I now 
attempt to set forth my experience, 
or at least that phase of it which has 
caused me to think so much in terms 
of concrete. 

Our sidewalks are as good as in 
any city I have observed and I dare 
say if the truth were known they are 
a whole lot better. The point is not 
a comparison but merely a statement 
of conditions that now confront those 
of us who like to walk as well as 
those who do not like to walk but 
are obliged to. All use their feet and 
the question of willingness does not 
enter the picture. 

As proud as we may be of our New- 
ton sidewalks and as popular as they 
are with bicycle riders you will have 
to admit that some of them have 
been patched and that because of 
that fact the surface has become ir- 
regular or swollen. These uprisings 
create a sort of hillock and unless 
one is familiar with that particular 
stretch of concrete or slow in one’s 
gait — unless, I say you are aware of 
such things you are apt to stumble. 

In the vicinity of my home a part 
of the sidewalk at the base of a big 
tree has been repaired but with an 
upward effect. The sidewalk rises 
in a vain attempt to meet the tree 
half-way. If it is evening and I am 
hurrying home to dinner I tread 
bravely along in the darkness only to 
find myself abruptly ascending and 
then quite as abruptly descending. 
It produces a sort of stagger in one’s 
gait which makes one open to grave 
suspicion. Until we get a lot of new 
sidewalks in Newton I shall ever be 
cautious and watch my step. 


I doubt if ever there was a political 
campaign in which there was so much 
change of front on the part of political 
warliorses. It seems that every day 
or so I pick up the daily newspaper 
and read where the Honorable So- 
andso, a life long member of a cer- 
tain political party, has “come out” 
for the candidate of the other party 
“because he cannot see his way clear 
to support the views of his own par- 
ty’s candidate on the question of thus 
and so." 

Now this is perfectly legal, and as 
far as I personally am concerned I 
have not the slightest objection to 
people who change their minds. I 
question the impressiveness of it. An 
ardent partisan may not agree with 
me. He probably thinks that those 
who change their opinions in order 
to join his way of voting are all 
right und should be commended. It 
is not the least likely he will de- 
clare those who desert his party are 
fit subjects for alienists. 

It may have some effect on the elec- 
torate. Not being a candidate for 
office I cannot got wrought up over 
the statements of those who “come 
out” for one or the other candidates. 
The only people I have ever observed 
who got excited were the publicity 
agents at the headquarters of the can- 
didate. When word Is received that 
a more or less prominent man lias 
decided to vote for the candidate of 
the other party the whole headquar- 
ters is stirred up. A good press agent 
is turned loose on the job und he is 
expected to get the certain prominent 
mun to write out a letter and see to 
it that said letter gets to the Associ 
ated Press and us many newspapers 
offices us possible. 


On the other hand the party that 
has been deserted is thrown into a 
flurry until some member of the com- 
mittee succeeds in converting still an- 
other more or less prominent man. 
This change of front Is made a lot 
of as was the other and the score 
is a stand-off. So. you see. it is al- 
most a game and that is one reason 
that I am trifle skeptical about the 
ultimate result or vote-making value 
of these “coming-out” parties. 


It may be a delicious luxury to 
be able to curl up in front of a loud 
speaker and listen to a political ora- 
tor. over the radio, but like most 
luxuries it realy is overrated. I 
know that I am going to have a hard 
time convincing some people that it 
is much more interesting to attend 
a rally than to listen-in. They are 
going to tell me that they can stay 
right nt home with their slippers on. 
tnke it easy, avoid travel in a street 
car or automobile, keep out of an un- 
derheated or overheated hall and 
above all avoid a crowd. They may 
be sound in all they say but I am 
going to tell them that they are still 
missing something. 

I know that a rally is a treat if 
you have any sense of humor. Just 
bear in mind when you are listening 
to a speaker, either over the radio or 
in a hall, that he has said the same 
thing scores of times: that he is like 
a stage performer in that this is 
just another performance and that 
the big thing is to please the audi- 
ence. And yet you really can’t ap- 
preciate the spell-binder and his ef- 
forts unless you do see him. He is 
almost certain to be either tired or 
all pepped up. In either case it is 
worth the study to watch his manner. 

Have you ever seen a candidate 
smile with gratitude at his hearers? 
Of course you have, and no doubt 
you have a feeling that the smile was 
intended especially for you. The can- 
didate would like to have you feel 
that way about it, for he is then sure 
of your vote. How on earth, may I 
ask. are you going to get a smile over 
the radio. And how much jumping 
around or the like can a candidate 
do before a microphone? Most every- 
body knows that the broadcast sta- 
tion insists upon editing or at least 
scrutinizing the speech of every can- 
didate and that certainly takes some 
of the edge off. 

Don’t let anybody fool you into 
thinking that listening-in is as good 
as the real show. The politicians may 
strive to do their best in the studio 
but their real stuff is done on the 
platform in front of the dear people. 


The fact that the tax on tickets to 
amusements has been removed leads 
some of us to think more often of 
going to the theatre. However, the 
habit, I observe, is not as strong in 
some people as it was some time ago 
for the reason that prices for the 
best shows remain almost prohibitive. 
Frequently you hear the subject dis- 
cussed. Somebody will remark that 
he attended such and such a per- 
formance and was surprised to see 
such a small audience. Then some- 
body else will retort. "The prices are 
too high for such shows. The movies 
are good enough for us.” 

But here am I departing from the 
original purpose of this article. I 
started out with a certain thought 
almost switched myself on a side 
track. Let us get back to a first 
class theatre, seated comfortably and 
happily waiting for the curtain to go 
up. Unless it is an opera or a musical 
comedy we wonder where the orches- 
tra is. And if there is an orchestra 
we wonder why it is. This, I repeat, 
applies to the plays that are put on. 
A high-grade attraction, so called, will 
have either no orchestra at all or 
four or five players whose music, if 
that’s what it is, can scarcely be 
heard above the chatter of the audi- 
ence. 

It isn’t so very long ago that the 
theatre orchestra was something to 
think about and appreciate. They 
had reputations for playing the best. 
Their leaders were known as skilled 
musicians. The printed program con- 
tained the names of the selections. 
People were interested in the entre 
act music whether they understood 
the meaning of French words or not. 
It was a substantial part of the eve- 
ning. 

When theatre prices went up thea- 
tre orchestras went down. Some dis- 
appeared entirely and have not been 
seen since. The best theatre nowa- 
days may not offer any orchestra 
whatever and if it does the offering 
isn’t so extravagant as to cost the 
management great financial hardship. 
Personally, I had rather not hear a 
plaintive attempt on the part of va- 
liant few. Silence would be more ac- 
ceptable. But then, of course, one 
isn’t compelled to go to shows.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

The arrival of Herbert. Hoover at. 
Newtonvllle on Monday occasioned, 
perhaps, the largest gathering that 
village centre has ever witnessed. 
Thousands of persons, large and 
small, young and old came afoot ami 
in automobiles to catch a glimpse of 
the man who may be the next Presi- 
dent of this big country. All the 
streets In the vicinity of Newtonvllle 
square were lined with solidly parked 
cars and spectators were grouped In 
masses around the railroad station 
and along Washington street. That 
thoroughfare between Newtonvllle 
nnd Newton Corner was an avenue 
of automobiles, and Nonantum Square 
was completely filled with cars nnd 
people as the Republican standard 
benrer, his wife and Gov. Fuller 
passed through. A large delegation 
of Newton police heuded by Chief 
Burke and Lieut. Seaver, and a de- 
tachment of State Constabulary held 
the crowds In check and provided an 
escort for the distinguished visitors. 

To oldtimers the scene around the 
railway station at Newtonvllle must 
have been reminiscent of that day 
over 40 years ago when James G. 
Blaine delivered a speech in the depot 
yard at Newton and proved his ready 
wit when the stand from which he 
was speaking started to collapse by 
saying — “The Republican platform 
still stands.” 

The special train carrying Mr. Hoo- 
ver and his party was scheduled to 
arrive in Newtonvllle at 11:15 Mon- 
day morning. It was on time. In 
fact, it was even a couple of minutes 
ahead of time. John Hammell, an 
old Newton boy, superintendent of 
the Springfleld-Boston division of the 
Boston & Albany was personally in 
charge of the train and the usual 
efficiency of that railroad prevailed. 

The committee in charge of ar- 
rangements wisely allowed but a com- 
paratively few persons on the railroad 
platform, apart from a couple of doz- 
ens of newspaper reporters and cam- 
era men. It would have been impos- 
sible, of course, to keep these gentry 
away from the front row. In fact, 
during a political campaign they are 
quite desirable to have around. This

was evidenced when the special train 
arrived at the station. One coach on 
It wan reserved for occupancy by a 
Hcore of reporters and camera-men 
who had accompanied Mr. Hoover 
from Washington. 

As soon as the train had stopped, 
Gov. Fuller, Mrs. Fuller, Mayor Childs 
and a few members of the reception 
committee boarded the paint lal Penn- 
sylvania Railroad car used by the 
distinguished visitor to extend greet- 
ings to him and his wife. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hoover then alighted from the 
car nnd their feet had no sooner 
touched the ground when they re- 
ceived a series of "commands" from 
the newspaper camera men to pose. 
They humbly obeyed. A Presidential 
candidate and his wife have much 
less privacy than goldfish In a store- 
window aquarium. Mr. Hoover ap- 
peared in surprisingly good condition 
for a man who has been under such 
a strain as he has experienced during 
recent months, hut Mrs. Hoover ap- 
peared pale and somewhat fatigued 
looking. As she was about to he 
“snapped” by the photographers, a 
tiny miss presented her with a large 
bouquet of Talisman roses— gorgeous 
blooms which seemed to reproduce 
all the beautiful red and yellow tints 
of maple leaves In autumn. 

Among the privileged few who were 
introduced to Mr. and Mrs. Hoover 
after they had alighted from the 
train was Comrade Emerson H. Stod- 
dard of the “G. A. R.” who resides on 
Austin street, Newtonvllle. Comrade 
Stoddard is one of the few remaining 
veterans of the Civil War in Newton 
whose step Is still sprightly. Slender 
and alert lie looks, with his white 
chin whisker, like the familiar depic- 
tion of “Uncle Sam." It was a big 
day for Comrade Stoddard. After be- 
ing introduced to Mr. and Mrs. Hoo- 
ver he followed them to the automo- 
bile reserved for them and Gov. Ful- 
ler, and. as the shouts of the multi- 
tude lulled somewhat, he suggested to 
Louis K. Liggett who was standing 
by him, “Let us give three cheers for 
Mr. Hoover.” Mr. Liggett agreed that 
the idea was excellent and led the 
cheers. Following which. Comrade 
Stoddard was invited to enter one 
of the automobiles in the motorcade 
which followed Mr. Hoover in the 
tour about the suburbs and to Boston. 
Which he did. 


As the automobile procession ac- 
companying Mr. Hoover travelled 
down Washington street towards New- 
ton Corner, one of the cars it passed 
by was a collegiate flivver contain- 
ing several colored youths from West 
Newton. On the flivver was a cloth 
sign bearing this inscription — "The 
Solid South, for A1 Smith.” 


Some youth, apparently an ardent 
Hoover advocate, pulled a wise stunt 
Monday morning. In the windows of 
a vacant store on Washington street 
were some posters bearing the like- 
ness of Gov. Smith. The youth ob- 
tained the key to another vacant store 
alongside that containing the Smith 
posters on the pretense that he de- 
sired to inspect it with the probabil- 
ity of renting it. He thus obtained 
access to the store and in its windows 
placed Hoover posters. 


Hundreds of children from the 
schools in Newton and Newtonville 
were allowed to leave their schools 
to see Hoover. Even the tots in the 
kindergarten at the Underwood School 
were escorted by their teachers to 
get a glimpse of the candidate. This 
action resulted after former alderman 
Henry Lloyd had requested Mayor 
Childs *to permit the children to have 
this privilege. Mayor Childs informed 
Mr. Lloyd that such a concession must 
come from the school authorities, 
whereupon Mr. Lloyd got in touch 
with Supt. Wheeler. As a result. Mr. 
Wheeler gave the principals of the 
schools in Newton and Newtonville 
permission to exercise their judgment 
in granting the pupils a recess to see 
Hoover. 


Two members of the sales force of 
the Newton Garage & Auto Company 
led the field in the sales contest for 
September among the representatives 
of the STUDEBAKER cars in Greater 
Boston.

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Newton Central Council Meets To 

Consider The Problems Of Youth 

Interesting Survey of the Use of Leisure Time Studied By 
Representatives of Local Organizations 


The meeting of the Newton Cen- 
tral Council held last Wednesday eve- 
ning, October 17, at the West New- 
ton Memorial Library, brought to- 
gether representatives of many geo- 
graphical sections of Newton and of 
many agencies which are trying to 
help solve the problems of youth. No 
social work can he real social work 
without a perspective of the whole. 
“You in your small corner and I in 
mine" is not the idenl for community 
work. A good central lighting sys- 
tem is needed, which will bring us 
all out of our corners, and let us 
see what is being done in other cor- 
ners. Then perhaps we shall find 
many things being done separately 
which ought to he done together. 

A demonstration of good team work 
was given by the ensemble playing 
of the hoys’ violin quartette of the 
All-Newton Music School. The first 
violins were Frank Balstone and Ray- 
mond Rlair, the second violins, Don- 
ald Bowen and Edward Buswell, ac- 
companied by Miss Theresa Caruso. 
The quartette gave a fine rendering 
of the minuet from Handel’s opera of 
Berenice, and Gaillarde by Thomas 
Orne. 

Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, President 
of the Council, after making certain 
announcements, asked Mr. Paul E. 
Elicker, the Clerk, to call the roll 
of the Council members. The follow- 
ing organizations or positions were 
represented:

Scouts, Mothers’ Rest Association, 
Newton Centre School Association, 
Newton Circle, Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau, Public Welfare Department of 
the City of Newton, School Psychol- 
ogist, School Visitor, Stearns School 
Center, West Newton Community 
Center, and Y. W. C. A. Members 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Council, Delegates-at-Large ami Club 
Presidents were asked to indicate 
their presence by standing, the re- 
sult being an excellent showing. 

Mrs. Palmer then requested those 
present to open the pamphlets which 
had been previously distributed. 
These were copies of “The Boys and 
Girls of Newton, A Study of the Use 
of Their Leisure Time," which is the 
survey made under the auspices of 
the Newton Central Council of the 
youthful club life and recreational 
facilities of Newton. Many significant 
facts were brought out in connection 
with the tables and charts, and it was 
demonstrated that further study of 
the survey would shed light on other 
situations which concern the prob- 
lems of youth. Thirty-four per cent 
of the hoys of Newtonville, for in- 
stance, wero at the time of the sur- 
vey enrolled in clubs, while only 4% 
of those in Newton Lower Falls and 
10% in Newton Upper Falls were 
enrolled. In Thompsonville there 
were no boys’ clubs. 

Miss Reed of the Stearns School 
Center and Miss MacCallum of the 
West Newton Community Center 
agreed on the great need that exists 
in both Centers, first for leadership, 
and next for better equipment and 
meeting places. 

The Playground Department feels 
the same need in regard to indoor 
activities in the winter. Outdoor 
sports of a wide range in summer, 
and many winter sports are possible, 
hut the carrying on of a winter pro- 
gram is difficult on account of the 
lack of indoor meeting places. Mr. 
Ernst Hermann, Superintendent of 
Playgrounds, Mrs. Hovgaard of the 
Stearns School Playground. Mr. Mc- 
Grath of the Newton Lower Falls 
Playground, Mrs. Hills of the Eden 
Avenue Playground, and Miss O’Hara 
of the Thompsonville Playground told 
of the comprehensive work being done 
in their parts of the city They also 
said that winter work anu work dur- 
ing '-inclement weather was handi- 
capped on account of improper facili- 
ties.

School Committee Acts 
On Important Matters 

New School At Newtonville To Be 
Named After John Cabot 

The Newton School Committee held 
a regular meeting on Monday night 
at which E. J. Lang, a representative 
of the Near East Relief Committee 
asked permission to distribute enve- 
lopes among the pupils in the Newton 
schools for the collection of contribu- 
tions during the week the campaign 
for the Near East Relief is in prog- 
ress. He stated that this privilege 
has been granted in other places. The 
School Committee voted not to grant 
the request as it is against the estab- 
lished policy in Newton to allow such 
activities among the pupils in the pub- 
lic schools, with the exception that 
during tlie war years it had been per- 
mitted. The committee also refused a 
request from Alfrod A. Fuller to he 
allowed to distribute blotters to the 
school pupils on which is printed prop- 
aganda against automobile accidents. 
These blotters advertise an Insurance 
company. 

The sub-eommitee on transportation 
reported favorably on the plan to 
change the route of the special school 
buses so that congestion will he re- 
lieved on Walnut street in front of the 
high school. The buses will go via 
Lowell avenue to Otis to Walnut 
street, or via Lowell avenue and Elm 
road as far as Kimball terrace. On 
the advice of City Solicitor Bartlett, 
the suggestion of Police Chief Burke 
that the buses use Elm road along- 
side the high schools to unload, was 
turned down. 

The committee voted, on the sug- 
gestion of Buildings Commissioner 
Chadwick, to recommend that the new 
school at Newtonville be named the 
Cabot School because of its location 
near Cabot Park. Cabot Park took 
its name because it is located in part 
of what was formerly Cabot Woods. 
Cabot’s Woods was so called because 
they were, a century ago, part of the 
property of John Cabot whose resi- 
dence was near the corner of Centre 
and Cabot streets, Newton.

New- 
tonville. the Newton Club at 345 Wal- 
nut street, Newtonville, and the store 
at 401 Washington street. Newton. 
The store at 285 Walnut street, New- 
tonville. formerly occupied by Henry 
W. Bates, will he the polling place for 
Precinct 1 of Ward 2; the Newton Club 
will be the polling place for Precinct 2 
of Ward 2; the store at 401 Washing- 
ton street, Newton, just east of Hovey 
street, will lie the polling place for 
Precinct 2 of Ward 1. The former 
polling places at Newtonville were 
upstairs on the second floor of the As- 
sociates Building. The regular poll- 
ing place of Precinct 2 in Ward 1 was 
on *he second fior.’ N of c'.ie iolice sta- 
tion at Newton Corner. because it 
would he very difficult for the old and 
infirm persons who do not ordinarily 
vote, but who will do so at the coming 
election.

Better Street Lights 
Demanded At Newton 

Newton Business Associates Tell 
C ity Officials What Is Needed 


At the meeting of the Newton Bus- 
iness Associates at the Hunnewell 
Club on October 18 the special guests 
were Street Commissioner Stuart, 
Chief of Police Burke. Alderman Wil- 
liam E. Earle and Charles Mahoney, 
supervisor of street lights. President 
Harold Moore of the organization ex- 
plained the desire of the Newton bus- 
iness men to have Nonantum square 
and the other sections of the business 
district at Newton Corner provided 
with more and better lights. Aider- 
man Earle, as chairman of the Public 
Works Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen told of the appreciable in- 
crease in the cost of lighting the 
streets of this city; eight years ago 
the cost was $76,000 annually, now it 
is $112,000. He stated that it is dif- 
ficult to meet all the demands for 
street lights in a place as large in 
area as is this city and he contended 
that some of the other villages in 
Newton are not lighted as well as is 
Newton Corner. He asserted that the 
need of more lights on our principal 
streets is more pressing than is the 
need of lights in the business districts 
and that lower poles would help mat- 
ters. He also opposed street lights 
burning all night in the outying dis- 
tricts. Mr. Earle assured the busi- 
ness men that their petition for more 
lights at Newton Corner will receive 
ail possible consideration from him. 
hut lie reminded them that there are 
five other wards in the city to be 
taken care of. 

Street Commissioner Stuart empha- 
sized the fact that the matter of 
street lighting is a scientific job and 
that the entire business section at 
Newton Corner has been mapped out 
for more lights. He assured the gath- 
ering that he is heartily in favor of 
more lights at Newton Corner and 
will install them as soon as he re- 
ceives an appropriation from the al- 
dermen for this work.

HARD TASK TO 

BEAT BEVERLY 

Newton High had a hard time beat- 
ing Beverly last Saturday on the lat- 
ter's field but finally succeeded In 
bringing home the bacon by n 7 to 6 
score. Coach Sullivan started the sec- 
ond string players In order to give 
the first team a much deserved rest aft- 
er their strenuous battle of the week 
before with Everett and another hard 
game in prospect for tomorrow. But 
the second string failed *to show a 
great deal and towards the end of the 
first quarter, with the ball well in 
their own territory, the Newton regu- 
lars went into the game. With the 
home team driving ahead and Newton 
not having had an opportunity to get 
loosened up properly, Beverly crossed 
the last white mark early in the sec- 
ond period. From then on it was a 
merry battle, with Newton striving 
to score and Beverly stopping them 
time after time. Midway of the third 
session a long pass from Gilligan to 
Duane placed the ball on the one-yard 
line. Pescosolido went over to knot 
the count. Gillignn attempted the try 
for point but Beverly was offside oil 
the play and for the fourth time this 
year the officials awarded Newton the 
point after touchdown. Beverly’s over- 
anxiety on this play cost them a tie 
game as Newton failed to score again. 
Even at that Beverly would have tal- 
lied but for a hard driving tackle by 
Frank Perry. Newton quarterback, 
that put both Perry and the Beverly 
ball carrier out for the count. The 
tackle sent the Beverly back outside 
the playing field after he had taken 
a pass from his quarterback near the 
sideline and but for Perry with a clear 
field ahead. 

First Period 

Newton kicked off to Beverly’s 33- 
yard line, where the ball was fumbled 
but recovered. Three plays through 
tackle netted Beverly a first down on 
the 45-yard mark. An offside penalty 
against the home team forced them to 
kick. Gilligan caught the punt on his 
15-yard line and ran it back eleven 
yards. With the aid of an offside pen- 
alty against Beverly Newton made a 
first down in three plays. Beverly held 
and a pass from Gilligan to Shellman 
was incomplete, forcing Gilligan to 
kick to Beverly’s 40-yard line. The 
punt was fumbled and Acchipne recov- 
ered for Newton. Beverly held and 
took the ball on downs on their own 
38-yard line. The Patten coached out- 
fit reeled off three first downs to the 
30-yard line and the Newton regulars 
went in, to stop the advance.

NEWTON READY 

FOR STIFF TEST 

The last Saturday in October usu- 
ally finds the school and college foot- 
ball teams meeting their first real 
test of the season. The earlier games, 
while many are important, are more 
or less marked by frequent offside 
penalties due to poor cohesion, Incom- 
pleted forward passes because of lack 
of timing of the ball, and other minor 
faults. But with the final game of 
the month the fundamentals of the 
game are not stressed ns much as oth- 
er features.

Newton showed considerable prom- 
ise In Its opening game with Belmont.

Against Everett fum- 
bles in the backfleld hurt a great deal 
while last Saturday Beverly put up a 
strong fight In a game marked by 
many penalties. This week Coach Sul- 
livan has been ironing out the rough 
spots and working the team hard in 
preparation for Somerville which is 
anxious to pin a defeat on the Garden 
City outfit. In recent years the 
closest the DIckernmn outfit has come 
to w’inning was in 1926 on Claflin 
Field with the final score 7 to 7. Last 
year Newton won 14 to 0. While Som- 
erville has by far the heavier aggre- 
gation they will not go on the field to- 
morrow’ a lop-sided favorite. In their 
four games this season Somerville has 
w’on three and lost two. It started 
out on high by swamping Chelsea 25 
to 0 and shutting out Salem 13 to 0 in 
one of the early season upsets. Tho 
next week the red and blue were tho 
victims of an upset when Waltham 
led at the final whistle by a 6 to 0 
margin. Medford further dismissed 
Somerville’s little aspirations by tak- 
ing the long end of a 19 to 7 count. 
Last Saturday Somerville opened Its 
Suburban league season by defeating 
the Cantabs 6 to 2. Should Somerville 
come through with a win tomorrow It 
has n good chance to win the league 
honors. To do so they would then 
have to knock off Everett which would 
not be an impossible task. Its other 
league games with Brookline and 
Rindge should go to the red and blue. 

A New’ton victory tomorrow on the 
other hand might easily bring about 
a three-cornered tie for the champion- 
ship. Everett defeated Newton and 
with tin* exception of tho Somerville 
contest Newton should have little dif- 
ficulty in w inning from Us remaining 
Suburban league games to end up with 
four wins and one loss. Everett 
should go through without much trou- 
ble except at Somerville’s hands and 
a Dickermnn victory would pull Ever- 
ett back on even terms with Newton. 

Newton needs the victory to stay in 
the running so it will fight tooth and 
nail. The entire squad came through 
the Beverly game all right with the 
exception of a few of the players who 
suffered considerable shaking up. 
They will all be ready to go when 
the whistle blows tomorrow.

Everett Scheinfain and Norman Payne 
at left and right ends; Daniel Harring- 
ton and Jack Gardiner at tackles;

SAFETY PERIOD 


A proclamation 1ms been issued by 
his excellency, the Governor. Alvan T. 
Fuller, proclaiming the period of Oc- 
tober 15, 1928 to November 30. 1928, 
inclusive, as Safety Period. He has 
called upon the press, motor clubs, 
chambers of commerce and all civic 
organizations within the Common- 
wealth to emphasize the importance 
of this safety movement. The fol- 
lowing is an excerpt from the Gov- 
ernor’s proclamation: 

“I call upon all public officials and 
officers to unite In a concerted effort 
to use that power which Is theirs un- 
der the statutes of the Commonwealth 
to bring an end to the existing condi- 
tion of unnecessary hazard of life 
and limb on our public highways. 

"I call upon all pedestrians to keep 
in mind during this period the neces- 
sity for constant caution, watchful- 
ness nnd care while they are upon the 
streets nnd highways. 

“I earnestly ask of all operators of 
motor vehicles that they will so im- 
press upon their own minds the needs 
emphasized by this special period of 
safety that they will establish, each 
for himself or for herself, the habit 
of careful driving. 

"I earnestly call upon all owners and 
all operators of motor vehicles to 
make full use of this opportunity for 
a free inspection of their vehicles; 
and I ask them that they shall upon 
learning of any defects in equipment 
or mechanism or adjustment have 
these defects immediately corrected. 

"By intelligent and purposeful co- 
operation we can establish in Massa- 
chusetts a record of reduced accidents 
in which we all as citizens can take 
pride. I ask for the co-operation of 
everyone in this endeavor.” 

In response to this Issue an open 
meeting was held last Friday in Room 
L, of the Chamber of Commerce 
Building, at which a general discus- 
sion took place on co-operating with 
this state wide campaign, and the 
following individuals and organiza- 
tions are offering their services: Mr.

If 
a leader could be found and a place 
to meet it was planned to start such 
clubs. 

Miss Riley. Visiting Teacher for the 
High School, also Adviser for the 
Freshman and Sophomore classes, 
spoke in regard to the truancy prob- 
lem of the schools: and Mrs. Will- 
man. Probation Officer, of the diffi- 
culty in finding wholesome recreation 
for those who have made a wrong 
start. 

Mrs. Wellman said that Newton 
Highlands. Newton Lower Falls, and 
Newton Upper Falls should provide 
something for boys and girls to do 
in the evening. Twombly House used 
to provide this, but there is nothing 
now to take its place. That dramatics 
and athletics are what interest boys 
and girls in their teens, was the last 
word which Mrs. Wellman spoke, out 
of her long and varied experience.

In summarizing the reports and dis- 
cussion of the evening, nothing is 
more evident than that the lack in 
Newton’s recreational program is 
chiefly a lack of volunteer leadership 
and a lack of facilities for providing 
amusements that interest boys and 
girls of Junior High ago "We could 
organize dubs Whore they are sorely 
needed if we hud leaders,” or "we 
could organize clubs if there were a 
proper meeting place for them” is 
tho cry all along the line. 

The School Centers cannot develop 
their program as they feel it should 
he developed because facilities are 
lacking for big clubs and for danc- 
ing. athletics and dramatics which 
attract the older boys and girls 
( There are sections of Newton besides, 
j like Thompsonville. and t He Lower 
and Upper Falls, where there are 
no available meeting places at all. 
What is Newton going to do about 
it?

Huge Crowd Greets 

Gov. Smith Here 

Presented With Walt limn Watch At 
Newtonville 


For the second time in 10 days New- 
tonville. on Wednesday, witnessed the 
gathering of thousands of persons to 
welcome a national celebrity. The 
crowd which gathered at the New- 
tonville railroad station and filled the 
neighboring streets Wednesday after- 
noon to greet Gov. Alfred E. Smith, 
was even larger than the huge throng 
which assembled to see Herbert Hoo- 
ver on October 15. For several days 
contradictory reports had been in the 
Boston papers as to whether Gov. 
Smith would, or would not, hold a 
brief reception at Newtonville. Even 
after the papers on Wednesday morn- 
ing had printed the statement that A1 
would stop at Newtonville sufficiently 
long to have a delegation from the 
Waltham Watch factory present him 
and his wife with valuable watches, 
reports were circulated through the 
city that no stop would he made here. 

The publication of the plan of the 
reception and presentation to the Dem- 
ocratic candidate caused crowds to 
start to gather early Wednesday after- 
noon iit. and around the Newtonville 
railroad station. Long before 3 
o’clock, when Gov. Smith’s special 
train was supposed to arrive, standing 
room was at a premium on vantage 
points near the depot and streets 
within a half mile of the station were 
clogged with parked automobiles. The 
Waltham Watch factory closed at 2.30 
p. in. and most of the employees of 
that big industry, accompanied by the 
Waltham Watch Factory band, came 
to Newtonville to participate in the 
presentation of the costly timepieces 
which were to he given to Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith. It is estimated that nearly 
10,000 persons were gathered near the 
station to get a view of the noted 
candidate. 

The special train was about 30 min- 
utes later in arriving than had been 
advertised, pulling into the station at 
3:35. The huge crowd immediately 
broke through the police line and 
swarmed onto the tracks surround- 
ing the special car in which the Gov- 
ernor rode. He and Mrs. Smith came 
out onto the rear platform accompan- 
ied by Senator David I. Walsh. 

A committee representing the New- 
ton Alfred E. Smith Club welcomed 
the candidate. Included in this com- 
mittee were Walter Hodgdon, John J. 
FitzGerald, A. Leslie Moriartv, George 
McNamee and the following ladies of 
the club — Mrs. Alice Burns, Mrs. 
Irene Cronin, Miss Teresa McCarthy, 
Mrs. George McNamee. Miss Jose- 
phine O'Connell. Mrs. Helen M. Ryan 
and Mrs. George L. Tully. Among the 
first to mount the steps of the car 
was Mayor Childs who extended the 
greetings of the city to Gov. Smith. 
President F. C. Dumaine of the Wal- 
tham Watch Company also greeted 
Mr. Smith. On behalf of that com- 
pany. an employee, Edward McMan- 
us. presented Gov. Smith with a solid 
gold watch, and another employee. 
Miss Ruth Storer. presented Mrs. 
Smith with a beautiful wrist wateji. 
On behalf of the Newton Smith Club, 
Miss Josephine O’Connell presented 
Mrs. Smith with a magnificent bouquet 
of roses. Hundreds struggled to get 
near enough to the platform to shake 
the candidate’s hand. 

In anticipation of the stopping of 
the Smith special train on Track 2, 
the officials of the Boston Albany 
had despatched the “Wolverine” the 
crack western express of the road out 
from Boston on the local track, but 
the crowd had surged on all four 
tracks, and the “Wolverine” was 
forced to come to a stop. Gov. Smith 
waved to the multitude whenever he 
could find time between the hand- 
shakes and he smiled his famous 
smile. After a stop of about 8 min- 
utes, the train continued on its way 
• i 1 ton. Ail along t he embank* 
ments at the sides of the track per- 
sons were lined to catch a fleeting 
glimpse of the Democratic standard 
hearer. Both he and his wife, at the 
risk of catching colds, stood out on 
the rear platform as the train speed- 
ed along to allow the patient waiters 
who had clambered to vantage points 
along the railroad to see them. 

The pupils in the Newtonville 
schools were permitted to abandon 
their classes to come to see Gov. 
Smith, and in a number of cases, ac- 
companied by their teachers, they 
lined up in groups to add their young 
voices to the acclaim which greeted 
”A1.”

Judge Weston, a former member of 
the State Senate spoke to the pupils 
about Theodore Roosevelt at their last 
assembly. 

Mr. Weston began his talk by saying 
that Alvan T. Fuller, Hoover and 
Smith all started life with the hard- 
ship of poverty but each one had risen 
by hard work and perserverance. 
Roosevelt, on the other hand, was 
from a wealthy family, but he began 
life with the handicap of ill health. 
He was so delicate as a boy, ho was 
not allowed to go to school. However, 
from the time he was twelve years 
old he made a business of building up 
ills body to match his mind. By dil- 
igent perseverance in the gymnasium 
and in the out-of-doors he succeeded 
in building his sickly body. 

Judge Weston spoke about Roose- 
velt’s great love for nature. When 
when lie was in college, he had tur- 
tles and snakes in his room. He loved 
to take long strolls through the 
woods. "At one time,” laughed Judge 
Weston, "lie invited the French Am- 
bassador to go for a walk with him. 
When the ambassador arrived lie was 
wearing a tall, silk hat, a dress suit, 
gloves and a cane. You can imagine 
his surprise when he saw Roosevelt in 
an old slouch hat and knickers. How- 
ever, they went on t lie walk, and be- 
cause Roosevelt had a rule in his 
lamily always to walk in a bee line 
and never go around a different way 
to avoid obstacles, the poor French- 
man was obliged to take off his 
clothes and wade through a stream.” 

in bringing out the characteristics 
of Roosevelt, Judge Weston told many 
interesting anecdotes and stories to 
illustrate tho courage, honesty, and 
perseverance of this great man. He 
traced the achievements of Roosevelt 
during his life time, and left this mes- 
sage of Roosevelt to tho boys and 
girls of America, “Hit the line hard, 
don’t shirk and don’t foul, but hit the 
line hard.” 

Tlie name of our school paper, "The

In addition 
to these members of the staff, seven 
school reporters are selected to write 
up the news of the school for the 
weekly column in “Tlie Newton 
Graphic.” 

Every student is urged to submit 
articles for publication in “The Trans- 
mitter.”

80TH BIRTHDAY 


Samuel L. Powers of Newton Is 
eighty years of ago today, an anni- 
versary that many friends of this ge- 
nial citizen, still one of the leaders of 
the Boston liar, chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Boston Elevated 
Railway and one of tho most cele- 
brated of toastmasters, had hoped to 
celebrate With some kind of demon- 
stration, but tlie season is such a busy 
one that the idea was abandoned. 

Mr. Powers was born in Cornish, 
N. H., where he still maintains tho 
family homestead. He was graduated 
from Dartmouth in 1874 and has been 
president of his class since gradua- 
tion. For ten years lie was a trustee 
of the college. Ho was admitted to 
the practice of law in Massachusetts 
in 1875 and to practice before the 
Supreme Court of tlie United States 
and all Federal courts in 1902. 

lie served in Congress two terms, 
declining a renomination in 1904, and 
while in Washington distinguished 
himself as the organizer and president 
of the Tantalus Club, a body of new 
members who thought, they were not 
getting all they should from tho Cnu- 
non regime, yet preferred not to come 
out in open rebellion, in consequence 
of which social strategy they achieved 
much. Mr. Powers was Massachusetts 
manager for Mr. Taft in 1908, and 
was tendered a Customs Court Judge- 
ship, which lie declined, as he also 
had an appointment by Roosevelt to 
be United States district attorney for 
Massachusetts. 

lie was a member of tho Massachu- 
setts Constitutional Convention and 
hns served on the Massachusetts 
Board of Education and as a trustee 
of tlie New England Conservatory of 
Music. Mr. Powers 1ms been president 
of the Boston Art, also of tlie Newton 
and Middlesex clubs and of tlie Mid- 
dlesex Bar Association, nnd it is esti- 
mated that as a presiding officer ho 
has introduced no less than 2000 
speakers. 

On tho completion of his fifty years 
at tlie bar ho was tendered a banquet, 
atttended by somo 600 jurists and law- 
yers. His "Portraits of a Half Cen- 
tury," published throe years ago by 
Little, Brown & Co., is considered one 
of tlie most charming hooks reminis- 
cent of tho day.

Higher Wages

Our workers with their average 
weekly wages can today buy two and 
often three times more bread and 
butter than any wage earner of 
Europe. At one time we demanded 
for our workers a “full dinner pail.” 
We have now gone far beyond that 
conception. Today we demand 
larger comfort and greater partici- 
pation in life and leisure. 

Most of all, I like to remember 
what this progress has meant to 
America’s children. The portal of 
their opportunity has been ever 
widening. While our population has 
grown but 8 per cent we have in- 
creased by 11 per cent the number 
of children in our grade schools, by 
66 per cent the number in our high 
schools, and by 75 per cent the num- 
ber in our institutions of higher 
learning.

On any calculation our exports 
have increased by over one billion 
dollars during the past seven years.

Clubs' Tribute to Mrs. Mason 

No Clubwoman in Newton ever 
needs to ask who is Mrs. Ella Mason. 
Thirty-three years ago. largely through 
the efforts of farsighted women of 
the West Newton Women’s Educa- 
tional Club, this city was persuaded 
to try the experiment of having in 
the police department a matron who 
could understand the viewpoint of 
women, their problems and misfor- 
tunes, and make easier the way of 
those who came within the searching 
investigation of their lives by the law. 
The West Newton Club agreed to pay 
the salary of such a woman for the 
first year, in order to prove to the 
authorities the usefulness and desir- 
ability of having such a position 
created in the employment of the 
municipality. There was no necessity 
of this, however, for the justification 
was so short a time in being evident 
that the city paid the expense. For 
thirty-three years, therefore — since 
tile inception of the position — Mrs 
Ella Mason has given loyal, faithful, 
splendid service in the role of police 
matron, and this statement alone 
proves beyond question not only the 
value of the idea of West Newton’s 
wise women, but the fidelity and abil- 
ity of the woman to whom that idea 
was entrusted. Is it any wonder, then, 
that no Clubwoman needs to ask who 
is Mrs. Ella Mason? 

And is it any wonder, too, that all 
Clubwomen are today asking, and 
need to ask. why was not this woman 
given the official status of a member 
of the police department when she 
has in fact occupied that position be- 
yond question or equivocation? For 
today they learn that through the 
technicality of someone’s neglect and 
oversight this woman is being retired 
not at half pay. as would be the case 
of every man in the police depart- 
ment. but on practically quarter pay 
— a sum of $25 a month, for her to live 
upon, and to support an invalid son in 
a California institution. There is no 
necessity to dwell upon the obvious 
injustice and neglect of such a mat- 
ter. But tlu* minds of the Club- 
women are dwelling logically and per- 
sistently upon the old adage of “where 
there is a will there is a way," and 
they know that in the vast gist of 
laws upon our statute books there 
must he some that can he called in to

great wrong. Those laws could be 
sought out and used, were inclination 
and desire manifest upon the part of 
the proper persons. 

In proof whereof two valliant de- 
fenders have come to the rescue. 
One is quite naturally the Club that 
Is sponsor for Mrs. Mason in our city 

the West Newton Women's Educa- 
tional Club in the petition which they 
are circulating for presentation to 
those in whose hands and hearts — 
we hope — lie the fate of this matter. 
That tiie West Newton Club will soon 
have the entire club world of Newton 
through its Federation —4.000 strong 
-asking pertinent — and possibly 
otherwise, through stress of feeling 
questions, abont laws relating to 
pensions in Massachusetts, and where 
our city stands in acceptance of those 
laws, and requesting remedy of in- 
justices, so that the taxpayers' money 
may go to all city employees alike, 
and not to a favored class — is undeni- 
able, as will shortly be shown! The 
Club world feels that the fair and 
proper course is in righting an injus 
tice and in placing the matter of a 
proper pension exactly where it has 
always belonged, in correcting Mrs. 
Mason’s status. A woman who is po- 
lice matron can hardly be termed be- 
yond the pale of the police depart- 
ment. 

The other effort of as strong parti- 
sans in Mrs. Mason’s behalf, who pos 
sibly feel that such an emergency 
should be handled instantly, and with 
out the long-drawn-out oiling of ma- 
chinery for untangling red tape, is 
that of private subscription from the 
many appreciative residents of New- 
ton, or from those who while not 
cognizant of the tremendous personal 
worth of the case, still are aroused 
by the injustice, and are stirred with 
sympathy and with desire to aid. 
For such— and we shall count their 
number legion, as shall be demon- 
strated — the New’ton Graphic opens its 
executive and clerical facilities, and 
offers to be the clearing house for 
public subscriptions to a fund for 
Mrs. Mason. Already men of high 
character and of high station have 
sent cheques to start this cause of 
tribute. All who feel inclined to fol- 
low suit, w’hether men or women, club- 
women or not. all those who in this 
way desire to express their apprecia- 
tion of the protection to women for 
thirty-three years, may send their con- 
tributions to the Newton Graphic.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Power* 

Important changes have been made 
In the principal traffic signals in tills 
city. Heretofore on the automatic 
signals on Commonwealth avenue and 
at Newtonville square were signs 
which Informed autolSts that they 
could make right turns either on the 
red or green lights. Recently the 
Board of Aldermen accepted the pro- 
visions of the new law passed this 
year by the Legislature to make trallle 
laws the same in all Massachusetts 
cities and towns. Within the coming 
year all municipalities in this State 
must accept this law. According to 
its provisions operators of automobiles 
must stop when an automatic signal 
displays a red light: no right turns 
are permitted. Moreover, by accept- 
ing the provisions of this law automa- 
tic signals must be obeyed. Autolsts 
who ignore them can. and will he 
haled into courts and punished. Un- 
til the new statute was passed by the 
Legislature and accepted by cities, 
autolsts could not be legally arrested 
:or driving by "Stop” signals on auto- 
mata- traffic lights. Prom now on, 
lrivers who do not stop when the 
caution light shows, and who sneak 
by as the red comes on, are going 
to receive a piece of paper telling 
them to appear in court where they 
will, in all probability have to pay 
a fine for refusing to co-operate in 
making our highways safe. 


One of the most dangerous street 
ntersections in Newton is that at 
lewett and Waban streets. On the 
iroperty formerly known as the Jones 
‘state is a large hedge which has 
oeen allowed to grow so high that it 
•ompletely hides the view of any auto 
st approaching along Waban street 
owards Jewett street. Many near ac 
cidents, as well as some collision* 
have occurred because of the blind 
corner there. A citizen who owns 
property on the opposite corner is in 
* constant state of worry because of 
the hazards to which his children have 
been subjected when automobiles were 
Iriven onto his lawn in avoiding col 
lisions with other cars at this inter 
section. The hedge at the corner of 
hese two streets should be removed 
3o should hedges at other street cor 
tiers which create traffic hazards. If 
the city authorities do not possess 
the right to compel the removal of 
such hedges, they should adopt meas- 
sures to obtain this right. 


The present national political cam- 
paign has become so intense that it 
is developing comic situations. Parti 
sans on both sides of the fight have 
become so lop-sided in their views that 
they are accusing those who support 
the "other candidate” of sinister plots 
and acts. Boys and youths who de- 
stroy. damage or remove "Hoover” or 
"Smith" banners or signs, are sup- 
posed to be urged on by their elders. 
Personally, we think that this sup- 
position is puerile. 

If a man. or a woman desires to 
fasten a "Hoover" or a "Smith" sign 
on his on her automobile, they have 
a perfect legal right to do so. But, 
if a person believes that carrying 
either of these signs on an automobile 
is going to cause someone who was 
going to vote for Smith to vote for 
Hoover, or vice versa, in our humble 
opinion, that person hasn’t much 
knowledge of politics and isn’t using 
a great deal of common sense. It is 
to be expected that boys, large and 
small, in a heated campaign, such as 
we are experiencing, will, good na- 
turedly, or maliciously, maltreat the 
political advertising carried on auto- 
mobiles — and elsewhere. As a kid, 
years before we had reached voting 
age. we marched in torchlight parades. 
We recall transparencies carried in 
those parades extolling the virtues of 
the Republican candidates and other 
transparencies on which were printed 
slogans not calculated to make the 
Democrats happy. We also recall that 
the Newton torchlight battalion that 
year marched through strong Demo- 
cratic districts in Worcester and in 
Roxbury. The transparencies did not | 
exist after the visits to these two 
places. Neither did the bass drum of 
the drum corps after the visit to Wor- 
cester. We remember dodging (ex- 
cept for a few hits) a number of tin 
cans and rotten apples hurled at us. 
But. we accepted all these manifesta- 
tions of militant disapproval in good 
grace. In fact, these outbursts of 
enthusiasm on the part of other kids 
and youths, who adopted this method 
of evidencing their disapproval of our 
participation in the torchlight parades, 
injected tang into our juvenile politi- 
cal activity. We never thought that 
the youngsters who threw tomatoes 
and tomato cans at us had been 
coached to do so by older persons. 

Indulging in politics is a new ex- 
perience for the ladies. Some of them 
are making this fact painfully appar- 
ent. We cite one instance. A woman 
of our acquaintance, because of eco- 
nomic conditions, has been forced to 
go out working for many years to 
add to the family income.

It seems to mo that if I wero one 
of those public speakers whose duty 
it is to advlso the voters against 
proposed nullification of the Volstead 
act I should use In my argument some 
local examples. After I had been chal- 
lenged as to the failure of prohibition 
I should promptly ask my hecklers If 
they ever rode on the Boston Ele- 
vated. Doubtless they would retort 
with, “What has that to do with It?" 

Then I ask them to recall conditions 
before the operation of the 18th 
amendment, still using the Elevated 
as example. I would go further and 
say, “As long as we have service that 
keeps us riding about twice as long 
as need bo if the line were properly 
operated, what do you say about your 
fellow passengers? Are you satisfied 
to have peaceable and orderly folk in 
the car or would you like to go back 
10 years and run the risk of finding 
a drunk In the seat beside you?” 

I would call attention to the fact 
that for years the cars had posted 
warnings against obnoxious behavior 
and reminding the would-be offender 
that he would be suitably punished to 
the full extent of the law. I don’t see 
such signs any more in the cars — 
their presence Is not necessary. 

Furthermore, I would ask my chal- 
lengers whether they preferred to ride 
among quiet people or turn backward 
to those happy days when some in- 
dividual or group was apt to hurst 
into song or profanity or both at less 
than a moment’s notice. 

It Isn’t difficult for even the young- 
est of my readers to recall the noisy 
drunk of a decade past. One can eas 
lly remember how it got on one’e 
nerves; how you wondered how long 
the conductor was going to put up 
with It and whether the ordinary well- 
behaved passenger was not getting a 
raw deal from the Elevated which 
made no attempt to keep boozers off 
its cars. 

I have a vivid recollection of night 
work that compelled me to ride on 
owl cars. On some lines, particularly 
Saturday night, there was certain to 
be a brawl and at least two police- 
meu were detailed to make the trip. 
You don’t see that now. You can ride 
on any line anywhere and there is 
no thought of fighting drunks. 

Another matter I should mention 
and that would be abuse of horses 
received at the hands of drunken driv- 
ers. There are not as many horses 
now but still there are enough to be 
abused. In the days which some peo- 
ple would like to see restored in part 
a teamster would unmercifully lash 
his horses as they passed from Bos- 
ton to Newton. He 4md stopped too 
long at a saloon In Brighton and was 
trying to make up for lost time by 
cruelly forcing the overloaded ani- 
mals. A pretty picture for reproduc- 
tion.

haps I have no business to attempt 
to oppose this light wines and beers 
movement, but as a voter I could 
never be persuaded to consider any 
change whatsoever. 


One definition of the word “crowd" 
reads, “A large number of persons 
congregated or collected Into a close 
body without order.” I think there 
might well be added "and sometimes 
without intelligence.” That comes to 
me as I watch a great assemblage or 
even a small one endeavoring to push 
Itself as near the object of Its curi- 
osity as possible. 

There Isn’t any question but that 
crowd h want to be as near as they 
can when as a matter of good judg- 
ment they could get a much better 
view of the entire proceedings by 
standing back at a reasonable dis- 
tance. But, no, they must press for- 
ward so that nobody gets a really sat- 
isfactory view and all are muddled 
and jumbled together, pushing, shov- 
ing and making it generally disagree- 
able for themselves and their neigh- 
bors. 

When some prominent person Is to 
pnss through the streets the people 
Insist upon closing in as near as they 
can when if they stayed on the side- 
walks all could have an unobstructed 
view. Mob psychology as it is some- 
times called is frequently hard to 
understand. I assume that those who 
comprise a gallery at some unusually 
interesting golf match would object 
to being called a mob. Yet they, too, 
insist upon crowding as closely as 
they can and not only make trouble 
for the guards and the players but 
spoil their own chances and those of 
others for a clear and full view of all 
that Is going on. 

I suppose that excitement of the 
moment drives out of their heads the 
reason of quieter times. They are 
apt to be swayed by this or that mob 
spirit and the results are disorder 
and the like. Still, here is a human 
problem of the ages and nobody seems 
to offer a solution. 

Several communications have 
reached me regarding the new system 
of handling the mails in Newton. Not 
one has a kind word. In fact, each 
reader seems to have encountered 
practically the same experience. 

Among the letters was one from Mr. 
Wilfred A. Wetherbee, one of the 
most prominent Grand Army veterans 
in the country. Mr. Wetherbee 
touches not only on the subject of 
mail delivery but other matters. He 
says : 

"Dear Mr. Bentley — In accord with 
your request regarding the increased 
(?) facilities of the Newton Postotfice 
under the new system, I offer the fol- 
lowing statement. 

"Mailed two letters addressed to 
Newtonvllle in the Newton ofiice on 
Saturday at 6 p. m. They were de- 
livered at the address Monday on the 
afternoon delivery. If such a system 
is to prevail one must not be sur- 
prised that the people deiyand some 
sort of change. 

"I also wish to compliment you on 
the story you told of the cannon at 
Quebec. Not for the humor of the 
story, but for your nerve in quoting 
it as a matter of recent occurrence. 
I told the same story thirty years 
ago and it was mouldy with age even 
then. But It may he new to the pres- 
ent generation. It’s a pretty good 
story just the same.

I mu t say 
that I am in favor of r.iotn for they 
pres ent a ni at a pp an * and sho 
give the stranger a good impression 
— not only of tli * sign palntei's art 
but of the place tin* sign itself desig- 
nates. 

All this leads one to think of the 
new style of signs for buildings, store, 
etc. Fashions In such things change. 
I suppose, or there would be no evi- 
dence of progress. There seems to 
be now a demand for raised letters 
and a sign is to be made attractive 
without appearing ornate. The old. 
dignified gold lettering on a back- 
ground of black was popular for a 
long period. Now we have a light 
background with dark letters and 
these are raised. The idea, I assume, 
is to make the name stand out. 

It Is always fascinating to watch 
a sign-painter at work. That is. of 
course, if one has time to stand by 
while a skilled craftsman is demon- 
strating his ability for the benefit of 
his customer. How much more in- 
genuity is applied than there used to 
be? Signs don’t seem to be as fiat 
and yet they are not offensive. 

Billboards are quite another matter 
and whatever happens to them is of 
no particular interest to me ns they 
are too vivid at best. 1 can sympa- 
thize with people who yearn to see 
them taken from the highways, in- 
asmuch as Massachusetts has been 
trying to do something to regulate 
them for five years and has got lit 
tie to show for its endeavors it looks 
us if we might not expect much of 
anything. 

But the store signs do not have the 
same standing. A man must sell his 
goods. By the way. maybe you’ve 
not heard the story that bears on 
this very matter. 

It seems that a man who dealt in 
fish in a small town decided that 
his store should have a sign over the 
door. It was a belated thought with 
him for he had been selling fish for 
years and had enjoyed a good patron- 
age.

That the greatest results in men- 
tal hygiene can be achieved through 
the child rather than through the 
adult whose mental impressions have 
become more fixed, was the assertion 
of Dr. Henry R. Elkind, Medical Di- 
rector of the Massachusetts Society 
for Mental Hygiene before the exe- 
cutive board meeting of the Newton 
Federation, held at the Newton High 
School, Tuesday, October 23rd at 2:30 
p. m. 

Dr. Elkind said further that he was 
very anxious for the literature on 
mental hygiene to have wide pub- 
licity so that people would understand 
it. Emotions as well as the intellect 
play a great part in the mental out- 
look. and the emotions often rule, he 
pointed out. He stated that a psy- 
chiatrist should be on every school 
hoard, but he does not believe in the 
so-called group test which he classi- 
fies as purely incidental. Vocational 
guidance as a help to future life of 
the child was deemed most important, 
and in order to tackle this problem 
intelligently, the psychiatrist must 
have the history of the parent as 
well as the child. 

Mr. E. Ewing Wilson. Director of 
Physical Education for the Newton 
Schools, in his address gave a brief 
history of physical education starting 
with 250 B. C. when boxing matches 
were in vogue to 1SS1 wheu German 
and Swedish gymnastics were intro- 
duced. He described the Swedish as 
the more corrective of the two. In 
Newton physical education is handled 
in three phases, first, health, second, 
physical, and third, athletic, all inter- 
woven together yet separate. The 
physical examination in the elemen- 
tary grades and junior high is now 
under the board of health, but more 
room is needed in the elementary 
grades for carrying out the physical 
education program, in which Newton 
stands very high. 

Prior to this special meeting over 
which Mrs. Ralph C. Henry presided. 
Mrs. J. Porter Russell expressed her 
hope to the board that they would 
have a happy year together. She an- 
nounced the meeting of the Fall Fed- 
eration at the Waban Neighborhood 
Club on November 19 at which the 
"International Obligations of the Am- 
erican Woman" would be discussed.

The Mather Class 


Lust Sunday morning. at the New- 
ton Centre Woman's Club House, the 
Mather Class had the third of a spe- 
cial series of talks by Prof. Kirtley F. 
Mather, the leader of the class. 

The subject was: “The Twentieth 
Century God of Machinery." 

Before the lecture began, the class 
had the pleasure of listening to the 
splendid baritone singing of Walter 
Kidder. He sang "Invictus” and 
“Great Peace Have They." 

In the first lecture the discussion 
dealt with God. the overlord, from 
whom man recoiled in fear. The sec- 
ond lecture was concerned with the 
God who is always carefully and 
benignly looking after those who keep 
His precepts. 

Now we consider the God of Ma- 
chinery, who has no attitude at all to- 
ward man. Man should, accordingly, 
neither recoil in fear of God nor ap- 
proach Him in love. The rain falls 
on the just and the unjust. The 
forces of nature are not going to be 
deflected or diverted so as to help 
those who call on Jehovah in the right 
way. Very ancient people had the 
idea that God was completely in con- 
trol of everything that went on. Ac- 
cording to this notion, man was not 
the Captain of his soul. He was a 
mere coal heaver, down out of sight, 
who did not know where the ship was 
going or how to get it there. 

It is impossible to think of a world 
without a law abiding and orderly ad- 
ministration, operating as the de- 
termining and directing force. This 
Force may be called the curvature of 
the cosmos by an Einstein or Jehovah 
by an Elijah. The question is. what 
is the nature of this directing force? 
Is it any use to me? Or is it a per- 
fectly blind mechanism, devoid of pur- 
pose? 

Oue theory is that God set the uni- 
verse going, determined its make-up, 
and is now helpless. 

Another theory is that Hie uni- 
verse is self-perpetuating. It always 
existed and always will. 

Reasoning minds find a response in 
a rational world. It is consistent. Ex- 
istence is ordered and controlled by 
rules and regulations. But natural 
law is not inflexible, except within 
limits. If the limits are transcended, 
it breaks down. We are within the 
limits of natural law. Hence, for us. 
the law of gravity operates inflexibly 
and in a uniform manner. So do the 
cyclones and earthquakes. It does 
not matter to tin* earthquake whether 
a church or a brothel is being shaken 
down. The moral qualities or mo- 
mentary occupations of the local in- 
habitants do not count. To he sure, 
those men, who are alert and resource- 
ful. suffer less, but nature operates in 
precisely the same way to all men. 
It would be a great blessing if we 
could control our digestive apparatus, 
our heartbeats, or even the unfortu- 
nate trouble of hardening of the ar- 
teries. Although we are creatures of 
habit, we do transcend them occasion 
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ally, and that Is worthy of special 
note. 

Some sad pessimists think the uni- 
verse is a blind mechanism, wholly 
mechanical. They get this idea from 
some observation and a small amount 
of introspection. 

Let us look deeper. We should ho 
glad to find the world consistent. It 
is good to be able to count on the 
law of gravity operating in the same 
way every time. It is fortunate in- 
deed that water expands into steam 
without failure under certain definite 
conditions. But the fact that the 
world operates consistently does not 
prove that it is nothing but a machine. 
A machine grinds on consistently. 
That is uniform action. A consistent 
personality has uniform method, di- 
rection. and purpose. However, the 
method may change, if necessary. The 
goal does not change. There is con- 
stant adherence to it. 

The universe is like personality. 
There is inflexibility of aim but not 
of action. In the long struggle for ex- 
istence along the pathway of life, dif- 
ferent emphases have been placed on 
the most important qualities of life, 
but a definite thread, that has a pur- 
pose. has run through the whole 
period. This means that different 
evaluations have been evolved. In the 
Devonian age, the amphibians came 
up out of the mud and breathed with 
lungs and walked around on the dry 
land. In the Pre-Cambrian age there 
was no living cell. The crystal was 
the important thing then, beautiful 
but lifeless, perfectly law abiding but 
without the mysterious qualities we 
call vital. 

Emergent or creative evolution 
deals with this matter of putting the 
emphasis on different qualities and 
In different places at time goes on. 
The crystal differs from the amphibi- 
an and both differ from modern man. 

Huxley was right when he said that 
the world is governed by ideas, not 
gravity or electro-chemical reactions. 
Tt assuredly was not governed by 
ideas in the Pre-Cambrian age. There 
is a progressively growing plan about 
the universe, and this is being worked 
out. 

In the Paleozoic age the lowly forms 
of life, the worms, may have had 
ideas. If they had them then, they 
have them now, such as they are. It 
makes a difference what the ideas 
are. whether they count or not. 

The 20th century God of machin- 
ery is not the God of Jesus. Some 
people claim to he Christians and also 
believe in the God of machinery, hut 
Jesus did not. He made His position 
clear when He stressed the value of 
two sparrows and the greater value 
of human life. God can he definitely 
helpful to man. We draw power from 
spiritual reservoirs, but we do not 
know how. As a man thinketh, so is 
lie. 

We can determine our own 
thoughts. We can think of certain 
tilings and not of others and so change 
our lives. The administration of the 
universe does help the individual who 
co-operates with it. There is a way 
within natural law for the adminis- 
tration to help each man individually 
in his own time of need. It is not 
possible for a person here to help ail 
aviator after h** has set off across the 
ocean in a moth plane, for the avia- 
tor is caught in the sphere of natural 
law, which will not cease operating 
within the limits In which it is sup- 
posed to operate. The administration 
will help man to improve himself. 
Prayer will he answered if it is the 
right kind of prayer.

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Miss Sigrid McNeilly, well known 
local girl whose home is at 23 Rog- 
ers street, has been appointed one 
of the editors of the Posse-Nissen stu- 
dent year-book. Miss McNeilly is an 
active leader in the student group at 
the Posse-Nissen School of Physical 
Education. 

Organizations of the school, their 
achievements, purposes and general 
background, will be studied by Miss 
McNeilly and her findings emboidied 
in the text of the hook. Although 
definite and final plans for the size 
and form of the 1928-1929 student 
chronicle have not been arrived at, 
it promises to he the most ambitious 
of all. 

Miss McNeilly will begin gathering 
material immediately. Work will CQn- 
tinue on through the winter. It is 
expected that the book will appear 
from the publisher about May 1. 

OBSERVES 89TH BIRTHDAY 

Mrs. Frances A. Hurt, mother of 
Frank H. Hurt, of Churlesbank road, 
and widow of the late? Henry M. Hurt 
f Springfield, observed her eighty 
ninth birthday on Thursday, Oct. 25. 
She is in excellent health and is re- 
ceiving many congratulations on at- 
taining an age which, so far as known, 
has never been reached by any of her 
relatives. 

Mrs. Hurt first came to Newton In 
! 881, when the fumlly moved here 
from Springfield. Mr. and Mrs. Hurt 
•'•turned to Springfield in 1886. In 
1899, after her husband's death, Mrs. 
nurt came buck to Newton to rnuke 
her home with her son and her daugh 
ter, the lute Gruce M. Hurt, who for 
many ycurs wua editor of the Women's 


Club department of Thu Graphic. Mrs. 
Hurt is a member of Channing Church 
and of t lie local branch of the Uni- 
tarian Women’s Alliance, and was an 
original member of the Newton Com- 
munity Club. She has two grandsons 
— F. Allen Hurt of Brookline, assist- 
ant professor of advertising in the 
College of Business Administration of 
Boston University, and Philip H. Burt 
of Arlington, associated with his fa- 
ther in stenographic law reporting. 
There are four great-grandchildren. 
Two sons of Mrs. Burt, George and 
Harry, died in infancy. She has one 
surviving sister, Mrs. Luther J. Warn- 
er of Northampton. 

It iH an interesting coincidence that 
Mr. and Mrs. Burt, while of New Eng- 
land parentage, were both born in the 
state of New York, to which the fan\i- 
lios had removed. They later met in 
Northampton, where they were mar- 
ried Jan. 9, 1861. Most of their mar- 
ried life was passed in Springfield. 

Mrs. Burt’s mother, Juliet Briggs, 
was born in Keene. 

Mrs. Burt’s husband, Henry M. Burt, 
was the founder of the Now England 
Homestead, tin* loading agricultural 
paper of New England, and was wide- 
ly known among White Mountain vis 
itors through his unique journalistic 
enterprise in publishing a daily news- 
paper, “Among tho Clouds,” on top 
of Mt. Washington. Tills lie estab- 
lished in 1877, continuing it over twen- 
ty years until his death, after which 
it was for some limn carried on by his 
son, Frank H. Burt. Ho was the au- 
thor of “Hurt’s Guide to tho Connecti- 
cut Valley and White Mountains, ’’ and 
“The First Century In the History of 
Springfield." 

Mr Hurt was born In Otlsco, N. Y., 
Sept 13, 1831, his parents having 


moved thither from Southampton, 
Muss. His ancestor Henry Hurt was 
one of the earliest settlers of Spring- 
field. At 15 years of age he left New 
York state to learn the printing busi- 
ness in the office of the Hampshire 
Gazette in Northampton. Ten years 
later lie was in Nebraska and for a 
year was editor of the Bellevue Ga- 
zette, one of the first papers printed 
in the territory. 

Mr. Burt bought the Newton Repub- 
lican in 1882 from the late Charles F. 
Rand, changing the name to tho New- 
ton Graphic, and introducing many 
progressive features. In 1886, having 
disposed of the Graphic, he returned 
to Springfield, where lie spent tho rest 
of his life.
